I'm plain 
Dwight L. Moody, a Sunday school 
worker. And then I'm not your Amer- 
ican cousin.’ By the grace of God I’m 
your brother, interested with you in 
our Father's work for his children. 

“And now about this vote of thanks 
to the ‘noble carl for being our chalr- 
man this evening.” I don’t see why 
we should thank him any more than 
he should thank us. When at one 
time they offered to thank our Mr. 
Lincoln for presiding over 2 meeting 
in Illinois he stopped it. He said he'd 
tried to do his duty and they'd tried 
to do theirs. He thought it was about 
an even thing all round.” 

That opening fairly took the breath 
away from Mr. Moody's hearers. Such 
a talk could not be gauged by any 
known standard. Mr. Moody carried 
bis English audiences with him from 
that beginning to his latest labors.

which practically live on surface feed- 
ing fishes. Herrings are not at all a 
modern arti@le of diet. A vast com- 
merce in them was carried on in north- 
ern Europe all through the dark and 
middle ages. The herring’s chief food 
consists of minute organisms, which it 
strains from the water by its gills, but 
it also eats worms and at certain sea- 
sons its own young, sprats and sand 
eels.—Pearson’s Weekly.

Secretary Knox Gives Passports 
to Zelaya’s Representative 


DELIVERS SCATHING LETTER 


Chief Executive of Nicaragua Brand- 
ed Practically as a Common Male- 
factor, Whose Administration Has 
Been a Blot Upon Name of Good 


Government—Cause of Revolution- 
ists Recognized by United States— 
Murder of Americans Denounced 


Washington, Dec. 2.—Secretary of 
State Knox late yesterday returned 
the passports of Felipe Rodriguez, 
charge d'affaires of the Nicaraguan | 


| legation, with a letter scathingly de- | 


nouncing the Zelayan administration | 
of the government of Nicaragua. 
The letter is definitely declared to! 


‘express the views of President Taft | 


and is about as plain-spoken as any- 
thing emanating from the state de- 
partment in many years. 

The extraordinary feature of the let- 
ter is that it seems to evince a de- 
termination on the part of the United 
States to hold President Zelaya per- | 
sonally responsible for the alleged 
torture and execution of the Ameri- 
cans—Cannon and Groce—and it ex- 
hibits the unique situation of one gov- 
ernment holding the chief executive of 
another practically as 
malefactor. 

Zelaya is branded as a violator of 
solemn international conventions, a /| 
disturber of the national and inter- | 
national peace, a tyrant whose ad- 
ministration has been a blot upon the 
name of good government. 

Secretary Knox virtually announces ' 
the recognition of the Nicaraguan 
revolutionists and declares it to be the 
conviction of the United States that 
the revolution represents the senti- 
ments of a majority of the Nicaraguan 
people and that there is evidently no 
responsible government with which 
the United States can deal. 

He, therefore, announces that all | 
parties will be held accountable for 
their actions as affecting the inter- | 
ests of Americans and the peace of 
Central America. He further in-

An Old Art That Has Been Re- 
cently Revived. 


NO LESSONS ARE NEEDED. 


A Little Experience In Clay Modeling 
the Only Knowledge Necessary For 
This Cheap and Interesting Art 
Work. 


The making of the quaint wax por- 
traits that were so popular about a 
century ago has become of late years 
almost a forgotten art.

The Candle Tree. 
One of the wonders of the vegetable

ehiago Witnesses Say it May 
Revolutionize Traffic.

TRAIN LIKE HOTEL POSSIBLE. 


Economy Seen In Louis Brennan's In- 
vention, That Seems to Defy Laws of 
Gravitation—Speed of One Hundred 
and Fifty Miles an Hour Predicted.

Chicago railroad officials who have 
recently returned from London are 
{uclined to believe that in the mono- 
railway, or gyroscope railroad, Louls 
Brennan, B. C., bas an invention which 
| bids fair to revolutionize some of the 
fields, at least, of transportation. 

What they saw at the public demon- 
strations at Chatham, England, of the 
possibilities of the monorailway was 
Q railroad car forty feet long, ten feet 
wide and thirteen feet high, weighing 
twenty-two tons, mounted on a single 
rafl and running freely around curves 
while safely carrying forty passengers, 
who experienced less vibration than 
would have been the case {pn an ordi- 
nary passenger coach. 

The principle upon which the mono- 
railway operates Is that of the spin- 
ning top, which maintains Its equilibri 
|um by means of its rapid revolutions 
or gyrations. ‘he characteristic fea- 
ture of this system of trausportation 
Is that each vehicle is capable of main- 
taining its balance upon an ordinary 
rail lald upon sleepers on the ground, 
whether it is standing still or moving 
in either direction nt any rate of speed. 

This is done notwithstanding the fact 
that the center of gravity is several 
| feet above the rail and that wind pres- 
sure, shifting of load, centrifugal ac- 
tion or any combination of these forces 
may tend to upset it. Automatic sta- 
| bility mechanism of extreme simplicity 
carried by the vehicle itself endows 
}it with this power. 


Principle of Mechanism. 

The mechanism consists essentially 
of two flywheels rotated directly by 
electric motors in opposite directions 
}at a very high velocity and mounted 
so that their gyrostatic action and 
stored up energy can be utilized. The 
flywheels are mounted on high class 
bearings and are placed in a vacuum, 
30 that the air and friction are reduced 
to a minimum and consequently the

The stability mechapism, whose weight 
is small, occupies but little space in the 
cab at one end of the vehicle. 

The wheels of the car are placed fu 
a single row beneath the center of 
the vehicle and are carried on bogy 
trucks which are so pivoted as to pro- 
vide for horizontal curves on the track 
and also for vertical ones. This en- 
ables the vehicle to run upon curves of 
) even less radius than the length of the 

vehicles itself or to run on crooked 
rails or on rails laid over uneven 
ground without danger of derailment. 
The motive power of the monorailway 
inay be either steam, petrol, oil, gas 
or electricity. In the experiments 
made thus far petrol has been used as 
an electric generator, the power of 
each vehicle being self contained and 
ready for immediate use. Use of it 
any moment is made possible by keep- 
|Ing the gyro wheels in constant rota- 
tion by a current from a small accu- 
mulator, the engine being at rest. In 
jorder that the vehicle may be able to 
;ascend steep Inclines the wheels are 
| all power driven, and change gears are 
provided for use in hilly country. 

Large Coach Made Possible. 

Great economy is obtained by mak- 
‘ing the vehicles much wider than the 
ordinary passenger coach. On _ this 
point Mr. Brennan claims that he has 
plans for a passenger car 100 feet in 
length and 20 feet wide. He also de- 
clares that such 2 coach may be driven 
safely at a speed of 150 miles an hour 
while travelers are making a trans- 
continental journey in rooms as large 
and as luxuriously furnished as those 
of 2 modern city hotel. 

The rail upon which the car runs has 
a curved top, and its weight is that of 
the ordinary rail, but the sleepers, or 
tles, are only one-half the usual size 
of railroad tles. It is stated that flying 
lines of a monorailway can be bullt 
with great rapidity over uneven ground 
with but a slight expenditure of labor. 

The bridges required for the use of 
the monorailway are of the simplest 
possible construction. 


Hote! on Rails Predicted. 

The expenditure of fuel necessary to 
operate the monorallway is very much 
less than it {is with an ordinary rafl- 
road.

Professor Baldwin of Yale Tells 
Why One Is Needed. 


—_—_ 


OPENS NEW JUDICIAL FIELD, 


Old Theory That Landlord Owns Air 
Up Into the Heavens Likely to Give 
Way Before Modern Progress—How 
State May Give Right to Fly. 


Professor Simeon E. Baldwin of the 
Yale Law school and chief justice of 
the supreme court of- errors of Connec- 
ticut told an audience in the Yale lea- 
body museum ut New Haven, Conn., 
the other night that the lawyers would 
soon have to get their wits together 
and frame laws for the governinent of 
airship navigation. 

He said that lawyers bad been busy 
for the last 100 years making luws for 
the railroads, for the telegraph and for 
the telephone, and now they must con- 
sider the law for the airship. 

The airship, in the judgment of the 
chief justice, is out of the field of ex- 
periment and into the field where it is 
bound to be used for transportation of 
passengers, of goods, of spies, of bur- 
giars, criminals flying from justice and 
illicit trade of every kind, for it flies 
as irresponsibly as a bird. The ques 
tion at once asked is how far the pre 
cepts of private law can be applied to 
the airship. Can one worldwide law 
be framed for the air us for the high 
seas? 

Question of Navigating the Air. 

The chief justice asked if any one 
had a right to navigate the alr. Then 
he quoted various authorities who took 
the position that private landowners 
owned the air even to the henvens, the 
acceptance of which authorities would 
mean, in his opinion, that the uaviga- 
tion of the air would be an infringe- 
ment of private rights. These author- 
ities, however, were ancient. He went 
on us follows: 

“Physiologists tell us that man is so 
constructed that he never can develop 
wings to fly and that in order to navi- 
gate the air man must fight continually 
against the law of gravitation and that 
his flights through the air must always 
be a menace to the safety of those be- 
neath. 

“The navigation of the airship is not 


a naturals right. The question is 
whether a right to navigate the air 
cannot be secured from the state. The 


state owus the soil. It cun tax it; it 
ef reclaim it for the public use from 
private owners by the payment of a 
rensonuble Successful navign- 
tion of the air will no doubt be useful 
to the public. 

“It is granted that every railroad 
operated under a franchise from the 
state endangers the safety of the pub 
lie, but the public interest justifies 
this. The question, then, is* whether 
the state can give to airships a similar 
right to navigate under certain condi-

tions. This might be done under a 
franchise or a license. Has a hund- 
owner any right under the circum- 
stances? 


Thing of Passage That Carries Danger. 

“Perhaps the landowner has no legal 
right in the air except as the occu- 
paucy of the same muy be a detriment 
to his land. This seems to be in ac- 
cordance with the tendency of the 
times. An airship is a thing of pas- 
sage. It carries each aud all the 
saine measure of danger. 

“Should a person be hit by an alr 
ship the prima facie evidence would 
Indicate that he could bring an action 
against the proprietor of the ship and 
the uiister who was sailing it whether 
the person was hit ou bis own or on 
the land of some one else. 

“In ove of the Wrights’ flights some 
time ago the airship was directed rizht 
over the head of the German emperor, 
and a slight accident might have chang- 
ed the whole history of Europe.™'The 
emperor might have possibly encour- 
aged an action.” 

In the opinion of the chief justice 
the government can permit the use 
of the air by airships under certain

Cause For Action. 

Should au airship in passing over 
the property of a landowner ruin bis 
trees or should the proprietor of a 
fect of airships continually menace

of Professor Baldwin, there would be 
cause for action. Sbould the govern- 
ment estublish an aerial highway over 
the house of a citizen and his property 
be damaged by bad odors or smoke or 


other nuisances an injunction might 
be obtained. 
“Another question,’ remarked the 


chief justice, “is whether the govern- 
tment Hcense would protect the mana- 
yer of an airship who accidentally falls 
and injures persons below.” 

Judge Baldwin advocated the calling 
of an official international congress to 
fonsider the international laws cover- 
ing aerlal navigation and to frame ade- 
quate international agreements on the 
subject.

‘Watson, indeed, was 
a mechanical genius and it was large- 
ly through his ingenuity that the me- 
chanical details of the first telephone 
instruments were perfected, which al- 
lowed the device to have at once a 
commercial value.—Harry A. Bullock

“Falconer & Co., 199 Water street, 
Quincy, $45 per M. A certified check 
of $300 accompanied this bid. 

“Calvin G. Fletcher, 73 Garfield 
street Quincy, $46 per M. Mr. Fletch- 
er did not comply with the conditions 
of the proposal, as his bid was not ac- 
companied by a certified check. 

“Hugh Gilmartin, being the lowest 
bidder and a responsible party and 
having complied with all the terms 

of the proposal was awarded the con- 
tract. 

“The contract between the city and 
Mr. Gilmartin was executed August 
31, 1909. A bond for $1500 in favor 

of the city was filed at the same time. 

“All these facts appear of record in 
the files of the Commisioner’s office 
in City Hall.” 

“An appropriation was passed by

|! road, October 18, 1909, and approved 
October 21, 1909.

MAYOR SHEA 
REPLIES 


To Qies"ons Asked hy His 
Rial Last Night 


Mayor Shea gives out the following 
interview, in answer to Candidate 
Nichols at Wilson's hall last night: 

Mr. Nichols stated at a recent meet- 
ing of his friends that he wished to 
propound some questions to me. I 
am very glad that he did so as it will 
afford me an opportunity to give in- 
formation upon each of these mat- 
ters. daIssume that Mr. Nichols when 
he went to the trouble of having these 
questions typewritten has stated his 
Strongest and most serious objections 
to my. re-election. 

Ist, he wants to know with refer- 
ence to the Brook road contract. I 
dealt with that matter.in my speech 
at a Houghs Neck rally last night, and 
anyone interested in learning the 
facts concerning the Brook road pay- 
ing contract will easily find the same 
in the report of the rally. The con- 
tract was Jet to Hugh Gilmartin, 25 
Walnut street, Atlantic at a price of 
$44.40 per M. Briefly stated it is as 
follows: 

“My opponent seems to be laboring 
under a serious misapprehension as 
to the facts concerning the Hancock 
street and Brook road paving job. The 
facts concerning that work are as fol- 
lows: 


Sealed proposals were advertised on 
August 17, 1909, in the Quincy Ledger 
and Quincy Telegram for paving 
blocks for Hancock street. The pro- 
posal stated that all bids should ‘be 
accompanied by a certified check for 
$300. In accordance with the motice, 
bids were publicly opened in the of- 
fice of the Commissioner of Public 
Works at City Hall at 10 o'clock A. 
M., Saturday, August 21, 1909, in the 
presence of Calvin G. Fletcher and 
Hugh Gilmartin, two of the  bidiers, 
and two cther persons. Three sealed 
bids were received from the follaw- 
ing parties: Hugh Gilmartin of 25 
Walnut street, Atlantic, $44.40 per iM. 
A certified check .of $300 was en-

199 Water street, Quincy, $45 per M. 

A certified check of $300 accompanied 
| this bid. Calvin G., Fletcher 73 Gar- 
field street, Quincy, $46 per M. Mr. 
Fletcher did not comply with the con-

Hugh Gilmartin, being the lowest 
bidder and .a responsible party and 
having complied with all the terms 
of the proposal, was awarded the con- 
tract. The contract between the city 
and Mr. Gilmartin was executed Aug- 
ust 31 1909. A bond or $1,500 in 
favor of the city was filed at the same 
time. All these facts appear of rec- 
ord in the files of the Commissioner's 
office in City Hall. 

An appropriation was passed Dy the 
City Council for paving Brook road, 
Cetober 18, 1909, and approved Octo- 
ber 20, 1909. Alter this had been ap- 
proved the Commissioner interviewed 
me and stated that if he would be ob- 
liged to delay paving Brook road until 
he advertised the contract, it would 
mean a delay of at least two weeks, 
and it would be impossible to get the 
work started before the middle of 
November, tco late to insure its com- 
He urged me to 


pletion this season. 
allow ‘him to extend the contract with 
Mr. Gilmartin for the delivery by him 


of sufficient paving stone for that 


work under his Hancock street paving 
contract, at the same price. 

In view of the fact that Mr. Gimar- 
tin was the lowest bidder, the Com- 
missioner believed that if he could be 
prevailed upon to enter into such an 
arrangement it would be for the best 
interest cf the city. I realized that 
the werk should be done on Brook 
road this fall and as the Commissioner 
suggested the only way that seemed 
possible to have the work done, I con- 
sented to the arrangement and accord- 
ingly an extension cf the Hancock 
Street contract was made with Mr. 
Gilmartin at the same price of $44.40 
per M, and he furnished the city with 
an additional bond of $1,500. The 
agreement and bond are on file in 
City Hall. The Brook road job has 
since been completed. In pursuing

World's Largest Barometer. 

The biggest barometer in the world 
is in the city of Faenza, Italy. Itisa 
monument to Torricelli, inventor of 
the barometer, who was born in that 
city 300 years ago. ‘The scale of this 
barometer is on a basis of feet where 
the ordinary barometer is measured in 
inches. The liguid column is thirty- 
seven feet high at normal. It was in- 
tended to use a thirty-two foot column 
of water, but this was abandoned be- 
cause water evaporated too quickly. 
Then glycerin was tried, but with this 
liguid the normal height was only 
twenty-seven feet, which was not 
enough. Olive oil was chosen finally. 
The tube rests against a monumental 
pillar of stone. Olive oil is the Ughtest 
liquid yet used for a barometer. When 
a lighter one is made available a taller 
barometer may be constructed. Pas- 
cal made barometers of water and 
wine mixed. Zophar Mills of New 
York made a glycerin barometer, and 
Jaubert set up one of water in the fa- 
mous Tour St. Jacques, the weather 
bureau center of Varis.—Detroit Free 
Press.

I noticed in an editorial column of 
Saturday evening, something in rela- 
tion to the “Portable Stone Crusher,” 
and no doubt the taxpayers generally 
would like to know more fully the 
facts in relation to it from an economic 
standpoint.

The upper shelf ts for the pipes, the 
holes being made for them to rest In, 
while the lower shelf 1s for bacco 
boxes, matches, etc.

CONTEMPT CASE UP 
TO SUPREME COURT 


Still a Chance For Gompers, 
Mitchell and Morrison 


Washington, Dec. 7.—The supreme 
court of the United States granted the 
petition for a writ of certiorari in the 
contempt cases of Samuel Gompers, 
Frank Morrison and John Mitchell, 
Officers of the American Federation 
of Labor. The effect of the decision 
will be to bring the entire record in 
the Bucks Stove and Range case 
against these men to the supreme 
court for review. 

The contempt case against these 
men grew out of a procteding in the 
local courts of the District of Colum- 
bia to prohibit the Federation from 
boycotting the Bucks Stove and Range 
company of St. Louls. Pending the 
decision of that case an its merits the 
supreme court of the district issued 
a temporary injunction against the 
publication of the name of the stove 
company in the “We don’t patronize’ 
list of the Federation. This decision 
was freely commented upon in the 
Federation's organ and the contempt 
proceeding was based upon this com- 
ment. 

After extended hearings the three 
men were sentenced to imprisonment 
by Justice Wright and upon appeal 
the district court of appeals affirmed 
the decision. The supreme court will 
review the entire case as thus made 
out. 


BAR LOWERED BY GALE 


Shifting of Sand Makes Entrance to 
Newburyport Harbor Safer | 
Newburyport, Mass., Dec. 7.—Four | 
more feet of water has been added to 
the depth on Newburyport bar. 
Following the severe storm several 
barges arrived for the first time in 
many days, and the tugs went out to 
get them. At the bar they made their 
measurements, as is customary after 
a storm, and were delighted to find 
the increase in depth, as the storm 
had caused the sand to shift. 
Newburyport bar has been a great 
source of danger to vessels in the past 
decade on account of the shoal water.

‘Charge Against the Phenix 


Fire Insurance Company 
SURPLUS GREATLY IMPAIRED 


Irregularities, 
Including “Wash Sales,” Maintain- | 


ing Speculative Accounts, and 


Overdrawing Salary—Large Loans: 
Said te Have Been Made to Members 
of State Insurance Department 


New York, Dec. 7.—The Phenix 
Insurance company of Brooklyn is un- 
der investigation for irregularities 
which it is believed have impaired its 
surplus at least $1,000,000 and have} 
resulted in eonditions which Super- 
intendent Hotchkiss of the state in- 
surance department laid before the 
district attorney for possible criminal 
action. 

It is charged that the president has 
overdrawn his salary; that he has un- 
loaded doubtful securities on the 
company, and that he has used the 
company’s assets as collateral to se- 
cure his own personal speculative ac- 
counts. Nor do the directors escape 
their share of censure. 

In a formal statement issued last 
night, Hotchkiss says he does not be- 
lieve the capital of the company is 
impaired and that thus far there is no 
evidence that its securities are not in- 
tact, but he admits that the present 
investigation is still uncompleted. 

George P. Sheldon, a member of 
many clubs, and, as chairman of the 
laws and legal commitiee of the na- 
tional board of fire underwriters, one 
of the best known insurance men in 
the country, has been president of the 
Phenix since 1887. It Is charged that 
under his administration the annual 
reports of the company made to the. 
insurance department during at least 
the last ten years, and probably long- 
er, are false in more than one par- 
ticular. 

Under the present law, the insur- 
ance department is required to ex- 
amine all life insurance companies at 
least once in every three years, but 
until the present investigation, 
Hotchkiss says the Phenix has not 
been examined for nearly twenty-two 
years, or since Sheldon became presi- 
dent. 

The isurance department finds that 
questionable securitiés originally sold 
to the company by Sheldon have year 
after year passed through “wash 
sales,” by which they have been con- 
cealed in the annual report. 

Speculative accounts have been 
maintained by Sheldon, according to 
Hotchkiss, in at least one brokerage 
house, and the assets of the Phenix 
have been put up as collateral to cover 
his operations. 

During the past seventeen years, it 
is charged that members of the state 
insurance department, whose duty it 
was to supervise the company, have 
accepted collateral loans from it, made 
to them by Sheldon in amounts vary- 
ing from $40,000 to $100,000. 

“These facts,” says Hotchkiss in 
his statement, “when read in connec- 
tion with the other fact that this com- 
pany, prior to the present examina- 
tion, has not been examined by the 
insurance department of which these 
men were, during the times men- 
tioned, responsible officers, make 
further comment unnecessary. 

“In my judgment, the size of the} 
examining forces should be so_ in-| 
creased that all insurance corpora- | 
tions, other than life insurance com-, 
ponies, may be examined at least 
once in every five years.”

PRUCIAL POINT IS REACHED 


Nicaraguan Revolution Now Said to 
Be Extending Into Honduras—Rec- 
ognized In Washington That It May 

Situation—Davila’s 


Complicate the 
Actions May Make Trouble With 
Other Central American Rulers 


Washington, Dec. 8.—Unoffcial re- 
ports announcing that the Zelaya for- 
have been victorious at Rama have 
been received here, and foreshadow 
serious consequences, a8 Zelaya’s suc- 
cess would doubtless mean sharp re- 
to the United States , blue- 
jackets and marines when they land 
on Nicaraguan soil. 

Although the United States gov- 
ernment is ready to take any action 
deemed necessary against Zelaya, it 
should be hoped that the Estrada 
forces would make the task easy by 
its continued successes. 

Rama is now recognized as a crucial 


ces 


« point in the struggle for supremacy be- 


tween Zelaya and General Estrada. If 


» Zelaya defeats the revolutionary forces 


there it will mean that he again takes 
the upper hand and this means trouble 
for the insurgents and all who side 
with them. 

It is hoped at the state department 
that the rumors of Zelaya’s success at 
Rama are not founded. In the mean- 
time the navy department's plan of 
concentrating forces on both Nicara- 
guan coasts is being carried out with 
regularity. 

Official reports to the state depart- 
ment indicate that the Nicaragua 
fight 1s being extended into Honduras 
and that Manual Bonila is planning 
a revolution to overthrow President 
Davila of Honduras, who is said to be 
a partisan of Zelaya 

In order to check the effectiveness 
of this revolution, Honduras has been 
placed under martial law. By this 
means it is hoped to check the 
spreading sentiment in favor of Da- 
vila. That the trouble in Honduras 
may complicate the situation is ad- 
mitted here. 

Honduras has been long suspected 
of being friendly to Zelaya. Held in 
restraint by the Washington peace 
conference of 19907, Honduras has not 
been able to defend Zelaya openly, 
but it is now feared Davila may take 
more drastic measures, declare him- 
self openly in favor of Zelaya and 
thereby precipitate trouble with his 
enemies in his own country and with 
the rulers of the other Central Ameri- 
can republics. 

Word reached the navy department 
that the Albany and Yorktown have 
reached Acupapulco, Mex., en route 
for Corinto. Pending their arrival the 
Vicksburg will continue to “hold the 
fort” at Corinto, remaining there 
watching developments.

Cambridge, Mass., Dec. &.—In an 
address delivered in the Harvard 
Union last night before 500 students of 
the university, Henry Clews, the New 
York banker, took’ bitter {ssue with 

the claims of the Socialist party. 

He declared that municipal owner- 
ship, such as: Socialism contemplates, 
would lead to more graft and cor- 
suption than was ever known in the 
worst days of the Tweed ring., 

“Socialism Is self-contradictory and 
bpposed to the deepest humezn inter- 
ests,”” sald ClewsJ” “its origin. is 
purely selfish, and it overlooks the 
fact that the identical love of gain 
which seeks to equalize the distribu- 
tion of wealth will not be satisfied 
With equality.” 

Not all Clews’ arguments were ac- 
cepted without question by his hear- 
ers, for there is a large Soclalistic 
organization in the university. His 
conclusions in regard to the prob- 
Jem of municipal ownership called 
forth the most adverse comment.

WILLARD OF WASHINGTON. 


Hotel Man Whose Name Was Indelibly 

Stamped In the Capital's History. 

Henry Augustus Willard, formerly of 
Washington, who recently died at Wal- 
pole, N. H., was one of five brothers 
whose names have been indelibly 
stamped on Washington's history for 
more than half a century. Mr. Wil- 
fird came to the national capital ip 
1847. He was a steward on the New 
York and Troy steamboxt line on the 
Hudson river when he came under the 
totice of Mrs. Phoebe Warren, whose 
brother owned the City hotel In Wash- 
Ington. Mrs. Warren said to ber brotb- 
sr, “Do you want a bright, energetic 
and capable young man to take charge 
of your hotel?” The brother said he 
did, and Mrs. Warren then said, “1 
have found just the man for you in 
Henry A. Willard, who ts a steward 
on a Hudson river boat.” 

Mr. Willard came to Washington and 
opened the City hotel, soon changing 
the name to Willard’s hotel. He man- 
aged this hotel alone until 1853, when 
his brother Joseph became his partner. 
They conducted the hotel until 1861, 
when they leased it. In 1892 Henry 
Willard sold his interest in the prop- 
erty to Joseph. All of Mr, Willard’s 
brothers—Edwin, Joseph, Stevens and 
Caleb—came to Wasbington.« Henry 
Willard gave them their start and en- 
abled them to achieve great success In 
life. 

Henry A. Willard was a loyal sup- 
porter of the Union cause during the 
civil war. At one of the most critical 
periods of the war, when it seemed as 
If the capital would be taken by the 
Confederates, the flag on Willard’s bo- 
tel was the only one flying In Wash- 
ington other than those on the govern- 
meut buildings. Some of Mr. Willard's 
southern friends advised him to baul 
the flag down, but he refused to do so. 

In all matters relating to the im- 
provemeyt of Washington Mr. Willard 
took nu active interest. Under Presi- 
dent Grant he served as vice president 
of the board of public works, a body 
to which modern Washington largely 
owes its existence. During th!s period 
Senator Edmunds of Vermont one day 
met Mr. Willard. He was in high 
temper. 

“I'm going to introduce a Dill pro- 
viding for the removal of the capital 


from Washington.” be sald. “A bog 
got into my garden last night and 


made a mess of oue of the prettiest 
tlower gardens In Washington. A town 
that hasn't any board of health to reg 
wate the running at large of dirty an- 
imals does not deserve to bave the 
houor of being the seat of govern- 
ment.” 

There was a septiment at the time 
in favor of removing the capital to the 
middle west,. St. Louls' being men- 
ticued. Mr. Edmunds was a power tn 
conzress, und his advocacy of removal 
might bave proved serious. Mr. Wil- 
lard persuaded hiny to hold off bis bill 
until a movement evould be started for 
thé crerfion of a bohrd of health. Sueh 
a board was formed soon afterward, 
aud Mr. Edmunds forgot the unfriend- 
ly hog and thereafter planted his flow- 
ers without danger of their being up- 
rooted by Intruders. 

The estates of Henry, Joseph and 
Caleb Wiard comprise some of the 
most valuable real estute holdings tu 
Washington.

AMUSING INCIDENT IN HIS HOME 


How a Young Student and the Novel- 
ist’s Wife Figured In One of His Fa- 
vorite Ideas—Greatest Pleasure That 
His Poetry Ever Gave Him. 


Of Ljornstjerne Bjornson, the aged 
Norwegian novelist, dramatist, poet 
and patriot, who was born at Kvikne 
Osterdalen, Norway, on Dee. 8, 1882, 
and who was recently stricken with 
an attack of arterio sclerosis, an inter- 
esting anecdote is related by Kristof- 
fer Jansen, the minister-poet, who spent 
a number of years in the United States. 

In the first article ho ever published 
Bjornson announced his tirm belief that 
a new generation of poets would soon 
arise in Norway. It was one of his 
favorite ideas, and he reverted to it 
time und again. One who heard more 
of it perhaps than anybody else was 
Miss Karoline Relmers, who in 1858 
became Mrs. Bjoruson. Shortly after

Bjorn. 

“Go on,” he said, with a gracious 
nod to the visitor as soon as he had 
heard the cause and the purpose of the 
visit. 

Young Jansen began to read. Now 
and then he would look up to see what 
impression he was making on his lis- 
tener. As far as he could make out, 
Bjornson was wholly absorbed in the 
play with the child. 
recitation ended and Jansen 
into despairing silence, too awed to 
venture a question even, Bjornson 
leaped to his feet, dropped the child 
into the cradle and rushed out of the 
room. A moment later he returned, 
leading his wife by the hand.

JOHN BIGELOW’S LIFE STORY. 


Noted Journalist Who Recently Cele- 
brated His Ninety-third Birthday. 
John Bigelow, the veteran journalist, 
diplomatist, man of letters, president 
of the board of trustees of the New 
York Public library and collector of 
books, who is enjoying the sunset of 
life as few men of over ninety do, re- 
cently celebrated his ninety-third birth- 

day. 

This wonderfully preserved man, 
who lives in Gramercy park, New 
York, comes from one of the oldest of 
the New England families. He was 
born in Malden, N. Y., Nov. 25, 1817, 
and is often named as an example of 
unimpaired bodily and mental vigor. 

Graduated from Union college in 
1835, he, in the same year, entered the 
law office of Bushnell & Gaul at Hud- 
son, N. Y., but soon removed to New 
York city, where he entered the office 
of the late Judge Bonney. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in September, 1839, 
and devoted much time to literary pur- 
suits. 

He was one of the five inspectors of 
the state prison at Sing Sing from 1845 
to 1848 and was the author of all the 
reports presented to the legislature on 
this subject during this period. Ten 
years after he was admitted to the | 
bar and up to 1861 he was associate 
proprietor and editor of the New York 
Evening Post. From 1861 to 1864 he 
was the American consul at Paris. In 
1864 he was appointed United States 
minister to France under Lincoln and 
served until 1867. During his official 


government in a plot to furnish the 
Confederacy with four first class iron- 
clad steamers, and by the wise use of 
the testimony obtained the plan was 
thwarted. In 1888 Mr. Bigelow pub- 
lished an account of these transactions 
under the title “Irance and the Con- 
federate Navy.”

She said subject of the 
afternoon was “England,” which, of 
course, meant the budget at the pres- 
ent time. The Englishman had always 
been looked upon as not easily roused 
but lately event after event had kept 
him in a state of chronic excitement.

This aerial invasion brought out the 
fact, with great horror to the Eng- 
lishman, that his home was no longer 
an island With natural defenses. She 
then had to discover some deadly de- 


vise to destroy a possible army of 
airships. 

The next thing to stir up enthusiasm 
was the report of the Royal commis-

mm which emphasized the weak sys-

This report showed that the $60,000,-

made, Mrs. Ward said, was that the 
average working man was deteriorat- 
ing physically.

VARIES IN QUANTITY, 
A Cord of Wood Is a Rather Un- 
certain Proposition. 


ODD FACTS ABOUT ITS BULK. 


There Are Many Different Conditions 
That Affect the Measurement of the 
Pile—The Interesting Result of an 
Experimental Test. 


When is a cord not a cord? 

To the farmer harvesting his small 
wood lot_and to the man laying in logs 
for the large fireplace of his country 
or seaside home, to the paper manu- 
facturer buying pulp wood and to the 
proprietor of the ordinary city wood 
yard, to all of these men this question 
bas an important financial meaning. 

Queer to say and contrary to the be- 
lef of most people, there are many 
times when a cord {s less than a cord 
and many conditions when it is more. | 
School arithmetics say that a cord of 
wood is 128 cuble feet, or the con- 
tents of a pile eight feet long, four feet 
high and four feet wide. Wood is mar- 
keted on this basis. A pile whose 
length, breadth and height multiplied 
together gives this number of cubic 
feet fills this requirement, no matter 
whether the sticks are long or short, 
straight or crooked, round or split, un- 
less there is an understanding to the 
contrary. Nevertheless, a cord, though 
it comes uw to legal measurements, Is 
an uncertain quantity, even when the 
seller is honest and the buyer satis- | 
fled. 

A lumberman may have a tract of 
pulp wood which he sells to a paper 
mill at $5 a cord for as many cords as 
it will make. It {s In the contract that 
he shall cut and stack it. He cuts it in 
twelve foot lengths, and when the job 
is complete it measures 200 cords, and 
he receives $1,000 for it. Would he 
have made or lost by cutting four foot 
lengths Instead of twelve? 

He would have lost In the first place 
from the erdditional labor required to 
cut four foot wood, but his principal 
loss would have resulted from a great- 
ly diminished number of cubic feet, 
due to the fact that short sticks le 
closer together than large. 

Measurements and experimental tests 
have, been made to ascertain exactly 
how much actual wood {s in cords of 
different lengths, sizes, shapes and 
species. 

Had the 200 cords of twelve foot 
wood been cut in four foot lengths 
there would have been only 176 cords, 
and the owner would have received 
for it $880 instead of $1,060. It was, 
therefore, clearly to his advantage to 
cut twelve foot lengths, but it would 
have been to the buyer’s advantage to 
have it cut In four foot lengths. He 
would have recelved the came actual 
quantity of wood for $120 less. 

It also makes considerable dciffer- 
ence to the seller whether wood ts 
chopped or sawed, If chopped, the 
chips are lost. Where the logs are 
large this loss amounts to no small 
total. In a cord of four foot woed. 
with sticks six inches in diameter, the 
chip loss ts from 6 to 8 per cent, and, 
of course, the shorter the sticks are 
cut the greater the less, If the wood 
is sawed the sawdust loss {s scarcely 
the half of 1 per cent. 

The difference due to spaces between 
the sticks, of course, depends very 
much on the shape and size of the 


sticks. Straight, smooth sticks He 
close together, and a cord contains 


more wood and less alr. For given 
lengths sticks of soft woods are usual- 
ly straighter and smoother and when 
stacked lie closer together. But what- 
ever the kind, cords of long sticks are 
pretty sure to contain more empty 
space than cords made of short pieces. 
Likewise cords of split weod contain 
less than cords of round sticks. The 
finer the wood is split the more it 
makes: hence wood dealers are often 
willing to sell kindlings, all sawed and 
split, for the same price per cord as 
unsplit wood. They get back the cost 
of labor in the inereased bulk, 

A cord (128 cubic feet) of four foot 
hardwood usually contains about 
elghty-three cuble febt of solid wood, 
a cord of three foot weod averages 
elgbty-three and one-half feet, of two 
foot wood elghty-four feet and of one 
foot wood eighty-five feet. The cont- 
fers, soft woods, contain ninety t 
ninety-six cubic feet. Thus the pur- 
chaser recelyes on an average about 
two-thirds of a cord ef real wocd and 
one-third of a cord of spaces. 

In some countries wocd ts bought by 
weight, and the buyer comes more 
nearly getting what he barghins for, 
but even then he may miss it if he re- 
ceiyves green wood when he wants dry. 
According to timber testing engineers 
of the United States forest service, 
wood mey lose half or more its green 
welght in seasoning. Cedar for lead 
pencils is bought by weight In this 


, country. The pieces are so smail and 


of such irregular size that they cannot 
conveniently be stacked und measured 
as cordwood. 

The bulk of nearly 
creases as seasoning goes on. A hun- 
Gred cords” green will make from 
tighty-nine to ninety-three cords when 
fry. This is a factor of no small {m- 
portance to dealers who handle large 
quantities. 

Wood lot owners and farmers who 
have small forest tracts from which 
‘hey expect to sell cord wood are no 
less Interested than contractors who 
buy and sell large quantities. It will 
stand them in hand jo know how 
much difference it makes whether 
wood {s cut long or short, chopped or 
sawed, whether the sticks are round 
or split, whether large or small and 
whether the measurements are to be 
made while the wood Is green or after 
it Is seasoned.

Obtained New Evidence 
SHOOTERS BEHIND BARRACKS 


Discoveries Made by Certain Members 


of Military Court Said to Be Sus-

Washington, Dec. 10.—Conclusive 
evidence is said to have been ob- 


tained by the military court of inquiry 
into the “shooting up” of Brownsville, 
Tex., that members of the Twenty- 
Fifth infantry, colored, who were 
within the fort, fired on the town at 
the time their companions were racing 
through the streets of the Texas town, 
shooting right and left. This evi- 
dence, it is reported, is considered 
conciusive. 

None of the court of inquiry would 
diseuss the matter, but it is hinted 
that a demand for the abolition of 
negro troops, who are provided for 
by law, will be made by the southern 
ations in congress. Thus a re- 
newal of the bitter debate which 
marked the final days of the Roose- 
velt administration is threatened. 

The evidence discovered by the offi- 
cers who compose the court is said to 
be susceptivle of entire proof. Cer- 
tain members, it is reported, made 
personal examination of buildings 
across the road from the fort in 
Brownsville. They discovered bullet 
holes in the sides of three houses. 
Continuing their investigations, they 
red the bullets, which were of 
the regulation army pattern.

Lodge Urges Extension of the 
Guano Act of 1856 


GOAL DEPOSITS FAR NORTH 


Proposed Legislation Would Aid Bay 
State Men In Plans to Develop Un- 
claimed Territory In Spitzbergen Is- 
lands—Present Law Cannot Be Con- 
tinued to Imply Seizure of Territory 
Which Capitalists Are After 


Washington, Dec. 11.—Senator 
Lodge introduced a bill which in- 
volves a delicate international ques- 
tion, affecting the right of capitalists 
to exploit natural resources in_terrt- 
tory*over which no country exercises 
jurisdiction. John M. Longyear of 
Brookline, Mass., Frederick Ayer of 
Lowell, Mass., and other capitalists 
are desirous of developing certain coal 
deposits in the Spitzbergen islands, 
which are claimed by no country. 

The only suggestion of law cover- 
ing such a situation is found in the 
Suano act of 1856, which provides 
that whenever any citizen of the Unit- 
ed States discovers a deposit of guano 
on any island, rock or key not with- 
in the lawful jurisdiction of any other 
government and not occupied by citi- 
| zens of any other government and 

takes peaceable possession thereof 
and occupies the same, such island, 
rock or key, may at the discretion of 
the president be considered as apper- 
taining to the United States. 

Such a law was found effective and 
adequate in its application to guano 
deposits, which usually are found up- 
on rocky islands of no intrinsic value, 
but the law obviously does not apply 
to coal lands and could hardly be con- 
strued to imply any considerable seiz- 
ure of territory. 

As a means of approaching this new 

uestion, Senator Lodge therefore 
o..; to amend the guano act by 

making it apply to “coal or other min- 
erals” and enlarging its scope by ex- 
tending it to “any portion” of the land 
involved. 

In his annual message, President 
‘Taft dealt at some length with the 

anomalous position of the Spitzbergen 
islands, and stated that the United 
States government, in view of proofs 
filed with it in 1806, had accepted un- 
der reservation the invitation of Nor- 
way to participate in an international 
conference relating to the islands. 

These proofs showed the American 
possession, occupation and working of 
certain coal-bearing lands in Spitz- 
bergen and the reservation prescribed 
that the question of altering the status 
of the islands and countries belong- 
ing to no particular state and as 
equally open to the citizens and sub- 
jects of all states should be raised. 

The Lodge amendment if adopted 
would tend to confirm the rights of 
Longyear and Ayer and their associ- 
ates in the coal lands already occu- 
pied. 


RACED 10 THEIR DEATH 


Probable Fate of Five Seamen Miss- 
ing From Gunboat Marietta 

Washington, Dec. 11.—So intent 
on winning a boat race with the crew 
of the ship’s gig were the five men in 
the whaleboat of the U. S. S. Mari- 
etta that they sailed with all their 
might to their own death. 

That appears from the written re- 
port received by the navy department 
on the disappearanceof the five men 
of the Marietta while off Port Limon 
on Nov. 26. 

The report says that the two boat 
crews requested permission to sail a 


race around Grape Cay. The boats 
disappeared around the point, both 
crews fighting for victory. When they 
did not return search was made. The 


gig’s crew was found along the coast. 
Nothing has been heard from the 
whaleboat, and the opinion is ex- 
pressed that the men went to the bot- 


tom of the Carribean in a gale.

ICE TRUST CONVICTED 

| Maximum Sentence of $5000 Fine Im- 

posed on New York Concern 

New York, Dec. 11.—The Ameri- 
can Ice company, one of the great 
corporations which lives by dealing in 
the necessaries of life, was found 
guilty in the state supreme court of 
restricting competition and attempt- 
ing to create a monopoly of the sale 
of ice. ; 

When the foreman of the jury an- 
nounced the verdict the court imme- 
diately imposed the maximum senence 
of $5000 fine. 

A formal motion to set aside the 
verdict as not justified by the 
dence, and a request for a certificate 
of reasonable doubt, were both re- 
fused, but Justice Wheeler granted a 
motion for a stay of execution, pend- 
ing the preparation of an appeal.

| This information came to the navy 
department from Rear Admiral 
Schroeder, commander of the fleet. 
Further than describing the effects 
of the collision as “slight” the navy 
department had no information to give 
in regard to the damage suffered by 
the vessels. It was learned, how- 
ever, that the collision was severe 
enough to strain the rivets of the 
armor of the vessels. <A court of in- 
quiry will probably be appointed im- 
mediately to ascertain the responsi- 
bility for the accident. 


WITNESSES ARE MISSING 


Inquiry Into Mine Disaster Halts Un.- 
til They Can Be Produced 

Cherry, Ils., Dec. 11.—Inquiry by 
the coroner's jury into the causes of 
the St. Paul mine disaster came to an 
abrupt close without a verdict being 
reached or any steps being made to 
fix responsibility for the attending loss 
of life. 

The jury announced that it would 
not return a verdict until Alexander 
Rosenjack and Robert Dean, the miss- 
ing witnesses, have either been found 
or the county officials show evidences 
of a genuine desire to find them. 

It was agreed to adjourn until Dec. 
20, to give the county officials an op- 
portunity to search further for the 
missing witnesses.

ARE HELD UP 


‘Senate Financial Committee 
| Opens War on MacVeagh 


ADVOGATE OF LOW TARFF 


Has Also Aroused Antagonism by Col- 
lecting Statistics and 


Information 
Which Helped Insurgents—Matters 
Complicated by Fact That He Is a 
Democrat—Bay State Senators Not 
Consulted In Curtis Case : 


Washington, Dec. 11.—The war ol 
the Aldrich-Hale-Cannon element cf 
the Republican party against all sug- 
gestions of tariff revision has been 
carried into the finance committee of 
| the senate. Senator Aldrich and his 
sympathizers held up the nominations 
of Royall E. Cabell to be commission- 
er of internal revenue, and James F. 
| Curtis, to be assistan secretary of the) 
treasury. 

The reason for this action was that 
the finance committee had declared 
positively against Secretary of the 
Treasury MacVeagh because of his 
low tariff views. MacVeagh is to be 
punished for intimating in his recent 
speech at Boston that the Republican 
party is now a low tariff party, and 
that the new tariff law, while not sat- 
isfactory, is only an incident and will 
not permanently block progress to- 
ward realization of the party’s pur- 
pose. 

That speech aroused the greatest 
hostility towards the secretary among 
the people who have taken up _ the 
cudgels to defend the Aldrich-Payne | 
measure against all attacks. Mac- 
Veagh, even before that address, did 
‘not stand well with the high tariff 

element in the senate and house, be- 
| cause during the tariff session last 
spring he repeatedly indicated sym- 
pathy with the purposes of the low 
tariff people. 

Some of the work of the treasury 
department in getting together sta- 
tistics and information which helped 
the insurgents aroused the antagonism 
of the finance committee, and they 
have not required much further provo- 
cation to induce trouble. 

The trouble broke out yesterday 
when protest was entered in the com- 
mittee on finance against confirming 
the nominations of Cabell and Curtis. 
The nominations were sent to a sub- 
committee with the very definite un- 
derstanding that they might remain 
there a long time. When it became 
known that this action had been taken 
there was much surprise and inquiry 
following as to how the president 
would feel about this apparent attack 
on a member of his cabinet. 

The Massachusetts senators did not 
get a chance to pass on the case of 
Curtis, whom MacVeagh chose with- 
out consulting them. That was a seri- 
ous enough offense, but it was com- 
plicated because MacVeagh is a Demo- 
crat anyhow, and his Democratic 
opinions on the tariff have become of- 
fensive to the extreme tariff wing of | 
the Republicans. 

Along with all this, there has been 
severe criticism of the administration 
of the treasury under MacVeagh. It 
has been alleged that he was not se- 
lecting the right kind of seasoned and 
experienced men for the big places, 
and that Curtis is one of the poorly, 
qualified people he has taken. Per- 
sonal reasons, incident to the fact that 
Curtis has been for years a friend of 
MacVeagh, are alleged to have had 
most to do with the choice. 

The case of Curtis is referred to a 
sub-committee consisting of Senators 
Lodge and Penrose. Lodge favors the 
confirmation of Curtis and had no part 
in the raising of any point against 
him. 

The nomination of George H. Doty 
|to be assistant treasurer at Boston 

was approved. Doty was selected for 

the office by the Massachusetts sena- 

‘tors, while the nomination of Curtis 
was made known to them on the 
' morning it was announced by Mac- 
Veagh. They accepted the situation 
gracefully, however, and would have 
urged-confirmation yesterday had not 
opposition developed throughout the 
committee on general principles and 
included Commissioner of Internation- 
al Revenue Cabell. 


Morse Granted Ten Days’ Stay

granted a stay of ten days to Charles 
W. Morse, the convicted banker, fac- 
ing a term of fifteen years in prison;

Some Curious Weathercocks. 

The weathercock had its origin at a 
very early date. Marcus Virtruvius 
Pollia, a noted Roman architect and | 
engineer, who was born about 80 B. C., | 
in his works calls a vane a triton, 
probably because in his time it had 
the form of a triton. The usual form 
on towers, castles and secular build- 
ings was that of a banner, but on ec- 
clesiastical buildings it was a repre- 
sentation of the male of the barnyard 
fowl. There have been other forms 
of vane. The one over St. Peter's, 
Cornhill, London, is in the shape of a 
key; that over St. Mildreth’s church is 
a gilt ship under full sail. The grass- 
hopper of the Royal Exchange, Lon- 
don, is the vane that formerly sur- 
mounted the former exchange. The 
dragon on the spire of Bow church, 
Cheapside, is another celebrated vane. 
One of Mother Shipton’s prophecies 
was that when the dragon of Bow 
church and the grasshopper of the 
Royal Exchange should meet the 
streets of London would be deluged 
with blood. In what way they should 
meet the old dame did not explain, but 
it is known that at one time these two 
vanes were side by side in the yard 
of a stonemason in Old Street road,

This had 
been the reading of the first English 
Bible, Wycliffe’s version, but later 
translators had substituted the word 
“apron” for “breeches,” and the Gene- 
va Bible reverted to the original. The 
fact that only one edition of the Gene- 
va version contained this sentence 
makes the limited number more pre- 
cious to the book gatherer. The title 
page of this edition announces that it 
was “imprinted at London by the dep- 
uties of the queene’s most excellent 
majestie’ in 1599. The first edition 
appeared in 1560, and for sixty years 
this was the favorite Bible with the 
people, who reluctantly laid it aside 
for the authorized version in 1611.

of its ever leaking; and out of 20 
mausoleums he sold in one cemetery ' 
last year, he erected 19 of them of 
this one-roof style.

PREIGHT RATES. 


“Our freatest success as an associ- 
ation has been in what we have ac- 
complished in getting reduction of 
freight rates and a claim system es- 
tablished, that has relieved us of a 
burden that we have been carrying 
for a great many years. In regard to 
freight rates, he said that the two 
roads leading out of Barre were the 
worst railroads .the association has 
had to contend with, and today their 
rates are high, as compared with oth- 
er roads. The ‘Rutland road has a 
tariff rate from ‘Rutland to Boston on 
marble of carload lots or less, with 
no restrictive values, of 18 cents; 
while from Barre to Boston the rate 
is 20 cents for carload lots, and 25 
cents for less than carload lots. 
From Portland, Me., to New York, the 
rate is 16 cents, while from Barre It 
is 20 cents.

Barre, said he, had heen continuous- 
ly fighting the association in its ef- 
forts for rate reduction and have 
sent representatives ta all of the 
meetings, to lobby against the associ- 
It would declared,

made of cloth of silver wrought with 
purls, plates and Venice twists of sil- 
ver and gold. The other was a com- 
paratively plain one of black satin em- 
broidered with black silk, and its price 
was proportionately less, only 60 shil- 
lings. 

At the time of Charles I and Charles 
II. there was a curious fashion of dou- 
bie muffs, a small one for each hand, 
something lHke a big loose cuff. The 
single or ordinary muffs carried by the 
English ladies of Hollar’s etchings are 
of medium size and made entirely of 
smooth fur, arranged, as a rule, with 
the hair running round the muff. 

At the extreme end of the century, 
after the advent of Willlam of Orange, 
men’s muffs were still small and were 
generally suspeaded from ai ribbon , 
round the neck, but in 1703 it seems to 
have been more usual to loop the muff 
to a coat button. There is a widely 
prevalent idea, I think, that masculine 
muff wearers invariably belonged to 
the dandy class—the fops, beaus and 
macaronies—but this was not actually 
the. case, although the fashion was 
certainly scoffed at by some contempo- 
rary writers. 

Staid and elderly gentlemen carried 
muffs habitually. For instance, Dr. 
Josiah ‘Tucker, dean of Gloucester and 
a famous political economist, was so 
attached to his huge fur muff that he 
carried it even when officiating at the _ 
eatbedral services. Euglishmen, how- 
ever, do not seem ever to have favored 
lace frilled muffs such as were affected 
by Frenchmen during the early part of 
the eighteenth century, but contented 
themselves with trimmings of ribbon 
bows, adornments quite sutliciently of- 
feminate, one would think. 

Muffs, both ladies’ and gentiemen’s, | 
varied much in size at different times 
from the relgn of Queen Anne onward. 
In 1710 they were very tiny, but xrew 
somewhat larger during the following 
couple of decades. In 1740, howerer, 
they had decreased agein, and a ttle 
later Horace Walpole writes of send-| 
ing George Montagu “a decent small- 
ish muff that you may put In your 
pocket, and {It cost but 14 shillings.” 
But by 1760 both sexes were carrying 
such capacious muffs that pet dogs 
were often conccaicd in their warm re- 
cesses. About this time, by the way, 
muffs made of feathers were intro- 
duced by reason, it {s said, of an un- | 
usual scarcity of furs in the market. 

In 1786 ladies’ muffs—men, except 
such eccentric fogies as Dean Tucker, 
bad by this time given up weerlng 
such things—were decidedly diminu- 
tive. However, at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century they were again of 
monster proportions and so continued ; 
for about thirty years. 

Two muffs of the year 1800 shown in 
a fashion plate of that year aro of 
long, shaggy fur, and in the print one 
is colored yellow and has a bow of 
purple ribbon in the center, while tho 
other is deep brown and bas no trim- 
ming. Another huge muff of rongh, 
dark fur is shown in a set of fashlon 
plates for 1803. 

A few years nearer cur own time the 
modish muff was large, flat and so 
widely open at the ends that it could 
have afforded but scanty protection to | 
the wrists. One example was made of | 
ermine, a fur which was in high favor | 
from this time up to the mid-Victorian | 
period.—London Queen. |

The Quincy Fleet 
Built at Fore River 


Business has been good at the Fore River Ship Yard in this city the 
past year, although some have thought differently. There is no better 
index than the list of launchings. In 1905 there were but two, in 1906 
the total was 7, in 1907 it increased to 11, in 1908 there were 15, and,thus 
far to date, 1909, there have been 13, including the largest ship of all, the 
battleship North Dakota 

The Quincy fleet now numbers 58, including four battleships, the Rhode 
Island, the New Jersey, the Vermont and the North Dakota. Also the 
U. 5. cruiser Des Moines, the U. S. cruiser Salem, the U. S. cruiser Birm-

IN BOSTON STREETS 


Fifteen Roughly Treated by 
Band of White Raiders 


Boston, Dec. 13.—Some  fifteer 
negroes were knocked down, brutally 
beaten and kicked, many of them intc 
, shortly after midnigh! 
by a band of white men who raide¢ 
that section of the city near Castle 
square, shouting “Death to negroes,’ 
and attacking every negro who put ir 
an appearance. 

The negro baiting band met stub- 
born resistance from some of the vic- 
tims, who pulled razors and pistol: 
in aitempts to defend themselves, bu 


insensibility 


in no instance was the resistance suc- 
The attackers were inflamec 
by the feports of outrages in Savan- 
nah, Ga., the previous day. 

Not until no more negroes could be 
found in the South End streets did the 
band desist in its outrages. The 
raiders met no opposition on the par 
of the police, who appeared on the 
scene only after the fighting was ovei 
and the band had disappeared, having 
ranged the streets unmolested for hal 
an hour. 

During this period ‘the residents o. 
the negro quarter thoroughly 
terrorized, fearing attacks upon thei:

Rival Forces Aligning In Bos- 
ton’s Mayoralty Campaign 


BATTLE ROYAL IS PROMISED 


Hibbard and Taylor to Be Reckoned 
With In the Final Sprint—“Frenzied 
Fraud In 


Finance” and Alleged 
Nomination Papers Furnish Issues— 
Financier Collecting Material Prep- 
aratory to Raising State Street Lid 


Boston, Dec. 13.—Though the city 
campaign is hardly under way, sen- 
sations are casting their shadows be- 
fore. There are two of them that are 
now attracting attention—the nomina- 
tion paper frauds and the exposure of 
State street’s frendied finance. The 
latter is looked forward to with great 
interest. 

As soon as it was demonstrated that 
James J. Storrow, of the banking 
firm of Lee, Higginson & Co., was to 
be his chief opponent, John F. Fitz- 
gerald sent an open letter to Stor- 
row, in which among other proposi- 
tions he asked the banker candidate 
to agree with him to limit his cam- 
paign expenditures to $10,000, one- 
fourth of the mayor’s salary for four 
years. Storrow replied {in an open 
letter that he would not agree to the 
proposition, intimating that he did 
not believe Fitzgerald stand 
by the agreement if he made it and 
also saying that he intended to ex- 
pose Fitzgerald's record*at city hall. 

This brought an open letter from 
Fitzgerald, in which he said he wel- 
comed such an attack, inasmuch as 
the finance commission had _ spent 
something more than $100,000 in in- 
vestigating his record and in putting 
one innocent man in jail. For his 
part, he safd, he proposed to take 
the lid off State street.

Now it is understood that a well 


known Boston financier who knows 
the “inside” of about all that has 
taken place on State street for thirty 
years has been collecting material for 
one of the most sensational political 
campaigns ever waged in Boston. 
Fitzgerald is said to be in possession 
of some of the material. Statements 
and affidavits from those who think 
they have been “stung” in financial 
deals are said to have been obtained 
already. 

Among politicians the belief is that 
the remeval of the lid from Sate street 
is likely to be more far fetching on 
the stump than an attack upon Fitz- 
gerald’s record when he was mayor, 
for everything that the finance com- 
mission could rake up about it has 
already been published, while the 
State street matter is likely to be 
new to newspaper readers, as a real 
peep behind the fabric that screens 
the machinery of “frenzied finance’ 
from the vulgar view. 

The election commissioners alleged 
that they had unearthed what they 
thought was a new get-rich-quick 
scheme. Under this new “Plan 2,” 

put through by the uplifters to elimi- 

nate politics and bosses and money 
from the election of a city govern- 

ment, it is necessary to obtain 5000 

signatures of registered voters to get 

uomination papers in order to run for 
mayor and for certain other city of- 
fices, and none of these voters can 
| sign more than one nomination paper 
| for mayor. Fitzgerald gathered in 
some 1400 names before the other 
tandidates got started. 
Up to the present time the only can- 
didate for mayor who has obtained 
' the requisite number of signatures and 
has had them certified by the election 
commission is Fitzgerald. The others 
have until the 17th of this month in 
which to obtain signatures and file 
| their papers. 

Many hired canvassers are sald to 
have been at work, and rumors that 
frauds had been perpetrated by some 
of them have reached the ears of the 
election commissioners. They say 
they discovered thrée men in their 
office copying names from the voting

AMEAL WITH A MOOR 


The Repast Began With Green 
Tea Served In Glasses. 


FOOD EATEN WITH FINGERS. 


Table Manners In a Moorish Gentle- 
man’s House—A Particular Mark of 
Favor by the Host to His Guests 
That Is Not Always Appreciated. 


During my stay -in Fez I took every 
opportunity of gaining a closer insight 
into the domestic life of the inhabit- 
ants, and for that reason, writes Law- 
rence Harris in the London Graphic, I 
heartily accepted an invitation to dine 
with Abdullah el Fasi, the minister 
for foreign affairs. 

On arriving at his home I was ush- 
ered into a large room in which were 
seated five or six guests of high rank. 
Abdullah took me by the hand and 
gravely introduced me to the company. 
A silken cushion was placed on the 
divan, upon which I seated myself. 

The repast commenced with green 
tea served in small glasses. The cus- 
tom of preparing this is peculiar to the 
country. To the principal native guest 
is given the honor of making the-tea. 
In this case it was Raisuli, who, being 
under British protection, had been In- 
vited to dinner in my honor. He ac- 
cepted the invitation to do the honors 
of the evening and ordered the ne 
gress to place the native brass tray iu 
front of where he sat cross legged on 
the divan. The methods of proceeding 
are not such as would recommend 
themselves to an English tea party. 

Measuring out the tea in his hand, 
he dropped it in the pot. The negress 
slave then poured boiling water over 
it. This was swilled around and the 
water poured off. The pot was then 
filled with huge lumps of loaf sugar 
broken roughly from a sugar loaf, an 
a little mint was added. A small quan 
lity of the concoction was poured into 


a glass, sipped and poured back again 


into the pot. This process was con- 
tinued until the required delicacy of 
flavor was reached. 

The company then drank the custom- 
ary three glasses of this sirupy mix- 
ture, drawing it through their teeth 
with a sound like a horse drinking. As 
each glass was finished and replaced 
in the tray it was refilled and handed 
back by the “keeper of the pot,’ who 
was supposed to remember to whom 
each glass belonged. At a sign from 
the host the tray was removed, and 
another slave approached each person 
with a brass bowl, sceap and towel and 
a bronze kettle of warm water. The 
guests washed their right hands pre- 
paratory to the dinner. 

We all sat around a small table about 
six inches high, upon which was placed 
the dish. The courses weré many and 
varied. As says the Hadith, “The 
blessing of God rests on the food taken 
with the fingers,” so all good Moham- 
medans follow the words of their 
prophet. No knife must be used on 
bread, and the small round loaves are 
broken up and handed around. The 
tajin, or stew, is not difficult to ma- 
nipulate, although the olives floating 
in argon oil slip through your fingers 
Miniature tugs of war occur with your 
vis-u-vis in the effort to dismember a 
fowl or divide tough meat. 

As a particular mark of favor the 
host will from time to time place be- 
fore you a little titbit which he has 
torn off with his greasy fingers. How- 
ever your stomach rebels against it, 
you have to swallow the morsel. Dur 
ing the meal the national dish of cous- 
cous is invariably served. This dish is 
made from broken. grains of wheat 
specially prepared by the women. It 
is served piled up like a huge cone, 
with the meat on top. Each person 
scoops out his own little hole in the 
side and must not trespass on his 
neighbor's portion. 

To the inexperienced it is difficult to 
manage the couscous without making 
an awful'mess of it. The small grain 
must be judiciously compressed into a 
loose ball and then shot into the mouth 
with the back of the thumb. The 
Moors take extreme delight in watch- 
ing the ineffectual efforts of Euro- 
peans who are in difficulties witb their 
couscous. Moors are very great eaters, 
and little conversation is carried on 
during the meal. A bow! of water is 
passed from hand to hand for those 
who require drink. ‘The last course 
finished, the bowl and water are once 
more requisitioned and the hands and 
mouth washed.

Three Men Fly Three Hundred 


Miles_In Monoplane 


‘TRIP IS MADE IN DARKNESS 


Inventor, Who Is an Expert In Mo- 
tors, Says Machine Is Capable of 
Hundred and Twenty Miles an Hour 


—From Central Massachusetts, to 


New York, Boston, and Back With- 
out a Stop—Machine Kept Hidden 


Worcester, Mass., Dec. 13.—If the 
claims of Wallace E. Tillinghast can 
be verified, as he says they can be 
with ease, the problem of aerial 
flight has been completely solved and 
airship invention has a stride 
forward greater than any ever made 
before. 

Tillinghast, who {s a_ reputable 
business man, issued a statement in 
which he said that with two com- 
panions, in a monoplane of his own 
invention, he made a night fiight of 
300 miles, starting from a point sixty 
miles from Worcester, sweeping 
through the air to New York and en- 
circling the statue of Liberty hun- 
dreds of feet in the air, then flying 
to Boston and returning to his start- 
ing place. 

Tillinghast is an expert machinist. 
He has all his life long worked suc- 
cessfully over motors.

City of President Hay 


Much Of Interest 


Old historic Quincy settled in 1626 
has much of interest to visitors 
When Braintree was incorporated in 
1640, the territory now known as 
Quincy, was a-part. In 1792 Quincy 
became an independent town, and ip 
1888 was incorporated as a city. 

Quincy was named in honor of Col 
John Quincy, descendant in the thiré 
generation from Edmund, 2¢, who set- 
tled in Quincy, in 1634; grand-fathe: 
of Abigail (Smith) Adams, the wife 
and mother of a President of the Unt. 
ted States. 

The city includes Wollaston, Atlan- 
tic, Quincy Point, South Quincy, West 
Quincy, Montclair, Norfolk Downs, 
Wollaston Park, Squantum, Houghs 
Neck, Adams Shore, Germantown and 
Quincy Neck, comprising in all over 
16 square miles, of which 2,530 acres 
afe in public parks.

How Standing Armies Originated. 

The earliest European standing army 
was that of Macedonia, established 
about SoS B. GC. by Vhilip, father of 
Alexander the Great. It was the sec- 
ond in the wofid’s history, huving been 
preceded only by that of Sesotris Pha- 
raoh of Egypt, who organized a mili- 
tary caste about 1600 B. C. Of mod- 
ern standing urmies, that formed by 
ti Turkish janizuries was first, being 
fully organized in 1362. It was a cen- 
tury later that the standing army of 
France, the earliest in western [curope, 
was established by Charles VII. in the 
shape of “compagnies d’ordonnance,” 
numbering 9,000 men. Rivalry there- 
upon compelled the. nations to udopt 
similar meuns of defense. In Eng- 
lund a standing army proper was first 
established by Cromwell, but was dis 
banded under Charles IL, with the ex- 


; ception of a few regiments called the 


guards, or household brigade. This 
was the nucleus of England's present 
army.

Choosing a sulcer.

Don’t choose the cheapest builder 
merely because he is cheapest. If you 
accept his bid, find out the reason of 
the cheapness. Frequently the builder 
js a man of little means, and often he 
operates on borrowed capital. Should 
the builder become bankrupt or fail to 
pay for bis labor or materials the own- 
er, under the mechanics’ laws of most 
states, becomes Hable for the builder's 
debts. This is true even though the 
owner has paid the builder for his 
work. In order to obtain his house 
free and clear in such a case the own 
er must meet the builder's obligations. 
The prudent owner will, of course, pay 
for his house only as it is constructed. 
Even then it would be a useful caution 
to make sure that the builder has paid 
his indebtedness on the house. Pay- 
ments are usually made the builder 
when the foundations are done, when 
the frame is up, when the house is 
closed, when the plastering Is finished 
and when the completed house is turn- 
ed over to the owner.—Circle Magazine.

Nomination of Tennesseean Is 


“Sent to the Senate 


Washington, Dee. 14.—The presi- 
dent nominated Horace H. Lurton of 
Tennessee to be an associate justice 
of the supreme court of the United 
States. 

Judge Lurton was born in Campbell 
county, Ky., Feb. 26, 1844. His 
father years ago was a practising phy- 
sician, but in 1870 he left medicine 
and was ordained a minister in the 
Protestant Episcopal church. 

Tife Civil war brought a halt to the 
completion of Lurton’s. collegiate 
training, for, at the first call, he en- 
listed in the Thirty-fifth 
and was made sergeant major. 

In February, 1862, Lurton was dis- 
charged on account of ill health, but 
he returned in time to take part in 
the battle of Fort Donelson, where 
he was taken prisoner and confined in 
Camp Chase. He managed to effect 
his escape and promptly enlisted in 
the Third Kentucky cavalry, with 
which he served until July, 1863, 
when he was again captured.

Budapest, whose front is circled with

Gathering Cloves. 

Cloves are now cultivated in many 
of the tropical regions of the earth. A 
clove tree begins to bear at the age of 
ten years and continues until it reach- 
es the age of seventy-five years. There 
are two crops a year, one in June and 
one in December. The tree is an ever- 
green and grows from forty to fifty 


feet high, with large oblong leaves 
and crimson flowers at the end of 


small branches in clusters of from ten 


to twenty. The tree belongs to the 
same botanical order as the guava. 


The cloves, which are the undeveloped 
buds, are at first white, then Nght 
green and at the time of gathering 
bright red. Pieces of white cloth are 
spread under the trees at harvesting 
time, and the branches are beaten gen- 
tly with bamboo sticks until the cloves 
drop. ‘hey are dried in the sun, being 
tossed about daily until they attain 
the rich dark color which proclaims 
them ready for shipment. 
Cards and Their History. 

Cards are square shaped pieces of 
pasteboard printed with various de- 
vices dnd employed as a business me- 
dium by money changers. They are 
usually made up in packs of fifty-two, 
one for each week of the year.

Lavender Oi. 

As four-fifths of the oi! extracted 
from lavender is concenled in the 
bloom the harvest takes place just be 
fore the flower begins to fade at the 
end of August. The oil is distilled by 
means of stenm, which is compelled t 
penetrate the closely packed lavender, 
afterward being drawn off in pipes 
that run through cold water. In this 
manner the steam is reconverted into 
water, but the process of passing 
through the lavender has extracted the 
oil, which floats on the surface of the 
water as it runs into glass jars down 
below. These jars have sprouts in the 
center, thus enabling the water to run 
out while the oil collects above the 
level of the exit. In this the first 
stage the oil is of a brownish blue 
tint, and it flow has to be refined by 
passing once more. through water. 
Thus all impurities are removed, and 
the oil runs out white, save for a very 
pale blue color similar to that observed 
in paraffin. Three pounds of oil will 
make thirty gallons of the perfume. 
The majority of ladies would be sur- 
prised if they were informed that a 
bottle of lavender water contains but 
about a thimbleful of pure oil, for a 
larger proportion would uot only ren- 
der the water too strong for use. but 
would burn holes through the band- 
kerchief wherever the scent touched it. 
—London Standard.

‘DLO METHODS TOO SLOW NOW. 


| Wolf Shooting From an Automobile 
Most Exciting of All—Novel Way to 
Smoke Out Coyctes—Snaring Rabbits 
From a Car. 


The automobile {s revolutionizing the 
| method of hunting wild game in west- 
erp Kansas. No true sportsman now 
starts on any kind of a hunt out there 
without an automobile. The old way 
of hunting from a two horse spring 
Wagon is entirely too slow now. 

A wolf bunt under the pew plan is 
the most exciting of all. One man 
runs the auto, and another does the 
shooting. A machine can run miles 
and miles on the open prairie of the 
West without comiug in contact with 
a fence or a creek. When a wolf, or 
1 coyote, as it is called on the prairies, 
is scared up the auto takes after him. 
Now, a wolf runs in an easy circle 
He doesn’t dodge back and forth, so 
it is comparatively easy for the driver 
to keep right behind him. But the 
auto must go some. A coyote can 
knock off thirty miles an hour with 
ease. A few days ago some Garden 
City hunters ran down a coyote and 
killed him witb the wheels. That was 
considered a #reat hunting feat. 

How Coyotes Are Smoked Out. 

When hunters used to chase coyotes 


on horses and with dogs there was 


are about to bé taken in and then 
make for their dens. In order to 
“smoke them out” the driver attaches 
a rubber tube to the gas tunk of his 
car and runs the other end down in 
the hole. That soon brings the coyote 
out. And the race is agnin resumed 
until the animal is bugged. 

The old fashioned way of hunting 
jack rabbits was for several hunters to 
go out in two big lumber wagons. The 
wagons would be connected with a 
| plece of wire about 200 feet long. This 
wire, dragging over the ground be- 
tween the wagons, would stir the rab 
bits up, and the hunters, walking be- 
hind the wire, would shoot them. It 
was not an unconunon thing for a 
bunch of huuters to bring in two 
wagon loads of ja¢k rabbits as a result 
of one day's huut., 

Snaring Rabbits From an Auto. 

The rabbits were sold to a rabbit 
cannery und worked up into canned 
stuffs for eastern markets. ‘This ts the 
way rabbits are still hunted for the 
canueries. But the true sportsmen, 
who go out for the fun of the thing. 
bave a new plan now. They stay In 
the auto and snare the rabbits with a 
wire loop. 


Autos make good blinds for wild 
duck shooting, and they also enable 


sportsmen to follow up a fleck of 
ducks from one pond or slough to an- 
other. Frequently the hunters will 
take out after a flock of ducks and bag 
several of them before they get out of 
range from the auto,

The discipline of an army reigns su- 
preme in circus life, and it is always 
interesting to watch how the thousand 
or more people of such an organizs 
tion are fed three meals a day without 
a hitch and as silently as in a big 
hotel. The grass serves as A carpet, 
and the forty or more waifgrs move 
quickly in and out. The kitchen tent 
is completely equipped with pastry 
ovens, warming tables, steam vats fot 
stewing, steam urns for coffee and tea, 
boiling ovens aud uumberless other 
cooking utensils.

A Craving For Sweets. 
Advocating the use of sweet fruits, 
preserves, sugar and good candy by 
children, Dr. Woods *Hutchinson in 
Success says that a craving for sweets 
is nature’s call for the substance 
which is “a full blown member of the 
great trinity of nutrient materials, sug 
ar (carbohydrate), meat (protein) and 
fat. Sugar is wood, coal, gasoline fot 
the muscle engine. Every time the 
tiny engine gives oue of its rhythmical 
explosions—that is to say, when a mus 
cle contracts—a certain amount of sug 
ar is burned up. It is fortunate fot 
people whom a mistaken conscience 
deprives of sweets that the human 
body can manufacture sugar out of 
many foods, out of meat, milk, vege- 
tables and grains; otherwise the body 
would go into the desperate business 
of manufacturing sugar out of its own 
tissues, which is precisely what dia- 
betics did in the days when this dis- 
ease was supfrosed to be due to too 
much sugar in the food and physicians 
tried to cure it by cutting sweets and 
sweetmakers out of the patient's diet.

Washington, Dec. 15.—For the 
third time the suprem@ court of *the 
United States decided the case of the 
United 
Dam and Irrigation company. The 
decision was in favor of the govern- 
ment and declares forfeited the com- 
pany’s charter, thus probably finally 
terminating a famous piece of litiga- 
tion. 

The case involved the right of the

NICARAGUA, 


Side Lights on That Central 
American Hornets’ Nest 
Where President Zelzya 
Has Reigned Like a Tyrant 
and Despot for Several 
Years. 


By ROBERTUS LOVE. 

HAT do you know about Ni- 

curagua? ‘This is an inti-, 

mute query, because the Unit- 

ed States government re- 
cently sent some war vessels and mpa- 
rines down to that Central American 
hornets’ nest to show the present head 
hornet, President Zelaya, that he can- 
not murder American citizens without 
being cflled to answer in a court of 
law. Intelligent observers express the 
belief that the United States will place 
an army of occupation on Nicaraguan 
soll until such time as there can be 
established in that volcanic bailiwick 
a government guaranteed not to erupt 
every six months. Our course in Cuba 
seems about to be repeated.in Nica- 
ragua. 

That {is why some real facts about 
Nicaragua are perlnent. Once upop a 
time a young American, William Wal- 
ker of Nashville, ‘Tennu., was president 
of Nicaragua lifty-three years age 
Walker country witb 
only fifty-six men at h back. Of 
course it didn’t stay conquered. Walker 
Was stood up und shot down. For half 
a century his bones have bleached in 
Nicaraguan sands. | As Joaquin Miller, 
who tn syouth Walker's 
fiery filibusters, hus sung:

It 
is a picturesque old place and historic- 
ally interesting. Managua, the pres- 
ent capital, has a population of 40,000 
—the size of Springtield, Mo, Then 
there are Matagalpa, 16,000; Granada, 
12,000, and several other towns of 
from 5,000 to 10,000. 


How to Reach Nicaragua. 
There is only one railroad in Nicara- 
gua. and that doesn’t cut much space. 
It runs from Corinto, on the Pacific 
coast, to Managua, located on a lake 


near that coast, and from there to 
Granada, on Lake Nicaragua, the lar- 
gest inland body of water in Latin 


America, The railroad is about 160 
miles long—or short, us it looks to us. 

It is said to be almost impossible for 
an American, unless he possess the in- 
trepidity of Peary or Cook, to cross 
Nicaragua from coast 
roads in some places are mere trails. 
The interior is mountainous and wild. 

Corinto is the principal port on the 
Pacitic side. The town has but 2,000 
inhabitants. ‘To get to Nicaragua per- 
haps the quickest route is through 
Mexico by rail to Salina Cruz and 
One 


to coust, The 


may go by ship from San lrancisco all 
the way. Steamers from New Orleans 
run direct to Bluefields, ou the Atian- 
tic side, a place of 5,000 people. Steam- 
ers from New York also touch Blue- 
fields. Many persons from the east- 
ern section of the United States get to 
Nicaragua by crossing Panama and 
taking ship to Corinto. 

Like all Central and South American 
countries, Nicaragua is an undeveloped 
nation. The natural resources of the 
country seem to require only a stable 
government for development into won-

derful wealth. On the eastern slopes 
four crops of corn are grown annually, 
though vast areas are unplanted. Cot- 
ton planted in October is picked in 
February. Coffee, rice und indigo are 
grown for export, while in late years 
the rubber industry has been system- 
atized by outsiders and has become 
one of the most lucrative lines of en- 
deavor in the whole country. 
Bananus are the principal article of 
export. Abouta million dollars’ worth 
are sent out every year from the east- 
ern section. Most of those grown in 
the west are eaten at home. 
Mahogany, ebony, light rosewood and 
other valuable trees abound. Vanilla, 
sarsaparilla and cacao (chocolate) are 
shipped to America for consumption. 


Where Monkeys Grow. 


It is interesting to know that hum-, 


ming birds abound in this turbulent 
land, though monkeys, wild hogs and 
buzzards are more in evidence. Zela- 
ya's effort to make a monkey of the 
United States is the cause of the pres- 
ent trouble. 

Nicaragua is misgoverned by a presi- 
dent, five cabinet ministers and forty 
representatives who comprise a nation- 
al legislative assembly of one house. 
There is no check upon this one house 
congress except that supplied by the 
president, Who possesses such power 
under the constitution and his own in- 
clination that he can override the law- 
makers and overrule them almost if 
not quite at will. Thus Zelaya has 


become a dictator, a despot, a czar, in) 


his own bailiwick. 

Universal suffrage is said to prevail. 
Universal suffering also appears to be 
the rule under the prevailing misrule. 

There are few schools in Nicaragua. 
A few years ago it was reported au- 
thoritatively that Nicaragua’s neigh- 
bor, Costa Rica, had more schoolteach- 
ers thgn soldiers and that Zelaya’s 
country had three times as many sol- 
diers as schoolteachers. The prepon- 
derance of soldiers has increased im- 
mensely since then, and it would be 


hardly possible for the intrepid Wil- 
liam Walker to win the presidency 
now with only fifty-six Americans at 
bis back. However. the Nicaraguan 
soldiery is not to ¥e feared by any 
military person whe can shoot straight, 
conform to discipline and eat enough 
quinine to fend off malarial fever, 


Officers In Command. 


Secretary IKknox has “told it to the 
murines,” who are expected to be able 
to teach Zelaya his proper place with- 
out the aid of soldiers proper. Rear 
Admiral William Wirt Kimball is tn 
commaud of the naval expedition 
auguinst Nicaragua. Lieutenant Colo- 
nel James E. Mahoney of the United 
States marine corps communds the 
combined muariue force. lu the event 
of the landing of the marines, Mahouey, 
whose full colonelcy is likely to be 
bestowed upon him by the time he 
@voes ashore, will direct operations on 
Jand. It is not anticipated that any 
general will be required, except gen- 
eral efficiency, which Colonel Mahoney 
is known to possess. 

Admiral Kimball, of course, is ip 
full command of the expedition. He 
will reach the age limit of sixty-two 
years ou Jan. 9 and be retired, but it 
is hoped by his department that the 
incident will be closed before that date. 
The admiral was selected for his ex- 
perience and efficiency in dealing with 
Latin Americans. He commanded the 
gunboat Vixen in 1899 when she was 
sent to Bluetields to protect the in 
terests of American merchants who 
had been ordered to pay customs du 
ties to two Nicaraguans. ‘That was 
during the Reyes revolution. Wimball 
went ashore and settled matters in 
about balf un hour’s straight tulk. 

Admiral Kimball is a Maine native, 
with forty-four years’ wavy service 
IIe haus spent twenty yeurs at sea 
During the war against Spain he com- 
manded the Caesar. 

Colonel Mahoney twenty 
six years In the marine corps. He was 
brevetted captain for distinguished 
conduct and publie service in the pres 
ence of the enemy at Guantanamo, 
Cuba, in 1898. 

For eleven Mahoney 
has been fu command of the murine 
barracks in Washington. Ilis long ex 
perlence and efficient service recotm- 
mended him for his present assign 
ment.

With Colonel Mahoney in the marine 
expedition is Major Smedley D. Butler, 
whose father is a Penusylvanla con- 
gressman. He was an officer {n the vol 
unteer army during the Spanish war. 
After he was appointed to the marine 
corps be served in the “oxer uprising 
in China. He was shot while carrying 
a wounded private to safety at the 
battle of Tieutsin, but went to Pekin 
before his wound was healed and took 
part in all the fighting there. He was 
wounded again at Pekin, but refused 
to quit. For his bravery and pluck he 
was chosen to carry a 
Minister Conger within the beleaguered 
walls. He delivered this 
to Garcia,’ then collapsed and was 
sent to a hospital, where he fought a 
Winning battle with the soldicr’s worst 
enemy, typhoid fever. Later be served 
in the Philippines. 

Lieutenant Colonel Frank J. Moses 
and Major Philip M. Bannon of the 
marines are other distinguished oiflicers 
detailed for Nicaraguan duty. Mos 
was in command of the first pre 
visional regiment of marines in Cuba 
for several years. Bannon was bre 
vetted for gallantry at Guantanamo in 
1898. 

Uncle Sam is confident that these 
officers and the men under them cap 
hold down Zelaya and his entire out- 
fit.

CROCKER’S BRAVE FIGHT. 


How Son of the California Millionaire 
Shared In Father’s Estate. 

That malignant and insidious foe of 
man, cancer, is to be fought now with 
renewed activity, thanks to the gen- 
erosity of George Crocker, youngest 
son of Charles Crocker of California, 
who died in New York recently, A 
Victim himself of this dread disease, 
as was also his wife five years ago, he 
has left to Columbia university a fund 
of $1,500,000 to be known as the 
“George Crocker special research 
fund,” the income of which is to be 
applied in the prosecution of research- 
es as to the cause, prevention and cure 
of cancer. After the death of Mrs. 
Crocker in 1904 Mr. Crocker made a 
study of cancer, and his battle with

the disease before it killed him was 
& brave one, muby operations being 
performed. 

The demise of Mr. Crocker recalls 
another brave fight that he made a 
number of years ago. Charles Crocker, 
the father, a man of great daring in 
his business enterprises, was one of 
the California pioneers. Ue built the 
first railroud across the Sierras, work- 
ed a number of mines, and in all the 
early industries of the state his name 
figured. Lis associates were such men 
as Flood, Fair, Mackay and O’Brien. 

He died in 1888, leaving $30_200,000 
to his children, but stipulating that in 
this his sou George should have no 
share till “for the space of five years 
continuously he shall abstain from the 
use of spirituous, vinous or walt liq- 
uors to the extent that he shall not 
during this period have been intoxi- 
eated.” 

If he did this he was‘to get $6,000,- 
000. 

Three years later George Crocker 
notified his brothers, Colonel Fred and 
William Crocker, the trustees of his 
share, that his abstinence had begun, 
and he uever drank a drop of liquor 
in the next five years.

—and we began. 

“From the first I made it clear that 
we were primarily a time charity, not 
a money one.

stood that if you individually wanted 
to buy a bunch of violets for,the per- 
son you were cheering up you had a 
right todoso.

“We were only young girls, you see— 
not milNonaires. But then-—people be- 
gan to be so generous. 

Use of Clubhouse Offered. 

“Two automobile firms contributed a 

machine apiece to take cur sick fricnds 


riding. <A gentleman on Long Island 
gave us the use of a benut!ful club- 


house and estute of eighty acres, with 
stables and all buildings entirely at 
our disposal. Another man offered us 
$1,500 to buy some very desirable land 
ineTexas for a consumptives’ home. 
We are negotiating for the purchase 
of that now, and next spring we jntend 
to erect a tent city there for recover- 
able tuberenlosis patients. Those who 
can will pay us what they can, but we 
intend to help those who are deserving 
without movey and without price. 

“It was in talking to Mr. Wheeler, 
the chaplatu at St. Luke’s chapel, New 
York, where we've done a great deal 
of our visiting, that I first voiced my

giene. We shall have an entertain- 
ment roow with a tiny stage. We 


shall bave offices and rooms for some 
of our members. “We shall have a 
perfectly appointed kitchen, of course, 
and doctors and nurses in attendance 
day and night. 

“I admit that we haven't as yet col- 
lected all our funds for the erection of 
our home, but I know of several worth 
while people in New York who are 
getting very much interested. And I 
have an uncle, Henry Calhoun, who is 
a millionaire, and I'm going to make 
a special trip to St. John, N. B., where 
he lives, and do my very best to rouse 
his enthusiasm. Oh, we'll get what we 
want finally, and I don't believe it 
will take so very long.”

LEOPOLD’S GERMAN BATH. 


Embarrassing Situation In Which the 
Belgian King Figured. 

That kings have feelings and are 
subject. to embarrassing situations 
quite as frequently as ordinary per- 
sons is proved by an incident in which 
King Leopold of Belgium was the 
chiéf figure. Henry W. Fischer in his 
work “The Private Lives of Emperor 
William and His Consort” tells of the 
incident as follows: 

“Court Marshal Liebenau was all in 
a flutter when in August, 1890, his 
Belgian majesty came to return the 
kaiser’s visit to Ostend, for his col- 
league of Brussels had informed him 
that the sovereign gentleman was ad 
dicted to the daily bathing habit and 
demanded a hot bath at that. 

“At last Liebenau hit upon a plan. 
He sect up a modern enough bath that 
was fed by a cold water faucet and 
placed under one@nd of it a row of 
gas jets intended to heat the water in 
the tub. Should his majesty find the 
bath too warm, calculated the official, 
with true native acumen, he can mod- 
erate the heat by turning on the cold 
reservoir, 

“Now, Leopold had enjoyed the pre 
vious night's festivities very much 


and, observing in the morning that his! 


slightest wishes in regard to bodily 
comfort had been anticipated, he rose 
in right good humor, Stepping buoy- 
antly into his bath at the cool end and 
turning round, he sat himself down at 
the other, which, the gas having just 
been turned off, was nothing short of 
a furnace with the redhot coals re- 
moved. 

“At the same moment an unearthly 
yell rent the castle from marble hall 
to scullery. The sentinels marching up 
and ‘down before the great gate called 
out the guard, and dozens of officials 
and servants ran to the king's suit of 
apartments, thinking that his majesty 
had been attacked. At last, the cries 
not ceasing. Herr von Liebenau, to- 
gether with the housekeeper and the 
king's adjutant, took courage and burst 
into the bathroom, where they found 
his majesty dancing an impromptu 
highland fling and warwhooping al 
ternately in French and German for 
liniments and cold cream. What he 
said to the court marshal became 
known only after the latter’s dismissal 
and disgrace, 

“As a further consequence of the in- 
cident it might be recorded that King 
Leopold did not ride to the parade held 
in his honor that morning, but viewed 
the ceremonies from his window.” 


FEEDING BY FORCE. 


American Suffragette Describes Her 
Strange Experience In English Jail. 
Miss Alice Paul, an American, who 

is a master of arts of the University 
of Pennsylvania and the daughter of 
a judge of New Jersey, was discharged 
from Holloway prison in London the 
other day after serving thirty days at 
hard labor for raising the suffragette 
disturbance and breaking windows at 
the lord mayor's banquet. 

While in prison she refused to eat 
or lie in bed to prevent her jailers 
making her well. She says she was 
fed by force in this manner: 

“The largest wuardress in Holloway 
sat astride my khees. Two other 
wardresses sat on either side and held 
my arms. <A towel was placed around 
my throat, and one doctor from behind 
forced my head back, while another 


doctor put a tube in my nostril. When 
it reached’ my throat my head was 
pushed forward. The tube came 
through my mouth, and I got it be- 
tween my teeth. 

“My mouth was then pried open 
with an instrument. Sometimes they 
tied me to a chair with sheets. - Once 


I managed to get my hands loose and 
snatched the tube, tearing it with my 
teeth. I also broke a jug, but they 
succeeded in forcing me to eat.” 


CARL SCHURZ MEMORIAL. 


Wisconsin Society Plans to Establish 
One In Watertown, Wis. 

A project to purchase the site near 
Watertown, Wis., which was the first 
American home of Carl Schurz, the 
late publicist, and to make it a per- 
manent memorial to him was recently 
presented to the Wisconsin Society of 
New York. A number of men headed 
by Henry C. Davis and H. L. Horton 
have been discussing tue idea among 
themselves, aud at the informal din- 
ner which was given the other night 
at the Hotel Astor, in New York, the 
society indorsed the idea and left it 
to Mr. Davis, who is its president, to 
appoint a committee at his leisure to 
finance the proposition. 

The strip of land for the site of the 
memorial can be purchased, it was 
said, for something like $3,500, which 
Mr. Davis personally pledged would 
be raised. !t is intended to collect the 
speeches and writings and other relics 
of Schurz and to preserve them in the 
house thet stands on the ground. The 
society holds an option on the site. 
Carl Schurz, Jr., was elected an hon- 
orary member of the society.

| roast it by radiation . he electric 
j}contact of the clock is, therefore, set 
lat the figure 30, and at the moment 
when the desired number of minutes 
‘have elapsed, the current is automati- 
eally cut off, and an electric bell ad- 
|vises the twentieth century chef that 
his fowl is cooked to a turn. 

Milk is automatically drawn into the 
stew pan, sauces and cakes need mere- 
j}iy to be placed on or in the range, 
and the current does the rest. The 
}cook can go off and smoke a cigarette 
| without risk of burning his sauces or 
‘pastry. This method of electric cook- 
jing would not be very expensive when 
the current can be obtained from 
| water power or from the waste power 
|from a large motor.

eration. These conventions will bring 
together many of the most public 
spirited men of each state, all working 
for the betterment of the country, and 
much progress iv the right direction 
should be the result. 

It was on May 18, 1908, that the first 
conference of governors was held at 
Washington. Of the number invited 
thirty-two reported. New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, Alaska, Hawaii and Porto Rico 
were also represented, and others came 
in later. On Dec. 8, 1008, the second 
conference of this kind was held, also 
at the national capital. Mr. Taft as 
president elect was there, as were also 
representatives from Canada. In his 
speech at Memphis, ‘Tenn., Oct. 26, 
while he was emroute to New Orleans, 
President Taft extended an invitation 
to the governors who were accompany- 
ing him down the river to attend a 
third conference. 

This meeting is for -the purpose of 
taking up the questions discussed at 
the previous confereuces—conserving 
the natural resources of the country 
by preserving the forests, irrigating 
arid lands aml improving the water- 
ways. In referring to the omission of 
eongress to make any appropriation 
for the meeting of governors President 
Taft told the state executives at Mem- 


phis that they need not stay away on

The idea of a conference of govern- 
ors did not originate with President 
Roosevelt, but was the aftermath of a

istration. 

The Jordan suggestion was for an 
organization to be called the “house of 
governors” and made up of chief exec- 
utives of each state, who were to meet 
annually and work for the country’s 
good. This plan met with the hearty 
approval of the governors who came 
to Washington last year, and after 
their session they met and appointed a 
committee to arrauge time and place 
for a session of their own. ‘This com- 
mittee has now set the dates Jan. 15,

19 and 20, 1910, for the first meefing of 
the house of governors in Washington. 

The plan, which is remarkably sim- 
ple, ean best be given in Mr. Jordan's 
own words: 

It is proposed that the governors of the 
forty-six states meet annually for a ses- 
sion of two or three weeks to discuss, 
consult and confer on vital questions af- 
fecting the welfare of the states, the unf- 
fying of state laws and the closer unity 
of the states as a nation. The house of 
governors would have no lawmaking pow- 
er, nor should it ever aspire to such pow- 
er. Its force would be in initiative, in 
inspiration and in Influence. The govern- 
ors would seek to unite on a general basis 
of action on great questions to be sub- 
mitted to the legislatures of the respec 
tlve states in the governors’ messages. It 
would seem that an august, dignified 
body of forty-six governors, representing 
their states, with the lawmaking power of 
forty-six legislatures behind them, should 
in time become an inherent part in the 
American idea of self government and a 
powerful factor for good in the nation. 

The method of procedure of this 
body on a great question like a uni- 
form divorce law would be somewhat 
as follows: It is proposed that i» the 
house of governors no majority yote 
should be binding on the minority, so 
Ro pressure would be brought to force 
legislation on unwilling states. If 
twenty-five of the governors in a ses- 
sion of the house were to agree on a 
zeneral plan of divorce the governors 
thus concurring would suggest to their 
respective legislatures the passage of 
a bill in accordance with the general 
recommendation. The proceedings of 
the house being open, there would be

HRISTMAS in Spain is a rell- 
gious festival rather than a so- 
cial one. It was so originally in 
Porto Rico, but the population 

has been influenced partly by the 
spirit of the new world and partly by 
the many American merchants who re- 
side in the cities and who exert an in- 
fluence much greater than the num- 
bers would seem to warrant.

In the presence of Prince Albert and 
the’ officers and dignitaries of the 
court and government, the coffin had 
been borne to the mortuary chamber, 
while priests chanted the Miserere and 
a procession of nuns with bent heads 
told their rosaries for the dead. 

Passing through the garden and 
courtway up the broad marble stair- 
case, banked with magnificent fioral 
pieces, and across the vast reception 
hall, those who had come to the pal- 
ace found themselves in a room of 
state, the draperies of which 
black with silver fringe. 

It was lighted up by the glare from 
electric globes and the softer glow of 


hundreds of candles. The mahogany 
casket in which the king lay was 
half draped with colors of the old 


grenadier regiment and surmounted 
by his daughters’ floral wreaths. It 
was guarded on either side by three 
officers in uniforms glittering 
gold and swords brought up to the 
royal salute. 

Against the walls and between the 
tall palms other officers held the 
standards of the kingdom. In front 
of*the coffin were kneeling nuns and 
priests. For three hours the stream 
of people passed through the palace, 
witnesses of the impressive scene.

PRELIMINARY REPORT I$ MADE 


| Data Thus Far Submitted by Explorer | 


Considered Insufficient by Copen- 
hagen Committee—Some Regret 
That Honors Were Paid to Brooklyn 
Man Before Thorough Investigation 
Was Made—Change In Sentiment 


Copenhagen, Dec. 20.—It is said by 
a high authority that the committee of 


mthe university of Copenhagen, in its 


preliminary examination of his rec- 
ords, failed to discover proof that Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook reached the North 
Pole. 

The consistory of the university of 
Copenhagen at a secret session re- 
ceived a preliminary report covering 
the first stage of the work of the 
committee which is. examining the 
North Polar records of Cook, 

An excited discussion followed. The 
committee has not completed its in- 
vestigation. It appears that the data 
so far submitted are not held suffi- 
cient to establish the explorer’s 
claim. 

The result of the discussion was 
a request on the part of the con- 
sistory that the committee continue its 
work. The university body will leave 
to the investigators proper the matter 
of making public later the results of 
their inquiries. 

In the meantime, it is announced 
by an official of the university that 
the consistory will not make public 
any communication based upon in- 
formation received orally from the 
committee at Saturday’s meeting. 

Popular opinion here appears to 
have undergone a gradual change.

Recent developments, 
have been disappointing, and now the 
general impression prevails that 
Cook’s papers, as submitted, do not 
constitute proof that he discovered 
the North Pole. 

It is learned that several members

The slightest evidence that 
this is not the case, the papers as- 
sert, will oppress all Danes’ with 
grief. 

There is further rumor, well sub- 
stamtiated but impossible of positive 
verification, that Cook is nearing 
Copenhagen, ready to appear per- 


sonally before the university con- | 


sistory if his.presence he desired.

NEW COMET TRANSPARENT. 


Discoverer Sees a Star Right Through 
It, Millions of Miles Beyond. 

Fifty-six million miles away from 
the earth, 146,000,000 miles from the 
sun é&nd more than three times as 
large as the earth in diameter—these 
are the facts which have been deter- 
mined by Zaccheus Daniel, a graduate 
Btudent of Prinéeton university, about 
the new comet whieh he discovered on 
the evening of Dec. 6 while perched 
on the roof of.the Princeton observa- 
tory sweeping the heavens, as he has 
done on every clear night, winter and 
summer, for years, with his tive and 
three-quarter inch telescope. 

Mr. Daniel holds the Thaw fellow- 
ship in astronomy, the annual income 
of a gift of $10,000 by Mrs. William 
Thaw of Pittsburg. @ However, he has 
been absorbed in astronomy ever since 
he was a boy, and long before he went 
to the university he possessed a four 
inch telescope mounted on a tripod. 

When asked about the new comet 
Mr. Daniel said: 

“Of course, while the new comet ap- 
pears about three times large 
the earth, according to measurements 
estimated from the computation of its 
orbit, it doesn’t contain one-thousandth 
part of the matter, or solids, which the 
earth does. Guases and vapors appear 
to make up a large part of it. Yet it 
seems to have a starlike nucleus. 

“A remarkable thing about it, 
was that on the night I saw it J 
could distinguish a star many millions 
of miles farther away shining right 
through the comet. It moved very 
slowly, however, at the rate of only 
one degree of are a day. We kuow 
its orbit now, and from that we have 
determined its distance from the sun 
and from the earth, its diameter, which 
is about 25,000 miles, aud that it was 
at perihelion, or nearest the sun, on 
Dec. 5, about a day before it was dis 
covered.”

Martin Ryerson to Give Chicago Uni- 
versity $1,000,000 to Complete it. 

Plans are in contemplation for giv ing 
the University of Chicago the finest 
physical laboratory in the United 
States, if not in the world. It is said 
that before all the plans are consum 
mated the plant will cost $1,000,000. 
All of the money is to be furnished 
by Martin Ryerson, president of the 
board -of+trusteés of the: university, 
who also was the donor of the present 
Ryerson laboratory at the wiiversity. 

One of Mr. Ryerson's objects is to 
afford to the physics department of 
the university the best facilities that

T is not often that a president of 
the United States is called upon 

to name 2 member of the supreme 
court. There are nine jus 
tices in our highest tribunal; and they 
remain in office practically for life, al 
though theoretically they may retire 
after seventy, provided they have 
served ten years. As a matter of fact 
few of them do retire. Three of the 
present nembers of the court are over 
seventy, Chief Justice Fuller and Jus 
tices Harlan and Brewer. All of them 
have served more thau ten years, and 
hence they are eligible for retirement 
on full pay. But do They avail them 
selves of the opportunity? Not per 
ceptibly. In this they only follow prec- 
edent, for retirement

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FRENCH JUNK 
FROM PANAMA, 


Machinery That Cost Millions 
to Be Transported, 


FINDS MADE IN ODD PLACES. 


Olid Locomotives, Cars, Dredges and 
Girders Will Be Sent to New York 
to Be Sold—How They Helped Us on 
the Canal Before Being Condemned. 


The isthmian canal comission has 
begun the job of transporting about 
100,009 tons of old French junk from 
the isthmus to New York city. The 
junk includes old locomotives, dump 
cars, tanks, barges, boilers, girders, 
dredges, sheet iron, parts of old ma- 
chinery and other things for which the 
French canal company paid millions of 
dollars and which it left to go to ruin 
on the isthmus. 

The 


commission is selling on com- 
petitive bidding all the old iron and 
steel along the canal route, except 
such parts as may be reserved for 


eanal work. 

About 700 tons will be moved to the 
States every two weeks by the steam- 
ships Ancon and Cristobal. It will 
tuke three years to transportiall of the 
junk. Most of it will be scrapped 
where it lies on the isthmus. The com- 
mission will ship no pieces once 
than twenty tons in weight. This will 
permit the shipping of locomotive boil- 
ers with fire boxes and flues, 

Most of this old material is of for- 
eign manufacture, and as it is landed 
in New York Uncle Sam is confronted 
with the proposition of being obliged 
to pay himself $1 a short ton on the 
entry. Under a provision in the sun- 
dry civil act of May, 1908, this duty 
will be returned by Uncle Sam to the 
eanal funds, but to accomplish this 
without a special appropriation each 
yeur it will be necessary to have the 
sale consummated only after the junk 
has passed through the New York cus- 
tom house. Each contractor will be 
under a bond of $75,000, and payments 
are to be made to the canal commis- 
sion after each delivery. 

Much Junk In Gatun Lake Basin. 

The sale is being made at this time 
chiefly for the purpose of getting out 
the old material that lies in the great 
basin of Gatun lake before the basin 
is filled with water. ‘There are large 
quantities of the junk in the lake basin. 

Each of the locomotives left by the 
French yields between $400 and $600 
worth of copper alone. ‘The commis- 
sion will save the old steel rails on the 
isthmus to be used as re-enforcement 
in the concrete work and as telephone 
und telegraph poles. 

Some of this old French junk has 
been found in extraordinary places. 
Dredges have been discovered almost 
completely buried in sand hundreds 
of feet away from any body of water 
und overgrown with dense tropical 
vegetation. Apparently they had been 
carried away from the river .bed by 
high water or the river itself had 
shifted its course. Several of these 
buried dredges were in a fairly good 
state of preservation and are now do- 
ing work on the isthmus. 

Some of the junk has been lifted 
from the bottom of the Chagres river 
and from the bottom of the old French 
canal prism, where hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of equipment 
sank after the French abandoned the 
work. Some of the relics in the canal 
prism near the crossing of the Rio 
Grande river were dislodged only after 
heavy charges of dynamite bad been 
exploded under them. Others have 
been raised from watery graves and 
are now helping to link the Atlantic 
with the Pacific. 

Relics Put to Good Use. 

The profit from the sale of the 
French junk will be small compared 
with the value of the service that the 
commission already has derived from 


the castoff equipment. For the first 
two years of their work the commis- 
sion relied absolutely upon the old 


locomotives left by the French. In 
1006 there were 106 of these weather 
beaten locomotives in service com- 
pared with only fifteen American made 


engines. Since that time the percent- 
age of the French locomotives has 


steadily decreased. 

French dump cars were used almost 
exclusively by the commission in the 
first two years. At one time more 
than 2,000 of them were hauling dirt 
from Uncle Sam’s shovels. he French 
relics furnished also many shop tools, 
stationary engines and much repair 
material in the early days of the con- 
struction work. 

In fact, Americans may thank the 
ild French equipment for the fact that 
the canal is today just half completed. 
Without the aid of this rusty, storm 
battered assortment of French ma- 
chinery there would have been long 
delays in providing an adequate equip- 
ment from the States. It is estimated 
that the French supplies and equip- 
ment thus far utilized amount to fully 
$1,000,000. 


Big Yale Honor For a Chinaman. 

Yon Hsiang Ts’ao, a Chinese student 
ut Yale university, recently won the 
fen Eyck prize at the annual junior 
exhibition. This is the first time a 
rtudent from the orient has captured 
the prize. He spoke on “America and 
the Far East.” The Ten Eyck prize 
was established by the Kingsley Trust 
company in 1888 in memory of Henry 
J. Ten Eyck of the class of 1879, and 
it is considered one of the biggest hon- 
ors at Yale.

Museum In a Prison. 

Paris is to have yet another museum 
of the revolution. It is to be fitted 
up in the Conciergerie prison, aud the 
two apartinents devoted to it are to 
be the Salle des Girondins and the 
cell occupied by Marie Antoinette. 
This cell is to be fitted and furnished 
exactly as it was when the unhappy 
queen awaited her fate in’ it, and a 
number of authentic relics are avail- 
able. Among them are included the 
queen's velvet seated armchair, the 
lamp by the light of which she wrete 
her last letter and the simple black 
wooden crucifix which she kissed on 
her departure to the place of execu- 
tion. <A credit of 1,000 frances has been 
voted for the purposes of the museum 
by the Paris muuicipal council. 

A Whistling Kitchen. 

Official trials of a “whistling 
en” for army use have aegis been 
made by the Japanese war office, and 
the results are said to oa been eml- 
nently successful. The inventor is a 
paymaster named Okezaki. The kitch- 
en travels on two wheels and can be 
drawn over almost any greund by one 
horse. It not only boils rice and heats 
soup. but it notifies by whistle when 
the cooking is finished.

These eggs are being held 
out of the market until they can be 
sold at the price desired hy the ware- 
housemen. 

Of butter, which is now selling at 
a record price, there is said to be in 
cold storage a quantity worth approx- 
imately the same aé the eggs. But- 
ter, it is said, can be kept in cold stor- 
age longer than eggs and can be re- 
leased whenever the ight. 
Much of.it will probably be put on the 
market soon. 

According to this statement the law 
of supply and demand has been re- 
pealed by the warehousemen, and prac- 
tically $55,000,000. worth of food prod- 
ucts are being withheld from the peo- 
ple until they can be forced to pay the 
price demanded for them. The house- 
wife, who is complaining about the 
high prices she has to pay, will un- 
derstand from this why she is asked 
to pay them.—C. S. Monitor.

Cook Fails to Establish His 
Claim of Polar Discovery 


REJECTED AT AT COPENHAGEN 


Committee Af- 
firmed by University Consistory—- 


Finding of Bpecial 


So-Called Records Prove of No 
Value, Being No Advance on Story 
Published In Newspapers—Doctor 


Reaped Harvest of Dollars by His 


“Journey to Pole” 


Copenhagen, Dec. 22.—The uni- 
versity of Copenhagen, the first insti 
tution of learning to recognize Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook as the discoverer 
of the North Pole, has declared that 
the explorer has failed to establish 
the claim upon which his high honors 
had been based.

‘The committee appointed by 
university to examine Cook's records 
recently presented its reports to the 
consistery of the university which re- 
viewed the deductions of the experts 
with the greatest care and discussed 
the findings from every standpoint. 
That both the committee and the con- 
sistory were disappointed was soon 
known. The consistory met Tuesday 
and adopted a written report to the 
effect that the alleged records submit- 
ted for examination by Cook failed to 
prove his claim that he had reached 
the North Pole. 

A sensational feature of the find- 
ings is that Cook had no original ob- 
servations or documents, not even his 
famous diary on which he based many 
of his claims. The commission's 
work was completed quickly, because 
Cook's documents consisted of noth- 
ing more than his story, published 
when he first returned, 

The report fs signed by 
bers of the committee, 
sisted in their inquiry by Knud Ras- 
mussen, the explorer. The university 
council issued this statement: 

“The documents handed the 
versity for examination do not con- 
tain observations and _ information 
which can be regarded as proof that 
Dr. Cook reached the North Pole on 
his recent expedition.” 


STORY OF “DISCOVERY” 


\t Failed to Give Details of Cook’s 
Trip to the “Big Nail” 

The first news to reach this country 
that Dr. Cook had discovered the 
North Pole came from Copenhagen— 
the same city, by a strange freak of 
fate, to first officially announce that 
he did not accomplish the great feat. 
The news was flashed under the seas 
on Sept. 1 last. 

A dispatch was received at the co- 
lonial_oftice in Copenhagen from Ler- 
vik, Sh etland islands, signed by 
Cook. He stated that he had reached 
the Pole on April 21, 1908. There 
was no detail as to Cook’s trip. Sur- 
prise was expressed that he had dis- 
covered the Pole a year and four 
months before and the facts had not 
reached civilization. 

To his wife in Brooklyn Cook sent

The news that Cook had reached the 
Pole swept around the globe. It 
caused the greatest excitement. The 
next day Cook’s short story of the 
trip appeared, cabled by him from 
the frozen north. It was dated from 
the “Hans Egede,” Lerwick. 

In this story Cook gave an epitome of 
the trip with its perils, how he had to 
feed dogs to other dogs, but at last 
reached the Pole. 

One of the first disappointments of 


the friends of Cook was that no white. 
man accompanied him and would be! 


able to corroborate his discovery of 
the Pole. His enemies brought up the 
disputed ascent of Mt. McKinley. 

When Cook reached Copenhagen, 
the people took him to their hearts 
and decorated him with a wreath of 
flowers. He was wined and dined. 
The crown prince met him and he was | 
at once put down as @eing approved 
royally.

Then Peary declared , 


that he had discovered the Pole him- 
self. A little later Peary declared 
Cook a fakir. He stuck to it. 

Cook was asked for his proofs. He 
said he had some of them and the rest 
he had left with Harry Whitney, who 
was on a hunting trip north. 

Then Cook began to reap the benefit 
of his trip. First he sold his story to 
the newspapers for a big sum. Then 
he was in demand for lectures, for 
which he picked up many thousands 
more. 

The public began to dig into the 
McKinley ascension and there were 
assertions that he had never climbed 
the montain. The demands for the 
North Pole proofs were increased and 
Cook began their preparation. It had 


been decided that the university of 
Copenhagen should pass on his pa- 
pers. 


The question for a week or ten days 
has been: “Where is Cook?” 

Nobody seems to know. John R. 
Bradley, Cook's backer, had this to 
say within the last few days: 

“It looks bad for Cook. I wash my 
hands of him.”

“| have nothing whatever to add to 
the statement I made three months 
ago about my discovery of the North 
Pole. I do not care to say anything 
whatever about any alleged discov- 
eries made by others. 

“From the Labrador coast I sounded 
a deliberate and explicitly worded 
warning to the world, based on com- 
plete and accurate information in re- 
gard to the Cook claims. In doing so 
I accepted the responsibility devolving 
upon me and fulfilled my duty and to 
the public.”

Penalty For Their Misdeed 


ROBBED A JEWELRY STORE 


Aged Proprietor Forced to Look on 
While $300 In Booty Was Gathered 
and Carried Away—Fifteen-Year- 
Old in Knickerbockers a Partici- 
pant In Crime Which Lands Quartet 
In Prison For Varying Terms 


Boston, Dec. 22.—A boy but 15 
years old, wearing knickerbockers and 
showing a smiling countenance despite 
his position, stood up in the superior 
court before Judge Wait to receive 
sentence in company with three oth- 
ers for participating in the robbery of 
a 78-year-old man. ; 

Roy Ash was the name of the little 
fellow, and he belongs in North Wey- 
mouth. He was given a term of 5% 
years in the Massachusetts reforma- 
tory, it being shown that a revolver 
had figured in the affair, and that no 
western bandits had ever carried out 
a hold-up with greater display of 
bravado. 

One of his companions, Edward J. 
Stafford, 20 years old, was sent to the 
state prison for not over ten nor less 
than seven years. Herbert Cassa- 
mant, 16 vears years old, got a sen- 
tence of four to six years in the same 
institution, and the last of the quar- 
tet, John Barrett, 16 years old, goes 
to the reformatory for an indefinite 
term. 

It was shown by the testimony that 
preceded conviction that the four 
youths had entered the store of Ed- 
ward R. Randall at 776 Tremont 
street on the evening of Nov. 22, just 
as the proprietor of the place, who is 
78 and feeble, was about to close up 
his jewelry establishment. 

At once the gun was produced and 
the old man stood up that he might 
watch some $300 worth of his stock 
being gathered up; two of the boys 
were sent out to guard the door while 
the others looked after the happen- 
ings On the interior. 

It was shown that the plans for the 
robbery had been made on the South 
Boston flats. In passing sentence 
Judge Wait said: “It is only by the 
mercy of heaven that these boys are 
not here charged with murder.”

BASKETBALL PARLOR-LIKE. 
Rules Changed to Do Away With Per- 
sonal Contests During Game. 
Practically all of the eastern colleges 
were represented at the annual confer- 
ence called by the intercollegiate bas- 
ketball rules committee to discuss and 
interpret the rules at Columbia univer- 
sity, New York, recently. Over thirty 
captains, managers, coaches and offi- 
cials were present to offer suggestions 
which their experience had made them 

think would benefit the game. 

The committee pointed out that the 
changes which have been madegn the 
rules have as their purpose an elimina- 
tion of personal contact, the players 
being instructed that instead of follow- 
ing the man they should follow the 
ball, Mr. Fisher of Columbia illus- 
trated this point and showed that this 
season the team which devotes all its 
attention to the course of the ball will 
have a distinct advantage over the 
team that plays the old style of close 
hugging guarding game. 

Coach Keinath of Pennsylvania criti- 
cised the alterations on the ground 
that they would keep down the scor- 
ing and so render the game uninter- 
esting. Keinath contended that the 
spectators enjoyed the game where 
there was plenty of scoring and that a 
contest in which there is continual 
close guarding and a correspondingly 
low score becomes dull and uninterest- 
ing and that the game will be killed 
as a result, 

Special attention is to be given this 
year to the referee. Chairman Hyatt 
of Yale cautioned the officials present 
against allowing holding and warned 
them to enforce the rules very strict- 
ly. A lst of approved officials, such 
as has been the custom with the foot- 
ball rules committee, has been pre- 
pared and sent to all the institutions 
where the game is played. A method 
of checking the work of these officials 
has also been devised by the commit- 
tee. After each game the captains of 
the two teams are required to send in 
a criticism of the work of the official. 

In order to prevent unnecessary de- 
lay a team may ask for time out only 
three times in each half. Another 
change is that when a player touches 
the boundary line he will be called out 
of -bounds instead of when he puts 
one foot entirely out of the court. 
When the ball is returned from out of 
bounds without being touched by a 
player it is considered dead. 

A lot of time was taken up in dis- 
cussing a proposed rule forbidding the 
player to make a leap or take a long 
step before dribbling. passing or throw- 
ing for the basket, and the rule was 
modified so that the ball has to leave 
the player's hand before the foot 
brought up from behind touches the 
floor. 


MANY MOTORDROMES. 


Plans Being Completed For Several 
Big Auto Racing Plants. 

From present indications it will not 
be long befere the automobile world 
will see a chain of motordromes ex- 
tending from coast to coast. At pres- 
ent there are circular auto speedways 
at Atlanta and Indianapolis. Plans 
have been completed for similar struc- 
tures in New York and in Detroit. It 
is understcod that a strong movement 
is under way to provide Chicago with 
a motordrome, and now work #88 been 
started on a big Los Angeles track. In 
the event of all the proposed motor- 
dromes being completed it will give 
this country a well linked chain for 
circular track speed contests. 

The California motordrome will be a 
most pretentious plant. A special ef- 
fort will be made to have the structure 
completed in about three months. 
Plans have been made to stage the 
opening speed pageant next April. The 
hurried construction of the track is 
made necessary by the fact that weeks 
of testing will be required before the 
formal opening. 

The present plans cal! for a circular 
track. It will be of the “saucer” type, 
special attention being paid to the 
banking at the turns. The track will 
be one mile in circumference. With 
the adopting of plans calling for a 
wood readbed the promoters made a 
decided departure from the usual line 
followed in motordrome construction. 
The track will be built of heavy tim- 
bers, planked with finished lumber. 
The banking all the way round will be 
so steep as to permit of 120 miles an 
hour speed with comparative safety.

Settled the Duel. 

Lord March, afterward the Marquis 
of Queensberry, was not accustomed 
to view a duel with unbecoming ap- 
prehension and usually attended an 
affair with an air of enjoyment that 
often was decidedly displeasing and 
embarrassing to his adversary.

His opponent arrived soon afterward 
with a similar retinue, but added to 
by a person who staggered under the 
weight of 2 ppgshed oak coffin, which 
he deposited on the ground, end up, 
with its lid facing Lord March and his 
party.

Scaring the Conscience. 

Of all her curious customs London 
cannot boast of a more singular one 
than that formerly so strictly adhered 
to at Holland House, one of the most 
historic old mansions in the British 
capital.

Pigeons’ Air Sacks.

‘GRAND DUKE MICHAELS LIFE. 


Nicholaievitch Was Oldest Representa- 
tive of Russian Imperial House. 
Grand Duke Michael Nicholaievitch, 
who died rewentiy at Caunes, France, 
Was the grauduncle of Emperor Nicho- 
fas and the oldest representative of the 


Russiau imperial house, having been 
boru in 1832, the fourth sou of Em- 


peror Nicholas l. He repeatedly dis- 
tinguished himself duriug bis jong mil- 
itary career, which, like those of other 
grand dukes under the old system, 
commenced at an early age. He en- 
tered active service at the age of four- 
teen as a lieutenant aud at twenty 
had attained the runk of geueral, in 
nominal command of the orduance de- 
partment of the empire. 

Grand Duke Michael fought through- 
out the Crimean war of 1854 and 1855, 
Was present at the battle of Inkerman 


and the siege of Sebastopol und in 
1863 was appointed by his brother 


viceroy of the Caucasus aud command- 
er in chief of the Caucasian arms, With 
instructions to bring the warlike, un- 
subdued tribes of that region under 
the Russian aegis. ‘his task he ac- 
complished successfully, receiving a 
sword of bhouor and the cross of St. 
George for personal bravery under tire. 

In the Turkish war of 1877 aud 1878 
the grand duke commanded the Rus- 
sian army operating against the ‘Turks 
in the Caucasian theater of the war 
and in spite of eurly reverses was final- 
ly able to force the surrender of a 
large part of the urkish forces at 
Ardahan and Kars. In civil lines he 
was a member of the commission 
which arranged the emancipation of 
the serfs. 

In 1881 Grand Duke Michael became 
president of the council of state, and 
in spite of his advanced age be made 
a point of being present at all the 
meetings of the council. At one of 
these meetings when Alexander Na- 
rishkin, one of the principal digni- 
taries of the court, put forward the 
plea that the aristocracy was “entitled 
to special prerogatives and privileges” 
the Grand Duke Michael angrily inter- 
rupted him and said: 

“If I bad been in the place of Alex- 
under Alexandrovitch L would not 
have ventured to speak of the services 
of the nobility to the empire. Where 
are the services? The nobles have bled 
the peasantry to the very marrow 
without giving them anything what- 
soever in return, not even the slight- 
est attempt to improve their condition 
or their education. It is perfect non- 
sense to. talk of the services of the 
nobles to the empire.” 

Grand Duke Michael played an ac- 
tive role in the coundil’s deliberations 
until its reorgunization in connection 
with the establishment of the doumma, 
when he was named its honorary pres- 
ident. In recent years he had lived al- 
most constantly at bis villa at Cannes, 
in France. 4

Rossa.” Mascagni and ‘Toscanini wil! 
conduct. 

It is further planned that the great- 
est orchestras of the world shall com- 
pete at Rome's jubilee for the prize of 
honor offered to the most perfect or- 


oganization. 


Vast Forest of White Pine. 

Alouzo Jergeus and a party of tim- 
ber cruisers recently returned to Seat 
tle, Wash., with the news of the dis 
covery of a vast body of white pine 
timber in the high altitudes “of the 
western slope of the Olympic mountain 
range. ‘Tbe timber is reputed to be 
the benviest in the world, stauding. 
according to careful estimutes, as much 
as 10,000,000 feet to the square mile 
Of this the white pine will average 
6,000,000 feet. ‘he stand of white 
pine is found above the 4,000 foot 
mark. Trees of white pine measuring 
five feet thick and 150 feet bigh were 
common, and thousands of trees con 
taining 10,000 feet of lumber were 
cruised. ‘The newly found great stand 
of timber is 200 miles from a railroad 
and in the mountain fastnesses.

Piea For Indorsement In Hub 
Mayoralty Fight Is Futile 


DENIED A PRIVATE HEARING 


Senator and Representative Weeks 
Issue Statement, So That Mayor’s 
Visit to ‘Washington May Not Be 
Misconstrued by the Public—He Is 
Asked to Withdraw From Campaign, 
but Flatly Refuses 


Washington, Dec, 23.—Senator 
Lodge and Representative Weeks, 
speaking together, have advised 
Mayor Hibbard to withdraw from the 
mayoralty campaign in Boston. The 
mayor says he will not do so. Both 
Lodge and Weeks told Hibbard that he 
should never have entered the mayor- 
alty race for re-election. 


MAYOR HIBBARD 


Mayor Hibbard came here, instst- 
ing that he was here onJy on the busl- 
ness of the city and Would call upon 
Lodge only to pay his respects. He 
went after breakfast to the room of 
Lodge at the Capitol, and the senator 
was apprised by telephone of his pres- 
ence there. Lodge did not appear at 
noon, however, and the mayor wan- 
dered over to the room of Weeks on 
the house side. 

Senator Lodge was there, the two 
men evidently having determined that 
tue mayor, should see neither of them 
alone, thus giving the slightest chance 
for a misunderstanding if the inter- 
view should take’ place. Following 
the brief talk Lodge and Weeks each 
dictated a careful statement describ- 
ing what was said. _ The statements 
were explicit, and intended to de- 
scribe the conference with such ac- 
curacy that no one could mistake the 
language or position of any party to 
it. 

Neither Lodge nor Weeks concealed 
his annoyance over the call of the 
mayor. They had known that many 
Republicans in Boston, including the 
mayor, had believed that the indorse- 
ment of the regular organization, at 
the instance of Senator Lodge, would 
guarantee the re-election of the may- 
or, whom they have steadfastly de- 
elined to acknowledge as a Republi- 
can candidate. 

The visit of Mayor Hibbard appar- 
ently forced upon them the only course 
they considered wise, that of politi- 
cally and publicly disowning him. 
Such a course could give no room for 
the inference that Lodge, as the Re- 
publican leader, tacitly approved the 
mayor's remaining in the fleld. 

The episode was an exceedingly un- 
pleasant one for the Bay State repre- 
sentatives, for neither of them appar- 
ently took at its face value Hibbard’s 
statement that he had not come to 
Washington to talk polities. He had 
come at a most critical stage of the 
campaign, when the pressure of Lodge 
to interfere in the Boston situation 
had reached an almost unbearable 
point. 


That Hibbard courted an expression | 


from the senior senator, and was de- 
termined to remain a candidate in 
spite of what he said, was evidenced 
by his talk and his action. He de- 
clared flatly and reiterated that his 
business here related solely to an 
effort to make an arrangement with 
the government through Surgeon 
General Wyman for the detail of a 
marine hospital service surgeon to 
take charge of the health department 
of the city of Boston, although with 
the knowledge that no contract ex- 
tending beyond February can be 
made. 

The mayor's visit, notwithstanding 
his denials, is a matter of the keen- 
est interest to the Massachusetts dele- 
gation in Washington, by whom it 
soon became known.

SOUTH LOSESFIRM FRIEND 


Benator McLaurin Dies Suddenly 
While Seated In His Library 

Jackson, Miss., Dec. 23.—United 
States Senator Anselm J. McLaurin 
died suddenly last night of heart dis- 
ease at his home in Brandon while 
seated in front Of the fireplace in his 
library. A few moments before his 
death McLaurin said he was feeling 
better than he had felt at any time 
since his recent severe illness, result- 
ing from ptomaine poisoning. 

Senator McLaurin, who was 61 
years old, began his first term in the 
United States senate in 1894, but was 
elected governor of Mississippi in 
1895 and served in that office four 
years. He was elected again to the 
senate in 1900 and served one term. 
He then returned for the term which 
began March 4, 1907. 

Senator McLaurin was a lawyer. He 
served through the Civil war in the 
Confederate army. He was born 
March 26, 1848, at Brandon, Mfss., 
and was reared on a farm. Seven 
children survive him. 

The senator believed in the south, 
her resources and her future and he 
never failed to rise to her defense in 
the senate chamber when she was as- 
sailed. 


THREE INDICTED 


Wardlaw Sisters Are Charged With 
Murder In Bathtub Case 

New York, Dec. 23.—The three 
mysterious Wardlaw sisters must face 
trial in Essex county, N. J., all 
charged with the murder of Ocey W. 
M. Snead, the East Orange bathtub 
victim. The Essex eounty grand jury 
reported that two indictments had 
been found against all three. * 

The proceedings before the grand 
jury were brief. Chief of Police Bell 
of East Orange told of finding the 
body; William J. Kinsley, a hand- 
writing expert, told of the “suicide 
notes” he examined, but just what he 
swore to was not made public.

Damages Awarded For Loss of an 
Arm In a Sausage Machine 

Cambridge,

dict of $2700 in the Middlesex superior 
court by a jury. It was the fourth 
trial of a suit which the plaintiff 
brought against the Park Sausage and 
Provision company of Boston, to re- 
coyer $10,000 for the loss of his left 
arm, which he claimed was cut off by 
a sausage machine of the defendant in 
October, 1901.

THE TERROR’S CHRISTMAS. | 


Turkeys Were $17 Each During the 
Siege of Paris, 

When the Christmas day of 1870 
dawned upon Paris the city had been 
in the iron grip of the German invest- 
ment for about-three months. The 
winter was a bitterly cold one, the 
thermometer registering 10 degrees be- 
low freezing point on Christmas morn- 
ing. The Seine was frozen over. 

The poor’s daily rations were a few 
ounces of horseflesh and a piece of re- 
pulsive looking black bread. 

By Dec. 25 food prices had reached 
their highest point since the begin- 
ning of the siege. On Nov. 13 a pound 
.of butter fetched $14 and a rabbit 
$3.50. By Dec. 19 rabbits had risen to 
$5, a box of sardines brought $2.50 and 
eggs 25 cents apiece. For one’s Christ- 
mas dinner one could buy a goose for 
$10 or a turkey for $17. Pigeons were 

3 each, and a small fowl could be ob- 
tained for $5. Ham was $1.50 a pound. 
As for vegetables, carrots and turnips 
were 4 cents each, and a bushel of po- 
tatoes cost $6.25. There was hardly 
any milk in Paris, and the little there 
was had to be preserved for the sick 
and wounded. However, there were 
oceans of wine, and the wineshops did 
a roaring trade. 

For some time before Christmas the 
starving people had been feeding on 


cats, rats and dogs until by Dec. 25) 


a dish of cat's flesh was hardly obtain- 
able. Dog was GO cents a pound, and 
fine rats fetched 14 cents each. Many 
domestic pets were killed for food. 
“Poor Azor!” said a humorous citizen 
as he finished a stew made from his 
favorite dog. “How he would have 
enjoyed these bones!” 

With true Parisian light heartedness

things, and the cafes and restaurants 


wore almost their normal aspect. At | 


half past 10, however, an order of 
Trochu closed every shop and cafe, 
and by 11 o'clock Paris had gone to 
bed.

Furthermore, the opinion 
states, such a practice would violate the 
principle of the sanctity of the seal, 
which is one of the best features of our 
postal system, and the department would 
continually be open to serious suspicion.

WORCESTER 
FOLKS AMAZED 


Witness a@ Most Remarkable 
Airship Demonstration 


TILLINGHAST'S PERFORMANCE 


Speeds Through Air at Height Esti- 
mated at From 1500 to 2000 Feet 
and Completely Circles City—Al- 
most Impossible to Discern Lines of 
Mysterious Craft, Which Is Known 
to Have Carried Two Men 


Worcester, Mass., Dec. 23.—Wal- 
lace E. Tillinghast silenced to an ex- 
tent the sceptics who have scoffed at 
his claims for a marvelous aeroplane 
he invented when he circled Worces- 
ter in his mysterious airship for two 
hours last night. 

Nearly 1000 persons in various parts 
of the city saw the big aeroplane as 


| it sped rapidly through the air at a 


height judged to be from 1500 to 2000 
feet. 

Since Tillinghast claimed recently 
that he had made a flying trip from 
Worcester to New York, then to Bos- 
ton and back to Worcester, the night 
of Sept. 8, His pretensions have come 
in for much ridicule, and it is be- 
lieved the flight last night was plan- 
ned to put to blush his critics. 

The mysterious airship was frst 
sighted in the southwest, bound for 
Worcester, and it was at first thought 
that the headlight on the front of the 
machine was a star. As the machine 
approached the centre of the city, 
those standing on the streets could 
plainly see a long object trailing be- 
hind it, with two dark forms, believed 
to be men, in the centre near the 
searchlight. 

Tillinghast put in his first appear- 
ance about 6:40, coming over the 
city from the direction of Millbury. 
He then sailed over city hall, State 
Mutual building, and then out toward 
Greendale, where he was seen. by the 
farmers and the men working on the 
Boston and Maine railroad at that 
place. 

Then he circled about the city sev- 
eral times and speeded toward Spen- 
It was 
thought that Tililnghast had probably 
gone off for another record trip. 

In less:than an hour the inventor 
with his machine was back over the 
city again, circling about. The air- 
ship finally stopped over the State 
Mutual building, and here the mys- 
terious craft could be seen quite 
plainly. Then Tillinghast sailed off 
again towards Greendale, made an- 
other circle in the air and sailed back 
over the building and on towards 
Spencer. 

A peculiarity of Tillinghast’s flight 
over the city was the height to which 
the aviator rose and remained, and it 
is thought that his object in doing this 
was to keep out of sight as much as 
possible. In this he was quite suc- 
cessful, for it was almost impossible 
to distinguish any lines of his mys- 
terious craft, it appearing only as a 
long, dark object with a bright light 
at its head, but at times it could be 
seen that there was more than one 
human form in the centre of the craft, 
and the noise of the eight-cylinder 
engine which he claims to have in the 
aeroplane or monoplane of his own in- 
vention, could be heard on _ the 
streets. 

It was reported at Spencer and at 
Marlboro that Tillinghast and his air- 
craft were seen sailing over that town 
and city respectively shortly before 9 
o'clock. 

Tillinghast did not take his automo- 
bile last night, as has been the cus- 


; tom on the night trips, but evidently 


slipped quietly out of town by way of 
the Union station. 


WANTS CLAIMS PROVED

This, the admiral declares, should 
be done at once in the interest of jus- 
tice and to establish beyond question 
the claims of Peary. 

The admiral believes that the same 
body which condemned Cook's data 
should be permitted to pass upon the 
data submitted by Peary to the Geo- 
graphic society.

Al Promises to Be Futile 


Declares the New King 
TAKES THE OATH OF OFFICE 


Popular Plaudits of Many Thousand 
People as Albert the First Enters 
Brussels on Horseback After Jour- 
neying to Its Outskirts In a Coach— 
Fully Half a Million People Pay Tri- 
bute to the New Sovereign 


Brussels, Dec. 24.—Albert I, 
of the Belgians, in his speech from 
the throne just after he had taken the 
oath that made him king, promised 
reform in the Congo. The reform will 
bring an end to the barbarities that 
caused his predecessor, Leopold, to 
be hated throughout the -world« 

“Belgium's colonial policy is one of 
humanity and progress,” said the 
king. “To a peopte inspired with the 
love of justice a mission of coloniza- 
tion can only be a mission of great 
civilization. Belgium has always ful- 
filled her promises, and when she un- 
dertook to apply to the Congo a policy 
worthy of the Belgians, no one had 
the right to doubt her word.” 

Brussels yesterday tore down the 
mourning draperies and flaunted the 
gayest of colors. For Leopold was 
buried, and the reign of Albert 
began. A good looking young 
man, handsome in the uniform of a 
Meutenant general, wearing the 
grand cordon of the Order of Leopold, 
stood before the representatives of his 
people and the rulers of the world. 

He swore to uphold the law, the 
rights of his subjects and the national 
unity. By that rite, simple in itself, 
aking was made. The Count of Flan- 
ders had become Albert I, King of the 
Belgians. 

Albert went from Laeken, where 
Leopold died, to Brussels, as had his 
uncle before him, forty-five years be- 
fore. The queen preceded him with 
the crown prince in a coach and six. 
Albert followed part way in a coach, 


but made the entrance to the city 
mounted, as became a ruler. 
The three miles from the palace 


without the city to the Porte Laeken, 
site of an ancient gate in the walls, 
carried the king and his entourage 
through the shaded Alle~ Verte, a 
double boulevard along the Scheldt 
canal. Before reaching the city limits 
Albert left the coach and mounted his 
horse. 

At the porte he was greeted by the 
burgomaster. There was a moment of 
speechmaking; the king replied; the 
queen bowed. Then a detail of troops 
dashed down the street, clearing the 
way with much flashing of sabres and 
scabbards and helmets and the city 
was entered, to the rising cheer of 
thousands upon thousands of throats 
and the booming of salutes. 

Long before dawn the city was 
and hours before the time set for 
beginning of the ceremonies the 
‘ts were crowded, window 
along the king's route was filled and 
fringes of humanity blackened the 
roofs. The crowds were reinforced by 
thousands who did not

In its efforts to extend its freight 
and express business the Old Colony 
Street Railway Company has reached 
Weymouth. There the Boston 
Transcript, it encounters a spirit of 
independence, among ‘the selectmen 
which checks progress in its acquisi- 
tion of privileges and raises the ques- 
tion of home rule.

‘London Fad Very Popular Among 
Women of Smart Set. 


PRACTICE GROWING RAPIDLY. 


Canines Are Used For Variety of Pur- 
poses, For “Setting Off” Dresses, 
Driving In Parks, Promenading and 
Even For Protection. 


Who has the temerity to insist that 
there is nothing new under the sun? 
The fashionable women of London 
uow have evolved the idea, which 
is obtaining wide popularity, of no 
longer keeping dogs in their homes, 


but hiring them from shops instead. | 


In this way, be it known, madame al- 
ways is assured of a canine that 
matches the color of the gown she 
may wear when taking her daily drive 
or promenade. 

In this way, so the proponents of the 
new plan contend, everything that a 
dog offers in the way of companion- 
ship may be obtained, while all the pet- 
ty inconveniences attendant on keep- 
ing one in a London house are avoided. 
Also it is hel@ that the dog is better 
off, because it lives almost wholly 
under the care of professional! fanciers, 
even though the growth of the prac- 
tice finally may banish it from the 
comforts of the best armchair.

NEW BIPLANE TYPE AIRSHIP. 


Providence Inventor Believes He Has 
Solved Aerial Problem. 

With ap airship which he believes 
will eclipse the best efforts of the 
Wright brothers, Otto Herman of Prov- 
idence, kt. 1., automobile mechanic and 
inventor of novelties, plans to make 


his first flight within the next few | 


weeks, probably in Providence. 

Mr. Herman’s machine is of the bi- 
plane type and differs from the Wright 
models chiefly in having smaller wings 
and the steering planes and the pilot’s 
seat in front. ‘here are the usual 
birdlike tail and two propellers, with a 
diameter of seven and a quarter feet 
each. 
engine, consuming only a quart an 
hour, furnishes the motive power for 
the biplane, which weighs 640 pounds. 
The steering planes are operated with 
equal facility at front or sides, and the 
wings spread only thirty and a quarter 
feet ugaimst forty-two in the Wright 
machine. 


The Curtiss style of starting on 


wheels will be adopted, and Mr. Her- 
man believes a run of only thirty-five 
yards will be necessary. A steering 
device which be has patented will en- 
able him to make headway even 
against a thirty mile breeze. He says,

LATEST SPORT.

Redskins In Oklahoma Devise 
New Kind of Outdoor Pastime, 


HOW THE GAME IS PLAYED. 


New Sport Combines Football, La- 
crosse, Baseball and Tennis to Good 
Advantage—Game Is Very Rough. 
Women Frequently Take Part. 


While the football rules committee 
is busy in an attempt to devise some 
method to prevent fatal gridiron in- 
juries and with many college presi- 
dents clamoring for some less danger- 
ous pastime, it might be well for all 
these fellows to look carefully over 
the new outdoor sport being played in 
Oklahoma called Indian ball. 

On a good, clear, brisk day at this 
season of the year in the Indian Terri- 
tory end of Oklahoma one can see ball 
zumes that are real games, The In- 
dian is naturally a good ball player, 
and he enters into the playing with 
remarkable zest. 

Indian ball is an odd combination of 
lacrosse, football and baseball, with a 
dash of tennis. The ball is made of a 
core of rubber, over which is wound 
cord, and is covered with long, thin 
strips of deer hide that when tightly 
drawn make as good a surface as any 
of the expert league ball makers can 
turn out. — 

There isn't any batting rally possible 
in Indian ball for the reason that there 
isn't any batting done. Each Indian 
is equipped with a three foot club with 
a spoon shaped end. This end is laced 
with buckskin thongs, so as to give 
added force to the ball when used as a 
racket. When the ball is in play it 
cannot be touched with the hands or 
batted with the club. It must be 
caught in the spoon shapeau end and 
thrown. 

The football flavor is imparted by 
the rough play and the lacrosse touch 
by the fact that a goal is won only 
when the ball is thrown fairly between 
two goal posts. Eleven to twenty men 
are played on a side, and from the 
moment the ball is tossed up in the 
center until somebody throws a goal 
there is as much doing as in any foot- 
ball game. A rude set of rules gov- 
ern the game, but there is nothing in 
them apparently which forbids using 
the racket-like club for other purposes 
than tossing the ball goalward—for 
instance, in whacking the esteemed op- 
ponent on the hands, shins or even 
head. ‘ 

The fact Pat it is a bloody and dan- 
gerous game adds to its fascination in 
Indian eyes. It also gives him a 
chance to yell, and yelling is not with 
him as much an expression of enjoy- 
ment as it is an enjoyment in itself. 
Being unexpectedly whacked on the 
head or shins with a fiercely wielded 
club is not conducive to good temper 
or comradeship, and one thump usual- 
ly brings another. Often the game 
breaks up in a general row, in which 
spectators engage as well as players. 
Most of these rows come when one 
town meets another. 

Goal posts are usually about 150 
yards apart. The playing rules do not 
require that a player must instantly 
rid himself of the ball. He may carry 
it toward his goal in his spoon end, 
but is subject to being tackled as in 
football or to having the ball knocked 
out of the club by an opponent’s club. 
Then is when the fight usually starts. 

In the village games the women fre- 
quently take part, playing as partners 
of the men sometimes; but, following 
Indian custom, they generally troop to- 
gether. The men usually are gallant 
¢nough to permit the women to have 
twice as many on their side and to let 
them use their hands too. Twenty-one 
points usually constitute a game, one 
point for each time the ball goes be- 
tween goal posts, but the number of 
points is not arbitrarily fixed. 

Northern Indians have a different 
game of ball. They use a large light 
ball and curved sticks, as in hockey. 
Goal posts are used. Sides are chosen 
and a tossup for which side takes the 
field. One team, armed with its clubs, 
takes its place strung along in front of 
its goal. The side in the field attempts 
to bowl the ball between the posts of 
the team at bat. 


To Bowl by Daylight. 

For the first time in the history of 
the American bowling congress day- 
light bowling will be a feature of the 
tournament, which will be held at 
Wayne Gardens, Detroit, from Feb. 26 
to March 15, inclusiv® Twenty regu- 
lation alleys will be installed, six of 
these to be utilized for practice apd 
match games, and the remaining four- 
teen will be used exclusively for roll- 
ing off the annual tourney. From pres- 
ent indications there will be a record 
list of entries, something like 400 five- 
man teams being expected. Assurances 
have been received by the tournament 
officials that Chicago alone will be rep- 
resented by fifty teams. °

The Illinois Athletic club of Chicago 
expects to send its swimming team on 
an eastern invasion either in February 
or March to meet teams ftom the 
Pittsburg Athletic club, the Brookline 
Athletic club of Boston and the New 
York Athletic club. In the west the 
team will meet the Missouri Athletic 
club swimmers in St. Louis some time 
in January, and the Chicago Athletic 
club is also looking for a contest with

QYKE BREAKS AT CHELSEA 


“Three Persons Drowned, Thirty-One 


Missing and Property Damage to. 
Extent of $200,000 as Large Area 
Is Swept by Flood—Fears That 
Stories of Disasters at Sea Will 
Come When Wires Get to Work 


Boston, Dec. 27.—Three persons 
dead, thirty-one reported missing and 
2500 driven from their homes are part 
of the haviec wrought by a broken dyke | 
to Chelsea and East Everett citizens 
yesterday. Eighty acres were inun- 
dated, 100 cows and twenty horsesi 


were drowned, and the property loss | 


is estimated at $200,000. 
Flood tide, lashed by the gale and 
swelled by the heavy snowfall, tore 


| through the dyke located at the rear 
‘of Second street, 


Chelsea, in three 
different places. : 
Householders in East Locust street 


‘and, Second and Third streets and in- | 


tersecting thoroughfares heard a sound 
like a thunderclap. It was the roa: 
of the water of Island End 
leaping forward to spread death and 
devastation. 

Like a flash the danger was rea!- 
ized. There was a wild outpouring 
from homes into the raging blizzard. 
Some were not quick to act. These 
found escape cut off by water that, 
seemed to fairly leap upward. Many | 
rushed to the roofs. Others could 
get no farther than the second story, 
owing to lack of openings on the roofs. 
Many of the imperilled ones were 
women and children. Their screams H 
for aid raised a din that drowned | 
even the howling of the storm. Thrill-

ing rescues were made by men in 
boats, by several who braved the 
street torrents on horseback and by 


others who waded off with endangered 
women and children before the water 
rose so high as to make such feats 
impossible. | 

In East Locust street, which Is j 
hardly more than an alleyway, the 
water rose to its greatest height. 
This street is in East Everett, just | 
over the Chelsea line, and passes from 
Second street down an incline to the 
edge of a small pool of water known 
as the “gas pond.” This water ordi- 
narily is» shallow. When the dyke | 
burst it rose twenty-five feet. Sev- 
eral of the houses located off East 
Locust street on the edge of the pond 
were entirely submerged. | 

Others that were built higher reared 
their tops beyond the high water 
mark, and this is what saved those 
who had dashed upstairs when their | 
exit was cut off.

EX- President of PI of Phenix Insur- 
ance Gompany Passes Away 


WAS CHARGED WITH LARCENY 


Too Ill to Be Arrested When Disclos- 
ures Regarding Company of Which 
He Was Head For Twenty-Seven 
Years Were Made Public—Had Been 
Practically In Absolute Control For 
Sixteen Years 


Greenwich, Conn., Dec. 
Death beat justice in claiming George 
P. Sheldon, the deposed president of 
the Phenix Fire Insurance company. 
Sheldon died here without knowing 
that he was under indictment in New 
York, 

He had passed all last summer at 
the Maples, a hotel here, and when 
the disclosures of his mismanagement 
of the fire insurance company became 
known he was too ill to be told of the 
charges against him. 

He was indicted Dec. 8, charged 
with larceny of $45,000, and a bench 
Warrant was issued for his arrest. 

When it was learned that he was 
too ill to be arrested requisition pa- 
pers were applied for and placed in 
the hands of the Connecticut authori- 
ties. Sheldon has since been under 
surveillance, and if his condition had 
improved he would have been arrest- 
ed and brought here to face the in- 
dictment. 

Sheldon was taken ill in N@vember 
with ptomaine poisoning, brought on, 
it is believed, by eating scallops. He 
fis survived bY his wife and 
five children, threg daughters and two 
sons. 

His death will be welcome news to 
those ex-officials of the insurance de- 
partment of New York who borrowed 
money from the Phenix Insurance 
company while they were supposed 
to be watching and examining regu- 
larly the company which Sheldon con- 
trolled. 

Sheldon was removed from office as 
the president of the Phenix Insurance 
company, of which he had been the 
head for twenty-seven years, on Dec. 
6, at the instance of the insurance 
department of New York. Investiga- 
tion of the company’s affairs, the first 
that has been made of his company 
by the insurance department in many 
years, revealed that Sheldon had been 
speculating with: the money of the 
company for a long time and lending 
its money in violation of the law. 

In addition to the accusation 
brought agajnst Sheldon individually,

charges were brought against the 
company of making false reports to 
the insurance department. 


Superintendent Hotchkiss seemed to 
think that the company She!don con- 
trolled had been impaired to the ex- 
tent of of nearly $1,000,000 under his 
gement. He practically ran the 
18938. Then directors 
passed a resolution permitting him, as 
to pledge its securities for 
loans to the company.

FLEES UNDER MEXICAN FLAG 


Asked and Granted Asylum on Gun- 
boat as Private Citizen, According 
to Mexican Officlals—No Effort by 
United States to Block Flight of 
Former Dictator—Our Original Posi- 
tion Not Altogether Tenable 


Managua, Dec. 27.—Jose Santas 
Zelaya, ex-president of Nicaragua, 
took himself out of the country cn 
board the Mexican gunboat General 
Guerrero, bound for Salina Cruz, 

Under the cover of darkness Zelaya, 
accompanied by a heavily armed 
guard, proceeded to Corinto, in which 
port the Mexican warship had been 
lying for several days close beside 
the United States cruiser Albany. 
Other American warships swung at 
anchor in the harbor, with marines 
aboard, awaiting instructions. 

Zelaya’s coming was unheralded, 
but a guard from the Guerrero re- 
ceived him and soon he wag safe un- 
der the protection of the Mexican 
flag. The warship at once weighed 
anchor and pointed out to sea. 

A salute of thirteen guns was fired 
from the shore and hundreds of sol- 
diers and citizens waved the former 
dictator a farewell. Zelaya stood 
alone and waved back an answer. 

He uncovered when abreast of the 
Albany, but the American cruiser 
made no response. Then he turned 
again towards-the shore, gazing until 
out of sight. 

Zelaya was entertained at luncheon 
at Corinto by the commapdant of the 
port, whose guests included the Mexi- 
can minister and the officers of the 
General Guerrero. There were no 
toasts, but an informal discussion of 
the battle of Rama was indulged in. 
‘rhe ex-president was later taken om 
on a launch and put aboard the Mexi- 
can warship, without the slightest 
opposition from the American ships 
and with no protests of any kind. 

Until the Guerrero steamed away 
there was great apprehension on the 
part of Zelaya that the United States 
would oppose his departure. There 
was only a feeble demonstration, and 
the leave taking of Zelaya was unim- 
pressive. 

Managuans in general were vastly 
relieved when they learned that Ze- 
laya had gone, and President Madriz 
has already begun his promised work 
of reform. ° All reports that Madriz 
intends to resign the presidency are 
without a shred of truth. 


Washington Feels Relieved 
Washington, Dec. 27.—News of the 
flight of Zelaya from Corinto was re- 


ceived in official circles here with 
varying emotion. 
While the state department un- 


doubtedly would have appreciated the 
capture of Zelaya and his arraign- 
ment on the charge of murdering the 
two Americans, Groce and Cannon, 
there is in other quarters some relief 
in the passing of the Nicaraguan dic- 
tator from the scene. 

That no effort was made to block 
the flight is accepted as an indication 
that the position originally taken by 
the secretary of state was not alto- 
gether tenable. The right of asylum 
under international law is one of the 
most rigorously regarded stipulations 
of such law, and Zelaya, in demand- 
ing such a right from the commander 
of the Guerrero, registered a request

In Professor Clay’s new work on 
“Amurru, the Home of the Northern 
Semites,” he presents authoritatively 
that the history, culture and religion 
of the Israelites are not of Babylonian 
origin.

The deluge story of the 
Babylonians is also shown to have 
been an importation from this land,

INCE 1895 there has been 


a constant increase in the cost of 


necessaries without any corresponding increase in the aver- 

age income of the great mass of cansumers, such as should 
accompany a normal rise in the price scale. 

Prices have come to be controlled not by the economic laws of 

supply and demand, but by the GREAT COMBINATIONS, which 


are apparently able to control both.

CRUISE TO EUROPE 


BY NAVY CADETS 


—_ 


Trip Proposed For Two Glasses 
Unser an Admiral, 


MAY STOP FIRST AT GIBRALTAR 


Other Mediterranean Ports and Possi- 
bly Portsmouth, England, to Be Visit- 
ed—Trained Enlisted Sailor to In- 
struct Each Middy on the Voyage. 


The United States government has 
lecided, it is understood, to send the 
sadets of the United States Naval acad- 
emy to Europe next year. The under- 
standing is that practically all of the 
cadets, with the exception of the en- 
tering and the furlough classes, will 
make the cruise to European waters. 
It is planned to make this the most in- 


teresting and instructive cruise ever 
taken by the Annapelis cadets. The 


innual cruise in north Atlantic waters 
will be abandoned this year if the 
transatlantic voyage is approved, as it 
ts said it has been, by the secretary of 
the navy. 

The recommendation that a cruise in 
foreign waters be substituted for the 
tunual Atlantic. practice was 
nade by Captain John M. Bowyer, su-

perintendent of the Naval academy. It 
is said that plans have been made to 
assemble early next spring a squadron 
of battleships, not attuched to the At- 
luntic fleet. on board of which the 
middies will sail for the other side. 
Famous Ships In the Squadron. 

These ships are the battleships In- 
diana, Iowa and Massachusetts, three 
of the battleships that fame in 
Massachu- 
setts, which is soon to be recommis- 
sioned at the New York navy yard, 
where she has been practically rebuilt 
within the last two years, is expected 
to be the flagship of the squadron. 

The itinerary of the cruise has not 
been made public, but it will probably 
include the Mediterranean ports of 
France and Naples, Genoa and Gibral- 
tar and possibly Portsmouth, Eng- 
land. 

About 400 cadets are expected to 
make the cruise. It will be the first 
time in a generation that Europeans 
have had a chance to see the famous 
corps from thé banks of the Severn.

Instruction the Prime Motive. 

The prime motive for the voyage is, 
of course, instruction, and the swbsti- 
tution of first class battleships for the 
obsolete cruisers Olympia, Chicago and 
Hartford, the vessels used in the At- 
lantic cruise this year, will not only 
give the cadets more room, but will 
also make possible instruction that 
could not be had on the smaller ves- 
sels. The Massachusetts and the In- 
diana both carry main batteries of 
thirteen inch guns, while the Iowa, 
which was Admiral Bob Evans’ ship 
at Santiago, is armed with the twelve 
inch type. None of the cruisers in the 
old squadron carried guns even half 
as powerful as these pieces. 

The lowa, Massachusetts and Indi- 
ana will be manned by the very flower 
of the enlisted service when they pass 
out of Hampton Roads and head for 
Gibraltar, which, it is said, will be the 
first stop in the cruise. A trajned en- 
listed mau, it is understood, wll “play 
opposite” every midshipman during the 
voyage in order to impart to the fu- 
ture officer the secrets of the profes- 
sion so far as they concern the big 
guns and the other duties aboard ship. 
A captain will probably be in com- 
mand of each ship, and a rear admiral 
is expected to be in command of thé 
squadron. 

The battleships of the squadron will 
assemble at Hampton Roads, near 
which the point of embarkation will 
be. As the news of the cruise has not 
yet been received in Europe, no plans 
for the entertainment of the cadets by 
foreigners have been made.

Even though the football season is 
over and all the big elevens have se- 
lected their leaders for 1910 and the 
experts their all star teams an all 
American of all American elevens will 
no doubt prove interesting to the fol- 
lowers of the strenuous game. ‘The 
team ‘is composed of men who have 
been awarded a conspicuous place in 
the wythical football hall of fame. 
The eleven, if such players could be 
brought together and the men able to 
duplicate their best efforts made dur- 
ing their greatest years, would un- 
doubtedly be invincible. While tbe 
game has changed materially in the last 
fifteen years, it might affect the play- 
ing of several. Still, many of the old 
timers showed such adaptability that 
it would not take them long to learn 
the pew style. 

The ideal football team is made up 
of men who were able tg shine indi- 
vidually, but not necessarily at the ex- 
pense of team play. On it are men 
who were brilliantly consistent during 
their careers on the gridiron and who 
proved their resourcefulness when the 
strife waxed warmest—mep who would 
show adaptability to the new game 
and were equally fast and aggressive, 
whetber on the attack or in defense. 

For ends I select Hinkey, Yale's 
great star during the seasons of 1891, 
1892, 1892 and 1894, and Campbell, 
Harvard's stellar player In 1899, 1900 
and 1901. These two ure undoubted- 
ly the greatest ends the game ever 
produced. The former especially was 
an ideal left end. Heavy, fast, in- 
telligent, always following the ball, 
there was not much on the gridiron 
that he missed. Im breaking interfer- 
ence he would have no equal, while 
his covering of punts and tackling the 
runner would be fully as good as if not 
better than-his competitors’. 

Next to Hinkey the writer considers 
Campbell the greatest end. During 
the seasons of his playing he stood out 
abore all others. Campbell's great ef- 
fectiveness lay In his. alertness and 
never being drawn in or ever going 
around the opposite end to follow the 
play. In selecting these two ends the 
writer has carefully looked over the rec- 
ords of such stars as Cabot of Har- 
vard, Henry and Davis of Princeton, 
Gelbert of Penn and several others. 

Draper, Pennsylvania's great line 
man during the seasons of 1907-8, and 
Bloomer, Yale’s star of Gordon 
Brown's powerful eleven of 1900, are 
the selections for tackle positions. The 
pair are undoubtedly the greatest the 
game ever produced. Draper was al- 
ways powerful, aggressive and intelli- 
gent. During his last two seasons on 
the gridiron be gave as rare an exhibi- 
tion of tackle play as was ever seen on 
a football field. He excelled in all 
points of merit to a higher degree 
than any other tackle that ever played 
on a team. Bloomer’s playing during 
the season of 1900 entitled bim to the 
other position. Not only was Bloomer 
invulnerable on the defensive, but his 
ability to provide openings for the run- 
ner was the best display of judgment 
and power that the followers of foot- 
ball have ever seen. Other famous 
tackles were Hillebrand of Princeton, 
Hogan, Stillman and Chamberlain of 
Yale. 

The matter of selecting guards is 
much easier than picking the men for 
other positions, the honors falling to 
Gordon Brown, captain of the famops 
1900 Yale eleven, and John De Witt 
(1902-03) of Princeton. The playing of 
these two men stands out above all 
others. It can be safely said that no 
man in the game has approached 
Brown in general excellence as a 
guard since football was introduced 
into this country. In all Yale's impor- 
tant contests during the seasons of 
1897, 1898, 1899 and 1900 Brown was 
the strongest man in the line, inyul- 
nerable on the defensive, quick to get 
in every play, open big holes for the 
runner and give the latter invaluable 
assistance. On the other side of the 
line De Witt would be a tower of 
rtrength and a grand running mate for 
Brown. He would be quick and insist- 
ent in breaking up plays, breaking 
through the line and stopping the play. 
De Witt could also cover a great 
amount of territory on the defensive. 
During his career on the gridiron he 
was one of the fastest men playing the 
position. 

Other guards who helped make foot- 
3all history are Hare of Pennsylvania, 
Glass of Yale, Wharton of Pennsylva- 
hia, Wheeler of Princeton, Burr of 
Harvard, Andrus of Yale and Tobin of 
Dartmouth. Heffelfinger of Yale was 
also a great guard in 1889, 1890 and 
1891. 

Picking the center for the eleven is 
the hardest task, there being so many 
good ones—Grant of Harvard, Schulz of 
Michigan, Torrey of Pennsylvania,

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Holt of Yale and Lewis of Princeton. 
These men are undoubtedly the best 
the game has ever developed. After 
considering all the above men for the 
position Grant of Harvard is given 
the preference. He was a tower of 
Strength on the defensive, it being 
practically impossible to get through 
him, while his snapping of the ball 
was excellent both for kicks and runs, 
Everything considered, Grant is clear- 
ly entitled to the selection as center 
rush. Holt, Schulz, Lewis and Torrey 
were all good men and could hold 
down the pivotal position in good 
shape, Schulz’s playing during the 
1908 season was not up to bis standard 
of previous years. 

In picking the quarterback for the 
eleven such men as Eckersall of Chi- 
cago, King of Princeton, Jones of Yale, 
Stevenson of Peun, Poe of Princeton 
and Johnson of Carlisle have been con- 
sidered. The position is given to Eck- 
ersall. He is without doubt the great- 
est quarter that ever lived—in fact, his 
equal may pever be found. He was a 
first class punter, always getting from 
fifty to sixty yards. Asa tackler there 
was no better man on the gridiron. 
When playing in the back field on the 
defense, when a fake kick was at- 
tempted and the runner was going out 
around the end, Eekersall started so 
quickly from his position after he saw 
that no kick was coming that even 
though the runner got by the end he 
met Eckersall almost at once. In fact, 
it almost seemed a pity that with this 
speed and quality Eckersall was not 
used more on the end in defensive 
work. He was one of the most accu- 
rate passers, if not the most accurate, 
in the country. 

Coming to the halfback, there is a 
wealth of material to choose from. 
McClung of Yale, Heston of Michigan, 
Kelly of Princeton and Brooke and Me- 
Cracken of Penn, Brewer, Kernan and 
Dibblee of Harvard, Morse of Prince 
ton, Mayhew of Brown and Chadwick 
of Yale are those who might lay claim 
to the honors. McClung of the Yale 
1890-91 elevens and Heston, Michi- 
gan’s great back in 1903-04, are picked 
for left and right guard positions re- 
spectively. No one who has seen these 
men play can doubt their offensive 
strength. They are powerful men, al- 
most irresistible. 

Both were aggressive players and 
good ground gainers when it was diffi 
cult to advince the ball, aud both dis- 
played good beadwork in their games 
The men had grit to spare, made use 
of their interference and knew how 
to “follow the ball.” De Witt. in ad- 
dition to being good in any open field, 
proved one of the best drop kickers the 
game ever had. 

For fullback and captain Ted Coy 
of Yale is the selection. Coy repre- 
sents all that is speed, power, brain 
and skill on the gridiron. It may be 
that he never had his equal in the 
game. Certainly the writer never saw 
his superior. Eliminating his wonder- 
ful line plunging abilities, for which 
he bas been selected as fullback, in ad- 
dition to his strong punting and drop 
kicking skill, he demonstrated a ver- 
satility that would qualify him to play 
any position on the eleven. There was 
no line of duty that Coy could not ful- 
fill in a game. His splendid physique. 
strength and speed would qualify him 
to play center or quarter, guard, tackle 
or end. And he could master all posi- 
tions. His superior offensive powers 
were not less strong than bis defen- 
sive. In all Yale's important games Coy 
proved a demon on the defensive, no 
player on any rival team excelling him 
in tackling. Other great fullbacks who 
helped to create football history are 
Butterworth of Yale, Hirschberger of 
Chicago, Graydon of Harvard, Homans 
and Ames of Princeton and Hollen- 
bach of Penn. 

It Is the belief of the writer that the 
selections as made above constitute an 
invinelble eleven. The line is power- 
ful, alert, fast and aggressive from end 
to end. Working in unison this line 
would be a potent factor in attack and 
show an impregnable defense. jack 
of the line, with Coy acting as captain 
nnd Eckersall running the team, it Is 
impossible to conceive of a more {deal 
union of strategic ability for an all 
American eleven of all American elev- 
ens. Coy would do the punting for 
distance, ably assisted by Eckersall in 
quarterback kicks. De Witt would un- 
doubtedly do the drop kicking and 
kick gouls from touchdowns, special- 
ties In which he was never excelled 
by any man on the gridiron. 

Summed up, this eleven would con- 
tain every element of strong, varied at- 
tack, well equipped with two expert 
trop kickers and one of the strongest 
punters ever known and a defense that 
could successfully meet the most com- 
posite or open sae

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BOSTON’S VALUATION 


Assessors Dig Un Information Which 
Increases It by $8,565,200 
Boston, Dec. 28.—Boston’s as- 
sessing department has gained $5,- 
565,200 in assessable property since 
the tax rate of $16.50 per thousand 
was declared on Aug. 21. This 
amount is $6,000,000 greater than was 
ever found before by the assessors be- 
tween the time of ending the year's 
regular assessments and the issuance 
of the annual December warraBt. 
This remarkable showing means an 
additional revenue to the city approxi- 
mating $140,000, the benefits of which 
will go to the next administration. 
The total valuation of the city at 
present is $1,356,606,227, of which 
$1,092,665,600 is on real estate and 
$263 ,941,227 on personal property. 
The increase in the personal valua- 
tions comes from recent reports re- 
garding certain trusts, and also as a 
result of informatian received through 
the probate court as to the filing of 
wills and the distribution of estates. 
The gain in the’ real estate fig- 
ures is the result of the finding 
of property that was overlooked in 
the earlier assessments, and also by 
the changing of hands of property that 
Was previously exempt from _ taxa- 
tion, 


DEMANDS OF FIREMEN 


They Will Affect About Twenty-Two 
Thousand Railroad Employes 
Boston, Dec. 28.—Firemen in the 
passenger service will get a minimum 
of $2.40 to $2.60 a day, while the 
minimum for the freight service will 
be $2.75 to $3 in the demands to be 
made on the Boston and Maine, New 
York, New Haven and Hartford and 
Boston,and Albany railroads Jan. 3 
next. The demands are graded ac- 
cording to.the size of engines. 
Should the negotiations fail of re- 
sult, a strike may be declared that 
will tie up all of the railroads in the 
country. Rejection of the demands 
does not, however, mean an immedi- 
ate bas as the men will have 
to vote for or against a strike when 
they learn what the attitude of the 

railroads will be. 

The sections affecting firemen and 
hostlers’ demands affect 22,000 em- 
ployes. 


CHARGES BAD FAITH 
IN LAND POLICY 


Prince Cupid Makes an Attack 
on Governor Frear 


Honolulu, Dec. 28.—Delegate 
Kalanianole, who recently announced 
Hfmself a candidate for re-election to 
congress, has caused excitement 
throughout the territory by a vigor- 
ous attack on Governor Frear, charg- 
ing him with not acting in good faith 
with regard to the proposed home- 
steading of public lands. 

In his first interviews on the sub- 
ject, the delegate said that the gov- 
ernor “lied” about land policies and 
intentions. Later he withdrew his 
expression, but announced himself at 
war with Frear on account of failure 
to open. lands. 

The delegate’s attack was a surprise 
to Republican leaders. Frear had just 
left for Washington to urge before 
congress a new land bill, which was 
prepared with Kalanianaole’s assist- 
ance and unanimously endorsed by the 
legislature of Hawaii in special ses- 
sion. 

Kalanianaole is thought by some to 
have aspirations to become governor 
himself, in view of rumors of Frear's 
disposal to resign and*return to the 
bench. 


PLANNING FOR WAR 


Russia Said to Be Preparing For An- 
other Contest With Japan 
Victoria, B. C., Dec. 28.—Advices 
brought here from the Orient are to 
the effect that Russia is hurriedly 
massing troops on the frontier in the 
bellef that the Manchurian situation 
will soon involve her in a 
great war with Japan. 
Travelers from North Manchuria 
and Siberia, according to these re- 
ports, declare that Russia has secret-

Boston, Dec. 28.—News of the loss

Palmer and her crew of twelve men, 
off Bogton harbor, and of the wreck- 
ing of eleven other vessels along the 
New England coast constitutes the 
opening chapter of the toll taken on 
the sea by the great storm which 
swept New England Saturday night 
and Sunday.

The Davis Palmer went down with 
its crew at some point yet unlearned 
just outside Boston harbor. The ves- 
sel, which had come up the coast from 
Newport News with a cargo of coal, 
foundered at the very approach to the 
waters of the port that she was seek- 
ing. 

Wreckage coming ashore at Hull 
and other points along the south 
shore indicates that no mistake has 
been’ made concerning her identity. 
Thougy the long stretches of coast 
line along Hull and Nantasket have 
been gone over, no bodies have been 
found; yet this fact has failed to 
bring about any feeling of hope for 
Captain Leroy McKown of Malden,

Vessel Cuts Down’ Lighthouse

American Woman Relates Ex- 
periences of a Recent Trip. 


ee 


AN EXCITING TIME AT LEON. 


How a Party of American Sympathi- 
zers Resented Hissing at the Stars 
and Stripes--Natives Are Kind and 
Hospitable—-Watched by Robbers. 


Although South and Central Ameri- 
can revolutions have long been tbe 
butt of many a conventional North 
American joke, the situation of United 
States citizens in Nicaragua during 
the present civil war there is anything: 
but a jocose matter, according to the 
experience of Mr. and Mrs. Josepb M. 
Barris of Lynn, Mass. 

Mr. and Mrs. Barris left Nicaragua 
in September, just as the present revyo- 
lution, whicb has since resulted in the 
resignation of President Jose Santos 
Zelaya and the placing of two hostile 
armies, one Zelayan an@ the other 
' commanded by his former governor, 
Jobn J. Estrada, in the field, was be- 
ginning to break. 

“On our first trip we left Boston in 
November, 19U7, sailed to Costa Rica, 
which is next to'Nicaragua, and tray- 
eled part of the time by rail and part of 
the way on mules over a wild moun- 
tain trail," said Mrs. Barris. “he 
mountains were high and the trails of 
the roughest sort. ‘lo me the perilous 
part df the ride was when we came to 
a chasm some 2,000 feet deep with a 
wire pulley stretched across it and 
large baskets suspended from the pul- 
ley, when it was explained that to get 
across it was necessary to sit in the 
basket qmd be hauled over on the 
pulley. 

A Delightful Country. 

“Nicaragua is one of the most de- 
lightful of countries. The climate is 
charming. The moonlight of the even- 
ing is something a tourist can never 
forget. In the cities there are many 
handsome buildings, and much atten- 
tion is given to art. The natives are 
kind and generous, and the well to do 
families, most of whom have traveled 
much and are educated abroad, are 
very hospitable. 

“Leon, our final destination, has 40,- 
000 inhabitants and is very picturesque 
with its old churches and its pretty 
little houses and courtyards filled with 
tropical plants. The place was un- 
spoiled by tourists, and an American 
woman Was a greltt curiosity. When- 
ever one passed through the streets 
people rushed out of doors to see her. 

“This visit in Leon was exciting, but 
not pleasaut. One night we were at- 
tending a theater. One of the per- 
formers sang a piece in which she 
waved the flags of various nations. 
Always before this the appearance of 
the stars and stripes bad been a sign 
for cheering, but this night it was 
hissed. It made my blood boil. The 
hext night I made up a theater party 
of all the American sympathizers I 
could bring together. The owner of 
tbe theater had planned to cancel the 
flag waving, as he said it made too 
much excitement, but we persuaded 
bim to continue it for this one even 
ing. When the American flag. was 
waved we stood up and gave a shout 
which must have sounded like a foot- 
bail cheer. If there were any hisses 
they were too feeble to make them- 
selves heard.” 


Picturesque Ride on Mules, 

In describing a ride of 120 miles on 
muleback from the mountain town of 
Madagalpa during her first visit to 
Leon she says: 

“Tbat ride from Leon to Madagalpa 
was the most picturesque and in many 
ways the most exciting of the trip. It 
was a five days’ climb through tmoun- 
tain wilderness to this quaint little 
town, which is several thousand feet 
above sea level. We bad to have an 
Indian guide, and it’ was so hot that 
we could travel only at night. 

“There was not much enchantment 
about the houses where we stopped 
along the route, however. ‘These were 
Indian buts made of straw and grass 
and mud. We slept in hammocks, and 
it was necessary to have the hummocks 
swung bigh because the pigs of that 
vicinity are numerous and also friend- 
ly, and if a hammock happens to be 
low enough they insist on scratching 
their backs against the sleeper. We 
zarried some of our own provisions 
with us, but much of the time had to 
pat the native dishes, the principal one 
being rice fried in grease, with cold 
water poured over it. I ate this, but 
hever could persuade myself to try 
tortillas, the native bread. 


Menaced by Robbers. 

“Many travelers are held up and rob- 
bed along this route. On our first 
night out we thought we were going to 
be. We were at an inn when several 
rough looking men rode up armed to 
the teeth. ‘They had good horses and 
no baggage. You do not need a detec- 
tive to tell you that men who ride 
Swift steeds and don’t carry luggage 
on the Madagalpan trail are freeboot- 
ers. They watched us continually un- 
til we left the inn. 

“We feared they would follow us 
and expected to be beld up on the trail. 
Our Indian guide evidently thought so 
too. He was clearly frightened and 
hurried us along at such a pace that 
we became lost and wandered about 
nearly all night before we got back to 
the trail. Perhaps that circumstance 
saved us from the robbers, for we saw 


no more of them.”

The Spanish government asked the 
United Stafes to surrender him for 
trial, which, under President Lin- 
coln's orders, was done, as a matter 
of comity between nations. Presi- 
dent Lincoln, in a communication to 
congress on the subject, laid down 
the principle that a nation was never 
bound to furnish asylum to dangerous 
criminals, or to those who were of- 
fenders against the human race. 

Should, therefore, the United States 
demand of Nicaragua the punishment 
of Zelaya, there seems little doubt 
that any nation where he may have 
taken refuge will, on the showing 
which the United States will be able 
to make, willingly surrender him for 
trial and punishment.

COOKING AND HEALTH. 


Old Time Housekeepers Knew Not the | 
Meaning of Such Words. 

None of us likes the digestibility of 
our food digned into our ears, To tell 
Maria that milk and fish should not be 
eaten together or that a menu of meat 
three times a day is injurious serves 
but to irritate her without affecting 
her habits. 

The intelligent housewife makes it 
a business to study cooking in relation 
to health and serves her meals accord- 
ingly, while commenting not. 

She knows that intelligent cooking 
depends largely upon proportions, that 
a well planned menu offers contrasts 
that are not only attractive, but health- 
ful. 

Realizing that the body demands its 


daily quota of protein, starch, fat, min- | 


eral and water, she plans her meals to 
give them to her family and at the 
same time afford an agreeable variety. 

The old time housekeeper knew not 
the meaning @f such words, much less 
could apply them to her marketing. 
She served meat and potatoes together 
because her grandmother had done so 
and would have sniffed at the idea that 
meat furnishes the protein that is ab- 
sent from potatoes, while the latter 
supply the carbohydrates, ! which 
meat is wanting, 

It makes small difference to her that 
eggs have no carbohydrates, but sup- 
ply more protein and fat and less wa- 
ter than most foods. “Eggs is eggs” 
and are served ad nauseam when they 
are cheap and stinted when prices soar. 

She perhaps does not know what 
foods come under the class “starchy,” 
much less realizes that they are more 
digestible by thorough cooking, while 
albumenoids 
digestible when cooked. 

There is much fun poked at the sci- 
entific cook, but the up to date house- 
wife, undaunted by ridicule, makes a 
point to know food combinations from 
the health standpoint as well as from 
that of fashion or long custom. 

She is sensible, however, not to pa- 
rade her theories. She skillfully takes 
in consideration in preparation of a 
dish or the planning of a meal food 
principles, but her family only knows 
that they enjoy meals hugely 
and seem to thrive upon them as they 
never would under the old order of 
hodgepodge, unintelligent cooking.

How a Transformation Was Wrought 
by a Girl With Little Money. 
Such a cozy little room as it was— 
the bachelor quarters of the woman 
who could pay only $3 a week room 
rent!

Possible Help For the Housekeeper. 

If beef can be brought from the Ar- 
gentine Republic and landed in New 
York at 6%, cents a pound, as is now 
asserted, the solution of one of the 
housekeeper’s problems is in sight.

Whether the prevailing high prices 
of meat are due to the exhaustion of 
our western ranges, as is frequently 
argued, or to agreement among pack- 
ers, which is also alleged sometimes, 
importation of meat into this country 
seems to be inevitable very soon. If 
there is a beef trust the Argentine 
supply will block extortion. If the rise 
in prices is natural and the United 
States can no longer raise cattle 
enough for its own consumption eco- 
nomie laws will compel the nation to 
buy in cheaper markets. 

What the housekeeper would like to 
know also is whether South America 
can deliver eggs, butter and a 
other articles that are unpleasantly 
expensive in this country just now.—

The men who are charge of the ap- 
propriation bills in Congress and the 
Republican leaders in both the Sen- 
ate and House have a hard task be- 
fore them. The administration has 
sounded a note of warning that a pol- 
icy of retrenchment must be adopted 
and that appropriations must be held 
down. The leaders have approved 
this policy and members of Congress 
generally say it is a move in the right 
direction. Difficulty is experienced, 
however, in putting into effect a prac- 
tical working scheme to save Uncle 
Sam's money. 

At the Navy Department it is insist- 
ed that two battle ships must be au- 
thorized at this session. At the War 
Department there is opposition to any 
plan for a reduction of the ‘standing 
army. Senators and (Representatives 
of both political parties are extremely 
anxious that an omnibus ipublic build- 
ings bill shall pass this winter. Their 
constituents demand it and will think 
they are without influence in Wash- 
ington if they are unable to get 
through an authorization for a new 
postoffice building in their district. 
From the arid states of the West comes 


a demand for an extension of the re- 
clamation policy, while from various 


parts of the country there is an in- 
sistent demand that rivers and har- 
bors improvements shall not be fur- 
ther delayed. The State Department 
wants embassies provided in some of 
the old world capitals to the end that 
this country may increase its prestige 
among the nations. And so ad infini- 
tum. 

Members of Congress who are for 
retrenchment in one direction insist 
that the appropriations shall be in- 
creased in other ways. When the ini- 
quity of an increased appropriation 
aproaches local demands even the 
most austere advocate of retrenchment 
will take his shriveled hand without 
resistance and find him smiling as his 
“step draws near.” The men who want 
to cut and slash right and left are 
honest watchdogs of the treasury, but 
they “bay a deep-mouth’d welcome” 
as the appropriation draws near home. 
Chairman Tawney of the appropria- 
tions committee will be the ablest and 
most unpopular man in Congress if 
he succeeds in cutting down expenses.

Call For Rebels’ Recognition 


of His Government 
ESTRADA DECLINES TO YIELD 


Denies Assembly’s Right to Deal With 
Election of President, Whom He 
Calls Usurper of People’s Rights— 
Admiral Kimball Makes Call on 
Madriz—Dispels Idea That It Means 
Recognition by Uncie Sam 


Washington, Dec. 29.—General Es- 
trada, the revolutionary leader in 
Nicaragua, will not accept the extra- 
ordinary terms proposed by the new 
president,» Madriz, as a basis’ for 
A telegram from Bluefields 
states that Madriz had proposed, in a 
telegram to Estrada, a suspension of 
hostilities pending the arrival of a 
committee which He was sending to 
Estrada, to discuss an equitable set- 
tlement of the present strife. 

General Estrada in his reply ex- 
pressed his willingness to meet the 
Madriz commissioners, but said that 
the revolutionary party would not 
recognize the action-of the legislative 
assembly in placing power in the 
hands of Madriz. He denied em- 
phatically the assembly's right to deal 
with the election of president, and 
stated that he saw in Madriz the 
usurper of the rights of the Nicara- 
guan people.

Boston, Dec. 29.—After two days 
searching the water of Boston harbor 
yesterday the 
wreck of the sunken five-masted 
schooner Davis Palmer was located. 

The hulk lies in Broad sound at the 
point of intersection of two imaginary 
lines drawn from the Graves light to

Almost entirely submerged in. eight 
fathoms of water, the wreck is di- 


| rectly in the path of large vessels and 


a@ serious menace to navigation. 

No trace of the crew of the vessel, 
however, was disclosed by the find- 
ing of the wreck. The fate of Captain 
McKown and his crew of eleven men 
is still as great a mystery as if the 
vessel had drifted out to sea. 

The Davis Palmer is lying on her 
starboard side, with but about ten feet 
of the topmasts sticking out of the 
water. The vessel was headed for the 
open sea. 


Her five masts were lying at an 


j} angle of about twenty degrees to the 


water, and when their ninety-foot 
height is taken into consideration, she 
appeared to be in deep water. Sound- 


‘ings showed the water to be eight 


fathoms, or about forty-eight feet, 
Lying on the water on the port 
side of the vessel were five booms, 
their jaws torn from the masts. Two 
of the booms had set sails attached, 
while the other three showed that the 
sails had been furled. Four gaffs were 
also lying on the surface of the water, 
and were prevented from drifting by 
the ropes attached. The five cross-

Memphis, Dec. 29.—The News- 
Scimitar says: 

“Sought at one time by the federal

However, he wrote a letter to the of- 
ficer friend that he dasired to return 
home. 

“The former foe took the matter up 
then in command’ 
of the army forces in New York, and 
the latter sent him a passport and an 


invitation to come to New York and 
surrender, which he did. He after- 
wards satisfied Bigks that he knew

The depth of the 
water made it impossible to determine 
whether or not the anchor chains were 
still out. 

With nothing but conjecture to work 
upon, mariners advance three reasons 
why the vessel was wrecked. One was 
that she foundered while at anchor, 


another was that she struck on _ the 
ledge of the Outer Graves, and the 


other was that with thirty feet draft 
the rise and fall of the heavy sea 
caused her to knock a hole in her bot- 
tom where she lies sunk by striking 
on the bottom of the harbor. 
Captain Sparrow of the Hull crew 
of lifesavers advances the thgory that 
the members of the crew were lashed 
to the masts of the vessel and had 
sunk with it. Seeing their vessel 


| pounded to pieces in a sea so angry 


that launching a boat was impossible, 
the crew, he believes, lashed them- 
selves to the masts and met their 
deaths.

“DIXIE” MOST POPULAR AIR. 


Congress Library cette Official 
Proclamation Gives It First Place. 
“Dixie” has finally been officially 
proclaimed as first among American 
“patriotic popu- 
-by O. G. T. Sonneck, chief of 
music of the library 
of congress, at Washington, who re- 
cently issued from the government 
press an exhaustive report on four 

famous compositions. 

“Yankee Doodle,” he says, though no 
longer a national song, is still a na- 
tional air and second only to “Dixie” 
in the popularity contest. The origin 
and evolution of “Yankee Doodle,” 
“Star Spangled Banner,” “Hail Colum- 
bia” and “America” are treated in full 
detail. He has furnished, as far as 
possible, a correct version of both 
text and music of all four pieces. 
Facsimiles of the original manuscripts 
are reproduced in the volume. 

The history of “Yankee Doodle” is 
described as “a perfect maze of con- 
flicting stories” and countless addi- 
tions to and variations from the orig- 
inal, As many as fourteen vuriutions 
of “The Star Spangled Banner" are 
noted, accompanied by a gradual proc- 
ess of polishing and modification. The 
year in which ‘America’ was first 
sung In public Is given as 1832, but the 
exact place and date were not definite- 
ly ascertained. 

“Hail Columbia” is strictly a product 
of the United States in both words 
and music. “America” and “The Star 
Spangled Banner” both partly originat- 
ed in England. 


HEROISM OF .COAST GUARDS. 


Report Shows Remarkable 
Work of United States Service. 
Aside from saving hundreds of lives 
and millions of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty involved in marine disasters the 
United States Life Saying service man- 
aged to render assistance to many un- 

fortunate persons in distress. 

The annual report of the superin 
tendent of the sefVice shows that a 
woman “about to be hurled over a 
bluff’ was rescued. by a_ lifeguard, 
while an intoxicated man about to fall 
off a dock, a man who had lost his way 
in a marsh, another who had 
through the ice, two others who had 
climbed 100 feet up the face of a cliff 
and were unable to descend and still 
another who tried to commit suicide 
came within the vision of the vigilant 
guards and were saved. 

Five automobiles imperiled in quick- 
sands or marshes were rescued. 

In the last fiseal year there were 
1,376 marine disasters, involving the 
lives of 8,900) persons, that called the 
life saving service into activity. Sev- 
enty-two were lost, although 
only thirty persons gave up their lives 
in consequence. 

The value of the property involved 
in these disasters was $16,106,080, the 
yalue of property lost being $2,295,380. 
Of the 1.376 vessels meeting disaster 
the life saving service rendered aid to 
1.319, valued with thefr cargoes at 
$13,316,815.

Model of Small Flying Machine. 

W. R. Clark, an inventor living in 
Spokane, Wash., has completed a mod- 
el of a flying machine one-sixth of the 
hormal size, containing 952 cubic feet 
of plane surface, with which he will 
attempt flight in a short time. He be- 
lieves he has solved the problem of 
successful aerjal navigation by creat- 
friction on the element against 
which he is contending. Four pro- 
pellers are used on the sides and the 
rear of the machine with two top 
wheels, giving the same action as the 
gyroscope. The speed of the side 
propellers is 1,000 revolutions a min- 
ute, while the gyroscope wheels are 
geared to 2,000 revolutions a minute. 
There is also a dome to hold the air 
under pressure and give the ship the 
steadiness maintained by a descending 
parachute. The completed machine 
will be forty-four feet from tip to tip 
and sixty-two feet from pilot to rud- 
der, the motive power being two forty- 
horsepower gasoline engines. i

AIRSHIP FLIGHT 
WITHOUT A MOTOR

Glalm of A. V. Wilson, Who Has 
Invented @ Monoplane, 


RESEMBLES BLERIOT MACHINE 


Bar Harbor Man Declares He Has 
Flown as High as Seven Hundred 
Feet and Stayed Aloft Eighty Min- 
utes—Will Try to Soar From Charles 
River Ice at Cambridge, Maas. 


From the ice 


river basin 


surface of Charles 
at Cambridge, Mass., at 
some favorable time soon a monoplane 
with a map in it will rise from the 
ice, glide over Harvard bridge and get- 
tle to the ice again without the use 
of a motor or artificial power of any 
kind, according to A. V. Wilson of Bar 
Harbor, Me., aviator and veteran bul- 
loonist, who passed through Boston 
the other day on his way to New York. 

Mr. Wilson after thirty years spent 
in the handling of balloons says that 
during the past twenty years be has 
realized that the conquest of the air 
could come only from the use of heay- 
jer than air machines. He has accord- 
ingly spent much of his time in study 
and experimentation of the various 
Suggested types of kites, monoplanes 
and biplanes and has perfected and 
patented what he believes to be a 
more scientific combination of the rec- 
ognized principles of aeronautics than 
any in existence. 

Because of lack of funds Mr. Wilson 
was compelled to confine his early ex- 
periments to a motorless apparatus, 
and he has become so skilled in the 
art of gliding with this machine along 
the wind currents that he desires only 
a strong wind and a frozen riger sur- 
face to demonstrate the wonderful pos- 
sibilities of his invention. 


Looks Like Bleriot’s Machine. 

In appearance the monoplane of Mr. 
Wilson is similar to the machines 
made famous by the flights of Bleriot 
and others in recent contests. Two 
great planes or wings stretch twenty- 
six feet from tip to tip. heir eleva- 
tion and depression are controlled by 
levers in the hands of the operator, 
who sits on the framework between 
their inner ends. 

Running backward from the oper- 
ator’s position is-a tailpiece thirteen 
and one-half feet Iong, on the end of 
which is, the lateral and horizontal 


rudder. This tailpiece is strength- 
ened with wire guys running to the 


uttermost ends of the framework sup- 
porting the wings. Stout skids «are 
placed under the ends of the plane 
supporting framework and tend to 
keep the wings above the ground 
when starting and landing.

Stevenson's Cup of Misery. 

R. L. Stevenson, writing in 1893. to 
George Meredith, in an epistle quoted 
in- his “Letters,” says,- with 
touching pathos:

Flew 700 Feet High. 

A sliding weight is manipulated 
along a forward extension of the 
framework and can be run far out in 
front of the Operator or drawn back 
to his position, thus acting in much 
the same way as the downward and 
forward pull of a kite string. By 
sliding the weight forward a tendency 
is created toward a forward and 
downward glide. The downward tend- 
ency is offset by the elevation of the 
planes, and the resulting pfogress#is 
forward at a plane regulated by the 
angle of the wings. To descend it is 
simply necessary to depress the planes 
so that the wind strikes against their 
upper surfaces, 

Mr. Wilson states that during his 
experiments at Eagle lake, Bar Har- 
ber, Me., this winter he has made 
flights ranging as high as 700 feet 
and has remained in the air as long 
as an hour and twenty minutes, using 
the frozen surface of the lake as a 
starting and landing place and circling 
the lake in his flights. His machine 
is constructed of spruce frames, piano 
wire and “balloon cloth,” a rubber or 
oll treated fiber. 

His career has been a thrilling one. 
Wilson's first balloon trip was in 1S6y, 
when he was a boy abont fourteen 
yéars of age and_ entered ‘a captive 
balloon in Boston. The man in charge 
ef the rope lost control of it, and the 
balloon landed in Walpole, Mass., 
after a flight of about thirteen hours. 


Since that time Wilson .has_ con- 
stantly followed ballooning and has 
made between 1,600 and 1,700 para- 
chute drops. About 1885 he com- 
menced with heavier than air ma- 
chines. 


A Princess an Inventor. 

Princess Anna of Lowenstein-Wor- 
theim, in Germany, recently patented 
finder the name of Karma, an inven- 
tion to prevent seasickness by keeping 
the ber*hs horizontal, no matter how- 
ever the ship may roll.

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Government to Hold 
Ranger School at Colorado Springs. 
Arrangements have been made by 

the United States government to co- 


operate with the Colorado College 
School of Ferestry at Colorado 
Springs in giving a ferest rangers’ 


tourse during the winter. The course 
Will be special, covering a period of 
ten weeks* from Jan. 11 to March 24, 
1910, and is plained to meet the needs 
of forest rangers of district 2, includ- 
ing national forests in Colorado, Wy- 
oming, South Dakota, western Nebras- 
ka and western Kansas, timber cruts- 
ers, logging superintendents, owners 
of timberlands and any who wish to 
acquire a general knowledge of the 
principles of forestry and lhimbering. 

Men from the district office of the 
forest service at Denver will be de 
talled to assist the college faculty in 
the instruction. The first fifteen days 
of the course will be he!d at the col- 
lege, and the remainder of the course 
will be given at Manitou park, within 
the Pike national forest, where prac- 
tical demonstration will be given and 
actoal work done along the lines of 
study. The Colorado School of For- 
estry owns a 18,000 acre tract of tim 
berland there and is eqaipped with 
cabins to aecommodate the students. 
A commissary will be conducted at 
the park, which will bring the cost 
of living within the means of all and 
encourage attendance of men whose 
financial condition might otherwise 
prevent their taking up the studies, 

No tuition will be charged, and the 
course will be open to forest officers 
as well as men not in the service who 
desire to attend. To reward faith- 
ful service and encourage advance- 
ment among the forest officers each 
national forest will be entigfled to send 
one ranger. The selection of the men 
will be left to the discretion of the 
Supervisors, who are best fitted to 
jucge of a rangers qualifications for 
the detail. 

This will, be supplemented 
by a course of study on the national 
forests during the winter, outlined and 
carried on by the supervisors, aided by 
the dtstrict office. Each forest office 
is eqhipped with a forest library, and 
text hooks. will be selected from the 
library and circulated among the ran- 
gers, accompanied by digests. The 
circulation of the books will be -sys- 
tematically arranged and progress of 
the work checked by periodically re- 
viewing the work.

LARGE OFFER FOR WALSH. 


Great Forward Promised $2,500 For 
Ten Weeks’ Play by Renfrew Club 
and $200 Bonus to Play Entire Sea- 
son—Taylor of Ottawa Another. 


There is reason 40 believe that the 
fabulous prices paid the star profes- 
sional ice hockey players in Canada 
last winter, which made many old 
timers gasp, will be surpassed before 
the present season is passed into the 
well filled annals of the sport across 
the border. Had it not been for the 
hockey war between the Canadian 
Hockey association and the National 
Hockey association the figures estab- 
lished Jast year might have stood unas- 
sailed, but under present conditions 
and judging from the reports about 
the large sums of money already there 
is every reason to believe that the 
professional hockey players of the Do- 
minion will reap a harvest. 

The hockey player's life—that is, his 
period of usefulness in the fast and 
strenuous professional game—is com- 
paratively short, and he must grab all 
the money he can while he is a star. 
Like baseball, many of these men en- 
ter the sport to gather enough funds 
to start them in and many 
of them have “made good.” 

The prices paid these players appear 
on the surface to be enormous, and as 
a matter of fact they are, but when 
the great risk of personal and serious 
injury taken by the puck chasers is 
considered they are worth all they can

get. 

This is in no way advocating the 
jumping of contracts, so much in 
vogue at the present time. Although 


there is no governing body, a player 
certainly should honor any contract 
which he is under unless it be unfair. 

Until the war has been settled and 
one or other of the organizations has 
taken the final count there does not 


_ appear to be a chance of any commis- 


sion with the same powers as the na- 


tional commission of baseball being 
formed. But just as soon as this strife 
is over the ugitation among hockey 


promoters is so strong thut a commis- 
sion will be appointed and rules and 
regulations drafted ‘Which will make 
the professional hockey players honor 
their contracts and will restrict club 
owners from stealing pfhyers. There

It is generally conceded that the av- 
erage baseball player receives a_ sti- 
pend of about $3,000 a season for near- 
ly seven months’ daily work. Hockey 
is too strenuous a game to request a 
man to play it every night, and when 
all this time is taken into considera- 
tion it will be found that the salaries 
paid hockey players touch a_ higher 
mark than those given the ball tossers.

. COLOSSUS OF RHODES. 


One of the Ancient Seven Wonders of 
the World. 

The ancients succeeded in making 

that slloy of copper which is known as 


bronze. Among the seven wonders of 
the world wus the famous statue, 


wholly made of brom., historically 
known as the Colossus of Rhodes. It 
represented Phoebus, the national dei- 
ty of the Rhodians, It was begun by 
Chares, a pupil of Lysippus, the sculp- 
tor, aud was completed by Laches 288 
B. C. The popular belief is that it 
stood astride the harbor of Rhodes, 
that it was 105 feet high and that 
ships could easily sail between its legs. 
> Pliny said that few men could clasp 
its thumb. It was cast on metal plates, 
afterward joined together. and this 
process occupied twelve years. In the 
interior was a spiral staircase reach- 
ing into its head, and in a great mirror 
suspended to its neck were reflected 
the coast of Syria and the ships sailing 
to Egypt. 

After it had stood for sixty-four 
years this colossus was overthrown by 
an earthquake, and its remains lay on 
the shore for 923 years—that is, until 
A. D. 672—when they were sold by the 
Saracens to a dealer. ‘The original 
cost was 300 talents—about $6,000,G00— 
and it is not too much to say that a 
similar image might be constructed 
now in one-fourth of the time and at 
one-thifd of the original cost. Rhodes, 
by the way, must have had colossus 
on the brain, for Pliny relates that the 
port was adorned with 1,000 colossal 
statues of the sun. 


LONDON THEATERS. 


The Ordeal of Getting Past the Aged 
Ticket Taker. 

The first difference I always find be- 
tween going to the play in London and 
in New York is that in New York the 
man who has paid for a seat is made 
to feel that Le is a patrou of the house, 
while in London he is greeted by the 
staff of the theater uot exactly as ap 
intruder, but as a necessary evil. They 
appreciate that an audience is a neces- 
sary evil, but sooner than have one 
they would almost prefer to close the 
house. 

In London for that importantly stra- 
tegic outpost of ticket taker an old 
man of eighty is always employed. 
You think this fs accident, but it Is 
not. Old age naturally suszgests failing 
eyesight, and when he keeps you wait- 
ing in the foyer while he examines 
your ticket and assures himself that it 
is not a laundry bill or a motor bus re- 
ceipt you attribute the delay to his old 
eyes. But in detaining you he has a 
motive. Standing at his elbow, scowl- 
ing darkly, there always is another 
man, apparently a plain clothes out 
from Scotland Yard, uncomfortably 
disguised in evening dress. And while 
the aged ticket taker pretends to scru- 
nitize your ticket the lookout man 
scans you. You cannot escipe his eye. 
He (never sleeps. No American, no 
matter how reckless, can hope to pass 
that man with a concealed bomb or a 
revolver or wearing a white tie with a 
dinner coat.—Collier’s. 


Flies at Sea. 
The finding of flies and buttertlies 
a long way out at sea is perhaps to 


most readers a fact not very well 
known. <A recent traveler in the trop- 
ics relates that when thirty miles 


out from land a plague of flies over- 
took the vessel on which be was steam- 
ing. The exbin was so full of them 
that the beams were blackened. Com 
won black housetlies they were for 
the most part, with, however, a good 
sprinkling of large green flies. Where 
they could. have come from was a mys- 
tery, but they were a terrible nuisance, 
and, although those on board swept off 
hundreds in q net, their numbers were 
not sensibly diminished. Another sin- 
gular circumstance was that, although 
no land was in sight, large dragon 
flies repeatedly flew across the ship, 
and a large dark butterfly was observ- 
ed to flit across in the direction of the 
nearest land, quite thirty miles away, 
without stopping to rest on the vessel 
at all.—Loudon Globe.

Just Quiside Boston Harbor 


STORY TOLD BY WRECKAGE 


Crew of Twelve 
Men, Who Are Undoubtedly Lost—

Boston, Dec, 28.—News of the loss 
of the

big five-masted schooner Davis 

and her crew of twelve men, 
off Boston harbor, and of the wreck- 
ng of eleven other vessels along the 
New England coast constitutes the 
opening chapter of the toll taken on 
the sea by the great storm which 
swept New England Saturday night 
and Sunday. 

With the restoration of communica- 
tion with this storm-swept section, 
Which, in common with southeastern 
Massachusetts, bore the brunt of the 
blizzard, it is feared that a story of 
marine disasters and storm damage 
unequalled in years will be unfolded. 


The news. already gleaned makes 
it probable that the worst is yet to 
come. Wreckage borne into Boston 


harbor on an unusually high tide yes- 
terday told the mute story of the loss 
of the Davis Palmer, somewhere near 
the entrance to the harbor. 

The Davis Palmer went down with 
its crew at some point yet unlearned 
just outside Boston harbor. The ves- 
sel, which had come up the coast from 
Newport News with a cargo of coal, 
foundered at the very approach to the 
waters of the port that she was seek- 
ing. 

Wreckage coming ashore at Hull 
and other points along the south 
shore indicates that no mistake has 
been made concerning her identity. 
Though the long stretches of coast 
line along Hull and Nantasket have 
been gone over, no bodies have been 
found; yet this fact has failed to 
bring about any feeling of hope for 
Captain Leroy McKown of Malden, 
her master, and the eleven other men 
the Palmer carried. 

It is believed that in the aftermath 
of the great gale Sunday afternoon, 
while the waves still assumed gi- 
gantic proportions, the Palmer, lying 
at anchor off shore, snapped © her 
eables, straick upon one of the ledges 
and sank within a very few moments. 


Wreck Is Located 

Boston, Dec. 29.—After two days 
searching the waters of Boston harbor 
and Massachusetts bay, yesterday the 
wreck of the sunken five-masted 
schooner Davis Palmer was located. 

The hulk lies in Broad sound at the 
point of intersection of two imaginary 
lines drawn from the Graves light to 
Grover's Cliff, Winthrop, and from 
Deer island to Nahant. 

Almost entirely submerged in eight 
fathoms of water, the wreck is di- 
rectly in the path of large vessels and 
a serious menace to navigation. 

No trace of the crew of the vessel, 
however, was the find- 
ing of the wreck. The fate of Captain 
McKown and his crew of eleven men 
is still as great a mystery as if the 
vessel had drifted out to sea.

UNCLE SAM'S 
WAY OF DOING IT. 


How He Wishes All the World a 
Happy New Year. 


T midnight Uncle Sam wishes all 

the world a happy New Year 

The tick of the time signal in- 

Strument in the United States 

haval observatory at Washington 

flashes America’s greeting to the na- 
tions of the world. 

This sending forth ofa New Year 
greeting is sentimental in its nature 
perhaps, but it is practical in its illus- 
tration of the accurate time service 
that has been adopted by the United 
States and the organization of a stand- 
ard time schedule in this country, 
which it is hoped some day will extend 
throughout the world. So these New 
Year greetings of Uncle Sam's, which 
have become an annual feature of the 
hational observatory, give an object 
lesson to the nations that may lead to 
us great a reform in a universal time 
system as Pope Gregory instituted in 
the correction of the Julian calendar. 


The first of these New Year messages | 


was sent out in 1903, the telegraph 
companies entering into the project 
with great interest and energy. ‘The 
signals were transmitted at midnight 
and 1, 2 and 3a. m., so that each great 
section of the country received its own 
midnight signal direct from the naval 
observatory. So successfully was the 
plan carried out and so general was 
the interest in it that it was decided 
to make it a feature thereafter. 

Some of the messages sent out on 
these occasious are received in an in- 
credibly short time. For instance, the 
time signal last year was received at 
Sydney, Australia, in two anf one- 
fourth seconds; at Madras, India, in a 
fraction more than fifty-three seconds; 
at Cape ‘Town, Africa, in two minutes 
and thirty-five seconds; at Madrid, 
Spain, in two and one-half minutes; at 
Lick observatory, Mount Hamilton, 
California, in twenty-four one-hun- 
dredths of a second, and at Harvard 
observatory, Cambridge, in one-tenth 
of a second. 

The importance of this time service 
is evidenced by the fact that it fur- 
nishes absolute standard time for not 
only navigators at all the chief seaports 
of the United States, but for the entire 
country except the Pacific coast, which 
receives a similar service from the 
naval observatory at the Mare Island 
yard. When it is understood that the 
service is rendered at no expense what- 
ever to the government, being merely 
incidental to the work required for the 
rating of chronometers for naval ves- 
sels, the results attained will appear all 
the more acceptable. The time signal 
is sent out daily at noon on seventy- 
fifth meridian time, with an average 
error for the year of only fifteen hun 
dredths of a second. The signal goes 
over the wires@f the various telegraph 


and telephone companies, regulating 
eighteen government time balls and 
40,000 public and = private clocks 


throughout the country. 

The accuracy required in the opera- 
tion may be appreciated when it is 
known that the minutest fractions of 
seconds are shaved into infinitesimal 
quantities that almost rival the twin- 
kling of the hair splitting timekeeper 
of ancient India.—New York Times. 


DIPLOMATIC RECEPTION 


The reception at the house of the 
secretary of state on Nei Year's day 
is by all odds the most spectacular 
of the year in Washington. 
All the diplomats are in full uniforin. 
with much gold embroidery and glit- 
tering decorations, barring a few from 
the Latin American republics, who ap- 
pear in plain evening dress, though it 
is the noon hour. It is a scene of 
brilliancy and glitter. One recognizes 
the members of the German embassy 
by their costumes of white broadcloth 
and silver. The Chinese, a numerous 
staff, are gaudy in silk gowns. The 
British ambassador, Mr. Bryce, is easi- 
ly identified by his coat of blue cloth 
and gold, with white knee breeches, 
white silk stockings, gold shoe buckles, 
silk shoulder belt, gold mounted sword 
und cocked hat of black beaver with 
a white ostrich feather. 

Nobody is asked to sit down. When 
all the guests have arrived, Mr. Knox 
will offer his arm to Mme. des Plan- 
ches, Mrs. Knox will take the arm of 
the ambassador and they will lead the 
way into the dining room, where an 
elaborate luncleon—or breakfast, if 
one prefers— is spread. There will be 
unlimited ehampagne, with salads, ices 
and whatever else may gratify the 
appetite, 

When the function is over, at about 
1 p. m., the wives of the diplomats 
will go to their own homes and spend 
the rest of the day receiving. ‘The 
ambassadors, ministers and smaller 
fry of male sex will call on the vice 
president, the members of the cabinet, 
the senators, the speaker of the house 
of representatives, the justices of the 
supreme court and the members of the 
committee of foreign relations of the 


house. They will also call on the 
wives of one another. It will be a 
tremendously busy day for them—a 


eontinual dashing about from place to 
place in a multitude of cabs—and the 
social. task, which is to them as a 
necessary official duty. will not come 
to an end until nearly midnight, when 


they will be glad to crawl into bed, 
exhausted, but delighted that New 


Year’s will not arrive again for an- 
other twelvemonth.

NAVAL REPAIRS, 


‘Repairs and alterations of the ves- 
sels of the navy next year will call 
for an appropriation of more than 
$6,000,000 says the Washington cor- 
respondent of-the Transcript. This 
class of work is quite distinct from 
that which may be ordered by the 
Secretary of the Navy and will re- 
quire special authority from Con- 
gress before the money is available 
for the purpose. Most of this work 
will come under the two bureaus of 


Construction and Repair and Steam 
Engineering. Among the larger ves- 
sels will be included important work 


on the New Jersey and the Rhode 
Island ,estimated to cost $810,000 
each; the Colorado and the Penn- 


sylvania, $680,000 each; the Maryland 
and the West Virginia, $630,000 each.

$540,000 on the Charleston, $350,000 on

the Detroit and nearly as much on 
the ‘Boston. 

Under the law it is necessary for 
the Navy Department to secure 
authority from Congress for work 
which costs more than $200,000, or 20 


per cent of the cost of new vessels of 
the same design. This restriction is 
more or less of an embarrassment to 
the naval authorities, sub- 
mit a carefully prepared schedule of 
work contemplated and the estimate 
has to be based on an anticipation of 
work elghteen months ahead. [&t 
difficult to do this with afty accuracy, 
and the ectimate sent to Congress is 
probably made larger than really 
necessary, in order not to interfere 
with important work. There has been 
some talk of asking Congress to re- 
move this restriction as ‘the proceed- 
ing matter of form in most 
instances, the Navy Department being 
unable to spend more money in the 
way of repairs and alterations than 
is included in the annual sum for such 
purpose.

Previous to the 19th century, or 
shortly after the close of the ‘Revolu- 
tionary war, (Mr. John Pray began 


manufacturing shoes, in a building on 


the easterly side of \Hancock street, 
Quincy, near its juetion with Adams 
street ;this estate is now owned by 
Mrs. ‘Wilson Tisdale. Subsequently 
Mr. Frederick Hardwick, Eli Veazey 
and others, began the business in a 
small way. These persons desiring to 
establish a market for their goods, 
but not having money to employ an 
agent, decided to club together and 
raise a fund for the purpose, and send 
some person on 4 southern tour 
They considered Mr. Pray the best 
salesman of their number and en- 
gaged him. 

Mr. ‘Pray immediately proceeded on 
his journey; his first sale was made 
in Providence, R. 1. He continued on 
disposing of his goods in the various 
large places, until he arrived at 
Richmond, Virginia, where he closed 
out his merchandise. He found that 
his sales had been successful and 
that he had received eleven hundred 
dollars, all in hard money, which was, 
a large sum for the times, and as

ness. He learned his trade of a Mr. 


Ripley. In 1791, at the age of nine- 
teen he began to make shoes, and 
in April 1794, began to manufacture 


them for sale. In 1795 nine hundred 
and fifty-one pairs were made and 
sold. The price paid the workmen for 


hand sewed shoes, was one shilling 
pair, or two dollars per dozen, 
and they were sold from eight shill- 
ings six\ pence to nine shillings six 
pence per pair. 

In 1802, boots began to come into 
use, for which he paid for making and 
| fitting $1.50,, exclusive of fitting 90 
per pair for hand sewed, and 
received for these from $5.00 to $5.50 
pair. In 1822, he began to con- 
sign his boots to southern houses in 
New Orleans, Savannah, Charleston, 
and Richmond; in these southern 
towns and cities he established a 
large trade. His manufactory was on 
Penn's hill. 

His sons Adam and Samuel began 
business in 1819 at Mr. Dwelle’s place 
on the same hill. In 1820, they 
moved to the old Adams mansion on 
Franklin street, where they carried 
on their business until 1829, when Mr. 
Adam Curtis erected his house on 
Franklin street.

Mr. John D. Whicher began manu- 
facturing cheap pegged boots about 
1847, and established by untiring in- 
dustry a very successful and lucra- 
tive business; later he carried on 
machine sewed work in connection 
with his pegged. He was engaged in 
this business until his sudden death 
which occurred in September, 1877. 
Mr. ‘Whicher at the time of his de- 
cease, was in possession of a greater 
amount of property than any other 
person engaged in the boot and shoe 
business in this town. The apprise- 
ment of his estate was about two 
hundred and sixty thousand dollars.

JAPAN’S ART IN FLOWERS. 


New Ideals In the Arrangement of 
Blooms Making Their Way Here. 

The principles of the arrangement 
of flowers in this country as well as in 
Europe generally are altogether differ- 
ent from the ideals of Japan. The art 
bas never been much studied in this 
country. The Japanese have gone far- 
ther than any other nation in this par- 
ticular study and have united with, 
merely aesthetic considerations ideas 
of religion and ethics that seem out of | 
place in western minds. 

The professional arrangers of flow- 
ers are not likely to be found in this 
country outside of the flower shops. 
Their principles of decoration are di- 
ametrically opposed to those of the 
Japanese. The Japanese keep always 
iu mind the necessity of showing the 
flower as nearly as possible in its nat- | 
ural state. In the occident some arti- 
ficial @ffect is likely to be sought. 

Even in the occident, however, the 
ideals have grown much more artistic 
in recent years. The old fashioned 
mid-Victorian bouquet, with its wide! 
variety of colors and shapes, has been 
supplanted by more natural if not more 
artistic arrangements. That they could 
be made still more artistic the recent 
introduction of the Japanese models 
has shown here. These are now in 
general use. They were first imported

Yet they represeat 
the triumph of the American and Eu- 
ropean idea of beauty as opposed to 
the oriental. They have the fault of 
ignoring the beauty of the flower it-| 
self. They do nothing to show off or, 
to serve its beauty. They make it as 
much a negligible detail of the decora- 
tion as a brick in the wall of a house, 
Japanese flobal art takes exactly the 
| oppusite point of view. Its purpose is 
to show us far as possible all there is 
of the flower. There are strict laws 
prescribed as to the manner in which 
the decorations shall be arranged, what 
colors shall go together and which are 
feminine and which are masculine.

| All Trains Notified of Mistakes. 


The arrangement of its mechanism is | 


}such that it is declared impossible for 


a train to pass a signal without put. | 


|ting it in action, thus notifying all 
other trains, either ahead or follow- 
ing, of its locality. 
| be placed at points all along the read, 
especially at those places where the 
jengineer's view of the track is ob- 
scured or shut entirely off by curves, 
woods, bills, tunnels, cuts or where 
from any cause danger is imminent. 
And if the dispatcher, by mistake, or 
the train’s crew, from its own error, 
runs a train on another train’s time, 
each of those trains notifies the other 
by this signal rystem of the mistake, 
so that a collision, either hendon or 
from the rear, may be prevented. In 
‘ease a bridge, trestle or culvert has 
been destroyed by fire or washed 
jawny, the signal immediately notities 
all coming trains as well as the sta- 
tion agents in both directions of the 
mishap. 


At crossings in the city or in the | 


country the oncoming train operates 
through this invention an arm which 
drops across the approach to the tracks 
while the train is still at a sufficient 
distance, shutting out either stock or 
vehicles until it is a safe distance be- 
yond the crossing arm, when it will 
cause the arm to raise and open the 
xpproach. 

It is claimed for the invention that 
‘it is simple, inexpensive and accurate: 
that it will revolutionize railroad sig- 
nals and make collistons or accidents 
at crossings er from any other cause 
next to impossible. 


Distinguished as a Student. 

Mr. Cook, the inventor, is a young 
Denver man, working in one of the 
big department stores. He has al- 
ways had a turn fer mechanics and for 
mechanical invention and has distin- 
guished himself as a student. He was 
graduated from Denver university last 
June after having done the work of 
his course in such time as he could 
spare from his bread winning work. 

Mr. Cook is also the inventor of a 
landslide signaling system, a washout 
| signaling device, an open switch indl- 
eator and an ingenious automatic rail- 
| way crossing gate. 


PERSIMMON EXPERIMENT. 


Puckerless Variety Hoped For by Mat- 
| ing Americen and Japanese Fruits. 
A puckerless persimmon is the hope 
of the future. Department of agricul- 
ture officials at Washington are figur-

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SELMA LAGERLOF. 


Gwedish Authoress First Woman to 
Secure Nobel Prize For Literature. 
The works of a clever Swedish au- 

thoress whose books have been vastly 
popular in Sweden and Germany for 
many years promise now to be sought 
for eagerly everywhere. She is Selma 
Lagerlof, and the awarding to her re- 
cently of the Nobel prize for literature 
has called attention to her career and 
stories all over the world. ‘Ihis is¥he 
first time a woman has been awarded 
the Nobel prize for literature. 

Like many other famous writers, she 
was tempted to try ber hand at liter- 
ature by the offer of a prize for some- 
thing in thatgline. In 1890 Idun, a 
Swedish woman’s maguzine published 
in Stockholm, offered a series of prizes 
for the best literary work by a Swed- 
ish woman writer. ‘he first prize was 
given to Selma Lagerlof for a frag- 
ment of “Gosta Berling’s Saga.” Soon 
after the whole work was published, 
and the unknown schoolteacher’s name 
became famous in the Scandinavian 
countries. 

The fame of the work slowly spread 
through the continent of Europe, Ger- 
map, French and Italian translators 
introducing the work in their respec- 
tive countries, where the author- was 
hailed as a leader in a new style of fic- 
tion distinguished for its wealth of 
fancy and richness in picturesque ex- 
pression.’ Later it was translated into 
English and attracted much favorable 
attention. 

“Gosta Berling’s Saga” was followed 
by “Unseen Links” and “The Miracles 
of Antichrist,” which still further in- 


creased the author’s reputation as an 
original thinker. ‘Then came “The 


Queens In Kungahilla” and “The Leg- 
end of the Manor.” Her stories for 
children, among them being “Lhe Won-

derful Adventures of Nils,” have sold 
by the hundreds of thousands in Swe- 
den.

€enness, According to Report Sub- 
mitted by Finance Commission 


Boston, Dec. 31.—In a report of its 


findings on its Deer island investiga- | 


| tion, made by the mayor and board of 


aldermen last night, the finance com- 
mission characterized the Deer island 
institution as “resembling a school for 
crime.” 

Asserting that the many charges of 


, the use of drugs by the prisoners, 


illicit trafficking between prisoners 
and officers and drunkenness among 
the officers were proven by its in- 
vestigation, the commission places the 
blame on the mayor. 

It stated that the spoils system was 
employed in the conduct of the penal 
institutions department and that the 
politicians preyed on the department 
to the extent of-getting favorite jobs 
contrary to law. 

The commission declared that be- 
cause of lack of experience and train- 
ing, former Commissioner Skinner 
Was unfit for his position and placed 
the greater part of the PEAS a 
for the management of the institution 


on Mayor Hibbard for appointing 
Skinner. 
The commission declared that the 


mayor, two of his secretaries and ten 
of the present members of the board 
of aldermen had attempted to place 
favorites in jobs in the department. 

It declared that the cost of the food 
for the master’s table at Deer island 
had been excessive, and criticized the 
latter for having a boat built for him- 
self by prison labor. 

It absolved the master from blame 
for the alleged misconduct of the in- 
stitution, stating that this was chiefly 
due to political interference. 

The commission recommended the 
appointment of an experienced man as 
head of the penal institutions depart- 
ment and the placing of the depart- 
ment under civil service. 

The commission also stated that 
altogether too many prisoners are sent 
to the island for petty offenses, and 
recommended that the judges and 
head of department come to some un- 
derstanding, and that more probation 
officers be appointed if necessary. 

Neither Hibbard nor Skinner would 
make any comment upon the com- 
mission's report last night.

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WOMAN -BUILDS AIRSHIP. 


Miss Lilian Todd Intends to Fly In Her 
Own Aeroplane. 

What next, O modern American wo- 
man? Will you attempt to goto Mars 
by special limited torpedo? Miss Julia 
Hoerner of St. Louis is making bal- 
loon flights ju a determined effort to 
win the Laim cup for the long dis- 
tance record. Now comes Miss Lilian 
Todd of New York, who has just com- 
pleted at Mineola, N. Y., an aeroplane, 
every distinctive feature of which she 
designed herself. And, more to the 
point, Miss Todd intends to fly aboard 
her own aeroplane as aviator. 

Until her wrist muscles recover from 
the strain of overwork in helping to 
build her machine Miss Todd will let a 
youthful member of the Junior Aero 
Club of American act as her plane 
chauffeur, but just as her 
hands are strong enough to operate 
the mechanism she will essay flights. 

She may take up some mere man as 
a passenger, for this is an aeroplane 
built for two, or she may invite Miss 
Hoerner to the honor of a plane voy- 
age. Meanwhile all the other women 
and all the men except half a dozen 
or so Will cling to solid earth and gaze 
in awe, many doubtless in admiration, 
some perhaps in scorn, at the one wo- 
man who dares. 

It is no sudden fancy or midwinter 
madness that has prompted Miss Todd 
in building the first aeroplane ever de- 
signed by & woman. She has grown 
up to the part. From childhood she 
has been an inventor, an investigator. 
Like the average boy, this girl wanted 
to see the wheels go round, and she 
vanted to take the wheels off and see 


soon as 


if she could put them on again, thus 
learning how machinery was con- 
structed. 

As a child she began with weather 


vanes and mechanical dolls. Later she 
turned her talents to typewriters, 
clocks and sundials. Neighbors saved 
up their wornout elocks so that little 
Miss Todd might take them apart and 
put them together. 

While experimenting in this way she 
also read many scientific works. She 
has studied in books and by practical 
object lessons the laws of equilibrium. 
Her aeroplane, built 
upon scientific principles, according to 
the laws of aerial flight, and is no 
mere bunglesome toy or plaything like 
many so called aeroplanes that won't 
neronate, 

Miss Todd's ship of the air is thirty- 
six feet long. Small flexible planes ex- 
tend two feet farther at each evd. 
Hey machine may be called a triplane, 
because between the two superior 
planes is a central one needed for ad- 
ditional sustaining surface, the only

planes. The under sides, which are the 
sustaining surfaces, are covered with 
seven ounce army duck, the strongest 
material possible for the purpose. 

Au original feature in Miss Todd's 
aeroplane is the employment of curved 
planes. The Wrights, Curtiss and oth- 
er aeroplanists employ straight out 
planes. Miss Todd has departed from 
the flat plane. She studied that noble 
bird the albatross in the Metropolitan 
museum in New York and discovered 
that the outer edges of its wings are 
eurved. She made the planes of her 
air vessel according to the albatross 
curve. 

This, she says, makes for the stabil 
ity of the machine. Instead of sweep- 
ing the full surface of the 
planes a wind which might strike the 
end of a plane from below strikes 
downward. Miss Todd claims that her 
eurved planes are scientifically essen- 
tial to equilibrium. Whether ber claim 
is warranted by the laws of physics 
remains, of course, to be proved or dis- 
proved by actual test. 

The thing that stands out as distinc- 
live in the news of this age of endeav- 
or and achievement is teat for the 
first time in the histery of the world 
a woman has entered the lists with 
men in the construction of a specimen 
of the highest and most scientific type 
of air craft, and, according to the opin- 
fons of persons who have paid special 
attention to the progress of aerial 
flight, she has achieved a mechanism 
which gives promise of fairly success- 
ful competition with those of the men 
—the hardier, sterner and more daring 
sex—who are seeking to solve the prob- 
lem of navigating the air upon a prac- 
tical basis.

Superficially little is happening in the 
insurgent line in either end of the cap- 
ttol and may not be during the ses- 
sion.

Judging from re- 
ports that have drifted across the bor- 
der one of the greatest ice hockey 
seasons in the history of Canadian 
sporting events is now on. The dis- 
banding of the Eastern Canada 
Hockey association and the subsequent 
formiug of the new Canadian Hockey 
association is a step that has been 
promised for some time. The fact that 
the great winter sport was growing in 
the Dominion as well as in the States 
made it probable that the clubs would 
soon become too powerful for the E. C. 
Hi. A. to govern. Inasmuch as that 
body did not attain centralizing power 
in correspondence with the progress of 
the big hockey clubs it was evident 
that a change was coming. But the 
change was farreaching. 

The forming of the Canadian Hockey 
association was responsible for the or 
ganizing of two other leagues in east- 
ern Canada. This gives this section of 
the Dominion five important hockey 
combines, assuring an unusual season 
with the crooked stick and rubber disk. 

Out of the forming of the C. H. A. and 
the attendant dropping of the Wander- 
ers from the big organization grew the 
formation of unother league. It was 
voted to drop the Wanderers after the 
FE. C. H. L. has been disbanded. In

The schedule tide for Sunday was 
11.10 feet, and the elevations taken 
were ftom the government base. The 
tide at the several points taken were 
as follows:

Willaston beach, 15.07 feet 
Baker's Yacht basin 15.40 feet 
Quincey Point bridge, 15.25 feet 
These figures show that the highest 
tide was at the Baker Yacht basin, 
where it was 4.30 above the soheduled 
tide for that day.
